LONGED FOR LUXURY, 


Alice Barrett’s Love of Fine Dresses 
Led to Deception and Suicide, 


Told Her Mother Falsehoods 
and Had No Confidant, 


Went Alone to Hotel Thorndike and Remained 
There Two Nights. 


Boston, ‘Aug. 2.—Th 
surrounded the 


mystery which 
suicide of Alice Barrett, 
the stenographer in Codman & Codman’s 
office, a week ago, is now practically 
cleared up. There still two points 
in doubt, but they do not bear di- 
rectly on the girl's death The first is 
whether she as 1 embezzler, which 
cannot be told at this time. 

The second «uestion relates o her 
reason for visiting the Hotel Thorndike 
Her explanation that she was going tu 
Stay with Miss Wheelwright seemed suf- 
ficent at the time, but in view of Miss 
Wheelwright’s denial, and the fact that 
this denial is supported by evidence com- 
ing from other sources, the visit and her 
explanation of it, which seemed so simple 
and natural, now becomes a complicated 
puzzle. 

That she did visit the Thorndike there 
is no question She went there on the 
evening of June 7, and remained over 
night. She engaged a suite of rooms, 
for which she paid $5, and occupied them 
that night. returned to 
the hotel and took a cheaper suite. For 
this accommodation she paid $4 

The only visitor she is known to have 
had is Mr. Foss. fe called on the eve- 
ning of June 8, and remained until 10 
o'clock. He ipposed, as did the girl's 
mother, that she there to meet Jliss 
Wheelwright is not aware that 
she had been at hotel the previous 
evening.

these friends, has gained strength from 
the very first 

The verdict was disputed because the 
Alice Barrett whom they knew was an 
entirely different person from the real 
Alice Barrett Her’s was a dual char- 
acter. Even her mother was not aware 
of one side of it. She did not make a 
confidant of any one. 

She covered her extravagant expendi- 
tures and several mysterious visits to 
Boston by a serie lever fabrications. 

It is assurned that the story of the loan 
of $800, which she claimed to have mad 
to Captain John Codman, was invented 
for the purpose accounting for the 
money which s ock spec- 
ulations. culate there 
is no doubt. vi iat extent has not 
been fully ascertained, but it is known 
that in one “bucket shop” she operated 
to the exter f about $600, and when 
she stopper was a balance 
of $180 on the wrong side of her account. 

It is now certain that she had a fond- 
ness for the good things of life, par- 
ticularly fine raiment. This fact is at- 
tested by extract from some of her let- 
ters. On a salary of $8 per week it was 
impossible for her to obtain them. In 
spite of this fact, however, she is known 
to have spent $300 within the last month, 

She may have made some of this money 
in the stock market, but it is hardly prob- 
able that the loss of $800 of her own 
money would have made such an im- 
pression as to drive her to suicide. It 
seems likely that she found herself in 
financial quicksand which threatened to 
engulf her. 

She had reason to believe that the firm 
Yor whom she worked was about to be 
dissolved or reorganized. She knew this 
meant an auditing of the books. This 
possibly, would have made a damaging 
showing, and the general supposition is 
that she went back to the office on that 
Saturday afternoon for the purpose of 
destroying these books. The fire started 
in the toilet room would have destroyed 
the contents of the safe, whose doors 
were purposely left open. 

Then the letter carrier came up stairs 
for the purpose of borrowing an um- 
brella, tried the door, and stood for 
a moment on the landing, looking for 
the janitor, from whom he had hoped 
to obtain such anarticle. The fire was 
going. It could not be extinguished. 
A moment or two would have brought 
sure detection. Then there might not 
be merely embezzlement, but incendiar- 
ism, charged against her. 

She may have been contemplating sui- 
cide as a last resort. This would ex- 
plain the purchase of the revolver. But 
it was probably, not contemplated for 
Saturday afternoon. Had the fire been 
successful in destroying the books, and 
she had been able to leave the building 
without detection, the probabilities are 
the revolver would never have been used. 
But with det ction staring her in the 
face, the probabilities are that she fired 
the shot rather than face the possible 
consequences.

SHOT IN HIS OWN YARD 


—_—_ 


Qwen Barker Mortally Woundee by 
Highwaymen at Lynn, 


Resisted Demand For Money 
and Received a Bullet. 


He Was a Bartender and Usually Carried Day’s 
Receipts Home With Him. 


Lynn, Mass., Aug. 2.—Owen J. Barker, 
the victim of the murderous assault and 
attempted robbery early yesterday 
morning, is still at the Lynn hospital 
in a very precarious condition, with 
slight chances of recovery. Yesterday 
afternoon Dr, Herbert Newhall, assisted 
by City Physican Little and Hospital 
Surgeon Davis, removed the bullet from 
Barker's back. 

The attempt at robbery was one of the 
most daring ever perpetrated in Lynn. 
It seems hardly possible that inathickly 
settled community, surrounded by 
‘houses peopled with occupants, that a 
citizen, almost at the threshold of his 
own dwelling, could be submitted to 
such a savage assault, in which four 
pistol shots were discharged, without 
at least one of the desperadoes being 
captured. But this is a fact, neverthe- 
less, 

Barker was found in the yard by a 
neighbor and was removed to the Lynn 
hospital. After considerable probing 
the bullet was removed. His condition 
is critical, and in the opinion of the hos- 
pital surgeons he will probably die. 

The highwaymen escaped. Captain 
Burckes and a number of police officers 
immediately went to the scene of the as- 
sault. By the time they had arrived 

tarker had partially recovered consci- 
ousness and was able to tell the officers 
something about the shooting. 

He said that as he started to open the 
gate leading to his house from Alley 
street two men who had been hiding be- 
hind the fence jumped out in front of 
him. One man's face was covered with 
a handkerchief and both had revolvers, 
One of the men placed a revolver chose 
to his face and demanded that he give 
up his watch and money. 

Barker immediately showed fight. He 
is a strongly built, athletic fellow. The 
man whose face was covered began to 
beat Barker over the head with the but 
end of his revolver. The other fellow 
placed his pistol close to Barker's head 
and pulled the trigger. He missed his 
aim, and followed up his effort with two 
more shots, with no better result, al- 
though the fellow was not more than 
three feet away from Barker as he fired. 

Th th ellow was in the meantime 
struggling with Barker in an attempt 
to rifle his pockets. Barker was fight- 
ing desperately all the time, and man- 
aged to keep the highwaymen busy. 

Suddenly, and with an oath, the larger 
of the two men leveled his revolver at 
the breast of Barker and fired. This 
shot took effect, entering the body of 
Bark+r as above described. Further 
than this, Barker remembers nothing 
more until he was picked up, except that 
( as he fell the men kicked him repeatedly, 

and one of them took $2 from his pock- 
ets, all the money he had. 

The shots and Barker’s cries awak- 
ened the whole neighborhood, and in a 
fhort time a score of men and boys 

iring the neighborhood for the 
Barker could give only

Barker is bartender for Thomas G. 
King of West Lynn. Mr. King has been 
sick for some time, and it has been Bar- 
ker’s custom to carry the day's receipts 
home With him at night. Saturday night, 
however, he carried the money to Mr. 
King at the latter’s house, and when the 
assault occurred he had only $2. 

The police think that the men who at- 
tempted to waylay Barker were familiar 
with his habits and with the business 
methods of the saloon. 

Criental Advices, 

Victoria, B. C., Aug. 2.—The steamer 
Olympia arrived yesterday morning with 
Oriental advices to July 17.

MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS. 

The santir, a kind of dulcimer, has been 
used for ages in the Caucasus. 

Nearly all islanders are provided with 
trumpets made of conch shells, the tips 
being taken off, thus forming a very effect- 
ive horn. 

The yang-kin, or foreign harpsichord, 
of the Chinese, is a sort of lute with 14 
wire strings. Itis played with two bam- 
boo slips. 

The sona, a Chinese clarinet, is the 
favorite instrument among the common 
people, especially at marriage or funeral 
entertainments. Its scale is from F toG 
above, 

The Arabs have three different kinds of 
guitars, the one most commonly used re- 
semnbling in shape the upper half of the 
rod and disk used by surveyors. It has 
two strings and is played with a bow. 

The negroes of Guatemala have a favor- 
ite instrument which they call the marim- 
ba. It is aclose jmitation of the miramba 
used by the natives of the southeast coast 
of Africa. There are 28 keys, and the in- 
strument is played with rubber tipped 
hammers. 

In the time of Nebuchadnezzar, B. C. 
600, and after, the Assyrians had a num- 
ber of different musical instruments, the 
cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery and 
dulcimer being specified, and ‘‘all kinds 
of music’? mentioncd by Daniel in this 
connection being supposed by some com- 
mentators to refer to drums, cymbals, cas- 
tanets and horns.—St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. 


THE WEATHER PROPHETS.

WARS IN OTHER LANDS. 


Simla, Aug. 2.--Dispatches to the gov- 
show that re-enforcements, 
with abundant supplies of ammunition, 
arrived at Dargai at noon yesterday. 
The march was forced and very rapid, 
and 19 Sikhs died from sunstroke on the 
way. Colonel Reid, with large re-en- 
forcements, has reached camp Mala- 
kand. 

In consequence of the rapid spread of 
the revolt from 12,000 to 15,000 natives 
now being under arms, the government 
has ordered the reserve brigade to as- 
semble under the command of Colonel 
Wodehouse. 

The British regiments will await events 
at Rawalpindi and the native regiments 
at Marden. The staff will remain for the 
time at Nowshera. 

Fort Chakdara is strong enough to re- 
sist any attack, and it had a good supply 
of ammunition. The only fear is that 
the garrison may become exhausted by 
constant fighting. 

The tribesmen are sending forward 
fresh relays continually. The recon- 
noitering column Saturday found the 
enemy in great force blocking the road 
to Chakdara. During the fighting 100 
of the enemy were killed and the British 
had 14 wounded, among them Captain 
Baldwin, who was severely wounded, 
and Lieutenant Keyes, who received a 
slight would. 

The enemy followed up the retiring 
column and attacked the camp ina half- 
hearted manner, being repulsed by the 
garrison. 


General Blood, with every available 
man, will start today for the relief of 
Chakdara, and the garrison has been 


notified of his intention by heliograph. 
Heavy fighting is expected at Aman- 
dara.

MURDER AT A ROADHOUSE, 


Georga A. Staples Shoots Norman Dacost With 
a Rifle. Near Randolph, N. H. 

Gorham, N. H., Aug. 2.—Norman Da- 
cost, aged about 24 and single, 
Was shot and instantly killed by George 
A. Staples at the Perley Low place on the 
main road eight miles from the Waum- 
beck House in Jefferson and four from 
the Ravine House in the town of Ran- 
dolph late Saturday night. The murder 
Was probably the outcome of longstand- 
ing trouble at the farm. 

The place,is said to have had rathera 
questionable reputation, and Staples, 
who kept it, had had trouble previously 
with Dacost, the latter having been re- 
cently released from the jail at Lancas- 
ter. For the past few Dacost is 
said to have been staying around the 
place, and Saturday night tried to get 
into the house. Staples warned him 
away, and this began the trouble, which 
ended in bioodshed. It is stated that 
during the row Staples picked up a 44 
caliber rifle, which had been standing 
near the door, and fired at Dacost. 

Three girls, Ethel Varney, Maude 
Tibbetts and Emma Knights, and sev- 
eral men, witnessed the murder. The 
sheriff went from here and brought 
Staples to this town, where he is locked 
up to await the result of the coroner's 
inquest. 

Staples says that his act was done In 
self-defense, and that he can produce 
evidence to the effect that Dacost had 
threatened his life. The body is still at 
the farmhouse awaiting the action of 
some one in authority to dispose of it.

An Old Man Shot, 

Westfield, Mass., Aug. 2.—Hiram C. 
Burlingame, aged 96, was shot and 
Frobably mortally wounded at noon yes- 
terday at his house on Hampton place, 
about three miles north of Westfield 
Center, by Edward Fitz, aged 20, Three 
shots were fired, two taking effect, one 
in the breast and the other in the ab- 
comen. The miscreant fled and the 
wounded man managed to craw] about 
half a mile to the house of his nearest 
neighbor. Medical aid was summoned 
and an examination showed the wounds 
to be probably fatal. Chief of Police 
Mullen found Fitz at the farm of Eb- 
enezer Hastings in Middle Farms, where 
he was employed, and placed him under 
arrest. He was brought to the police 
station in this town, where he admitted 
doing the shooting, and told the circum- 
Stances leading up to it. His only 
reason for seeking to take the life of the 
old man, he says, was to get possession 
of arevolver. He went to Burlingame's 
hut and asked if he would sel] hima re- 
volver.

Veterans’ Union Sensation, 

Washington, Aug. 2.—Something of a 
sensation has ben created in the ranks 
of the Veterans’ union by an order from 
General M. A. Dillon, recently appointed 
provisional department commander of 
the Department of the Potomac, sus- 
pending the officers and delegates of W. 
S. Hancock and John A. Logan com- 
mands from all the rights and privileges 
of the union until they comply with 
crtain orders recently issued by the de- 
partment commander.

Bridgeport, Conn., Aug. 2.—Luther D, 
Johnson, a farmhand, aged 39, narrowly 
escaped lynching yesterday by a number 
of indignant residents of Green’s Farms 
for a criminal assault he ts alleged to 
have committed on the 8-year-old daugh- 
ter of John Meacham, a hostler.

Never before have the streets in the vi- 
cinity of th Union station and in the 
centre of the city seen such an immense 
throng. The Union station itself was 
packed so fuil of people that long be- 
fore the train which bore Ten Eyck and 
his party arrived it was utterly impos- 
sible to gain admittance to the big struc- 
ture. Washington square was a mass 
of people, and Front and Main streets, 
as far north as Lincoln square and as 
far south as Park street, the route of 
the procession, were so densely crowded 
that the procession had barely room 
enough to pass through in a column of 
fours. 

It is estimated that the crowd num- 
bered more than 50,000, and as the modest 
young champion was escorted between 
the lines the public voice gave forth cheer 
after cheer of welcome, while the heavens 
were lighted with the glare of colored 
lights, and the e« rang with the 
stirring strains of the marching bands 
and drum corps, which played such tunes 
as “Home Sweet Home,’ Yankee Doo-

North Atlantic Squadron, 


New York, Aug. 3.—The vessels of the 
North Atlantic squadron proceeded t 
sca yesterday. The New York, flying 
the flag of Rear Admiral Montgomery 
Sicard, led the way towards the nar- 
rows. Then followed the Brooklyn,

Admiral Sicard said 
he intended to return to this port by 
Aug. 25, when he will expect all the ves- 
sels to be ready to take part in extensive 
maneuvers at sea. Secretary Long has 
instructed the admiral to drill the ships 
at sea as though they were in action.

| Your attention is hereby called to the 
| present unsafe and inconvenient condition 
of Beale street bridge. 

The fence recently erected on the east 
}side of Newpoit avenue at the railroad 
}station by the N. ¥.,N.H. & H. RR 
| makes it necessary that all patrons of the 
|road living on the west side of the track 
| shall pass over Beale street bridge to aud 
| from the Wollaston station. 

Beale street bridge in its present con- 
dition is entirely inadequate to accom- 

modate safely and conveniently the several 
| hundred people who arrive from some of 
| the trains. 

Your attention is also called to the fact 
| that more than two buodred houses have 
}been built and more than two handred 
| families have settled in that part of Wol- 
laston, viz.: north of Beale street and 
west of railroad, with a belief that access 
to the railroad station wou!d always remain 
the same as for the past twenty-five years, 
—without warning and without hearing, 
this fence has been erected,—its erection 
will cause constant inconvenience and 
danger to a large number of citizens and 
taxpayers. 

Therefore, we the petitioners pray that 
}such action will be taken by the City 
Oouncil of Quincy as will result in the 
widening of Beale street bridge and also 
ithe extension of Brook street under the 
N. Y., N. H. & H.R. R.

| Brook Street Extension. 


Tae Committee on Streets reported as 
follows: 


OrDERED:—That the Mayor be author- 
ized to enter into an agreement with the 
officials of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad company under which 
Brook street may be extended easterly 
under the track of said railroad company 
to connect with Woodbine street, and for 
the widening and re-building of the Beal: 
street bridge, substantially in accordance 
with plans presented by said railroad 
company, provided that said work can be 
done at an expense to the City of Quincy 
for a sum not to exceed $10,000, said 
amount to include all land and grade 
damages, 


Counciman Swithin objected. He under- 
stood that a footway would answer all pur- 
poses, and thought it would be unwise for 
the city to expend $10,000. 

Without debate the order was ordered 
to a second reading and referred to the 
Committee on Finance. 

Faxon Road. 


The Committee on Streets reported an 
order laying out Faxon road as a public 
street, and appropriating $1000 therefor. 
Read once,

Ex-Councilman George W. Morton 
forwarded the following petition: 


To His Honor, Charles F. Adams 2d, 
Mayor of Quincy, and the Honorable 
City Council: 

We, citizens of Quincy, must respect- 
fully ask that the Board of Park Com 
missioners be authorized to take the land 
on the north side of Sea street, beginning 
at the easterly end of Shelton road and 
Sea street and extending easterly to lind 
owned by the Mandarin club of Boston 
on said Sea street, to be used forever as a 
Marine Park or public grounds.

At 8 o'clock a hearing was given on the 
acceptance of Russel! Park street. No one 


appeared pro or con, and the order was 
recommitted. 


Sea Street Hearing. 
At 8.15 a public hearing was given on 


the petition that the boundary lines of Sea 
street between Rye Island and ‘‘ The Bit” 
be defined. 

Herbert T. Whitman, for the petitioners, 
said he appeared for Mrs. John Quincy 
Adams, Sea street was originally laid out 
in 1898 and was 33 feet wide. While the 
plans gave the bounds the surveyors were 
unable to locate it exactly at this point, for 
they could not tell where they began or 
ended. The statutes provide that the city 
shall set stone bounds. Mrs. Adams 
desired to develope a part of this property. 
The stakes on the west side were not put 
io by Mrs. Adams but by himself. He 
believed that the entire length of the road 
should be widened. It was his suggestion 
that the Committee on Streets ask Mrs. 
Adams to give a strip of land to widen this 
street. At the time the Manet street rai: 
way was built Mr. Adams objected as the 
street was too narrow and offered to give 
30 feet of land if they would build on it, 
but a location was obtained on the street 
and the tracks were located in the street 
and the city lost the land. The road at the 
causeway, however, was built partially on 
private land. He did not ask for an 
appropriation but simply that the bounds 
be defined. 

John Cavanagh said that he had noticed 
that some stakes had been driven down 
and he had understood that Mr. Whitman 
had put them there to substitute the 
original line. That would cut off the orly 
causeway we had on that road. From 
Mosquito woods down it was a beautiful 
view, and he hoped the Coucc!! would not 
allow anyone to take that view away. The 
causeway had been used for a number of 
years and he believed he had a right over 
it and that it was impossible to crowd 
them onto the marsh. 

Hearing closed. 

Labor Resolution. 

Counc!lman Little offered the following 
resolution: 

RESOLVED,—That the Council request 
tbe Sewer Commissioners to be strictly en 


forced, the terms of the contract for cor- 
structing the sewer on Copeland street. 


Councilman Nickerson wanted more 
light, 

Coune'lman Little said Quincy men were 
not employed. That those who had been 
put to work had been discharged on slight 
pretexts. That the contractor required 
ten hours’ work and paid only $125 to 
$1.50 per day, while a local contractor 
whose bid was slightly in advance had 
figured on uine hours and $1.75 per day. 

Councilman Nickerson asked if the 
Councilman knew it was difficult to get 
Quincy men ? 

Councilman Little did not know it, 
Quincy men were not wanted, and the 
few employed were not told in advance 
what they would receive in wages, and 
were discharged oa slight pretexts. 

Councilman Nickerson desired to hear 
from Chairman Whitman of Sewer board. 

Mr. Whitman said it was the contractors 
look out to secure Quincy help. It was in 
the contract that Quincy men should be 
employed in the trenches but nothing was 
said about pay. The board was satisfied 
the contractor would not complete the job 
on time, but it might be unwise to take it 
from him. He may have to raise price to 
get help. 

Councilman Pinkham regarded it as a 
mistake for the Counci! to interfere with 
the duties of the executive department. 

Councilman Nickerson objected to the 
resolution if intended to cast reflection on 
the Commissioners. 

Councilman Little did not wish to cast 
reflection, but to express the sentiments of 
the Council. 

Councilman Poland opposed the resolu- 
tion. It was wrong to hamper the Com- 
missioners or contractors, The city should 
not expect to have the money spent here 
unless there were men here who wanted 
the work. The contractors want men who 
don’t have to be bolstered up by the 
councilmen from the ward. 

Counci!man Little said able-bodied men 
wanted the work, and they did not require 
bolstering. 

Councilman Geary should always favor 
such resolutions, It was wrong to compel 
men to work for $1 25 per day. 

Councilman Sprague said the resolution 
reminded him of the attempt made in the 
early stages of the sewer work, when 
Quincy men were employed to dig the test 
pits, but got sick of it and threw up the 
job, and it was necessary to employ Italians, 

Councilman Little said at the last 
election the issue had been an bonest 
dollar and protection for honest labor, 
and men had been elected on that issue, 

Councilman Sprague did not believe in 
paying $2 per day of nine hours to every- 
thing that wore “‘ pants.”’ 

Councilman Edwards thought it nonsense 
to assert that Quincy labor could nct be 
obtained. 

Counciman Packard considered it 
witbin the province of the Council to pass 
resolutions of all kinds. The members 
were elected by the people. 

Councilman McGriti upon learning 
that the resolution was to enforce higher 
pay, which the contract did not call for; 
thought there was no sense in offering or 
passing the res: lation, 

Counc | nan Field thought it was out of 
the proviuce of the Council to interfere, 
and that the former resolution should be 
rescinded. it called for ‘living wages.” 
What were living wages? Parker house 
fare? It might ccst a man with a large 
family more to live than another. A con- 
tractor was weak to sign the Copeland 
street contract to complete within a given 
time, Another side to consider, was that 
soon some poor people will be assessed to 
pay for sewer construction. The Council- 
men have taken an oath to prctect the 
taxpayers, 

Councilman Little said it was not the 
poor man who objected to the poor receiv- 
ing good wages, He queried if the last 
speaker had not been to Washington and 


sought government aid to protect the 
granite manufacturers from the pauper 
labor of Europe. 

Councilman Field replied quickly that he 
had done a little at Washington, and he 
hoped the protection secured would be of 
benefit to the granite workers. They were 
the ones to be benefited. 

The resolution was put and declared 
lost. It was doubted and upon a standing 
vote there were 6 yeas and 14 nays. 

Another Resolation. 

Councilman Little offered a second reso- 
lution, as fo)lows: 

RESOLVED,—That the Council request 
al! heads of departments to specify in all 
contracts let in the future, that the hours 
of labor for workmen shall be nine. 

The Council refused to adopt the resolu- 
tion. 

Councilman Cain doubted the vote. On 
a rising vote the Council refused to adopt 
the resolution by a vote of 5 yeas to 15 
nays. 

Adjourned at 8 45 for two weeks.

Pelagic Hunters Kill the Mothers and 
Young Are Left to Starve, 


Extermination Will Follow 
Its Continuance. 


Unpaid Claims of Canadians Whose Vessels 
Were Seized Are Excessive, 


London, Aug. 3.—The Times this morn- 
ing prints a letter from Herman Liebes 
of San Francisco, one of the principal 
stockholders of the North American 
Commercial company, in regard to the 
seal controversy, which is now receiving 
s0 much attention. Mr. Liebes says: 

“I and my colleagues of the North 
American Commercial company entirely 
disclaim any desire for measures made 
‘in the interests of one nationality and 
against the interests of the other,’ and 
we do not and never have suggested 
that the English government should 
‘surrender the exercise of a lucrative in- 
dustry without receiving an equivalent 
merely in order to increase our actual 
and prospective profits.’ 

“Pelagic sealing is open to ourselves 
and to the whole world, and speaking 
for myself (and I am sure I should have 
the co-operation of my colleagues) , I 
shall be perfectly willing to concur in 
any reasonable arrangement with our 
own and also with the British govern- 
ment with a view to (either entirely or 
at any rate for a given number of years) 
discontinuing the killing of seals upon 
the islands in question, as also all pelagic 
sealing, and I would do this not because 
the killing of young bachelor seals as 
conducted upon the Pribyloff islands in 
any way endangers the propagation and 
existence of the seal (because I am sure 
it does not), but simply to assist in bring- 
ing about an arrangement for the sus- 
pension of pelagic sealing in order to 
avoid what I am absolutely satisfied will 
otherwise very shortly come to pass, viz.: 

“The entire extermination of the seal 
from the waters in question, and further 
because I will not share the responsi- 
bility of those who, by allowing the pres- 
ent barbarous system to be continued, 
are rapidly destroying in a very crue) 
Way a very valuable industry. 

“Tam ina position to prove conclusive- 
ly that of the seals caught by the pelagia 
sealers at least 80 per cent are females 
and the remaining 20 per cent are mostly 
pups, in which the sex is not distinguish- 
able after the skins are removed from 
the body. As I have said the skins all 
come to London to be dressed, and there 
is not the slightest difficulty in determin- 
ing the sex of the adult seal from the 
skins, an inspection of them would con- 
vince all who saw them. 

The Males Escape. 

“The males are much more active than 
the females, who are all heavily encum- 
bered and float at the top of the wate: 
and are unable to escape so rapidly as 
the males. 

“Professor Thompson, in his report, 
gives the number of vessels and the 
number of people employed in the catch 
for the year 1896. There were, accord- 
ing to this report, 65 vessels employed in 
the work, having in the aggregate crews 
of 809 white men and 889 Indians, or 1698 
in all. 

“The skins of the seals when caught 
are packed by the crews of the ships and 
forwarded immediately to London for 
sals. 

“Where, may I ask, are the 8000 Cana- 
cians to whom Sir L. H. Davies alludes 
as being dependent on the industry, un- 
less they be the shareholders of the com- 
panies owning the various vessels and 
which shareholders certainly during the 
last three or four years never saw, as 
the result of seal fishing, a penny divi- 
dend, as their skins the last few years 
not being 30s. pe rskin, and it certainly 
cost them 40s, to catch them and in some 
instances much more. 

“During the last seven years our com- 
pany (the so-called great monopolists) 
have killed only about 15,000 seals per 
annum, and the average price received 
for the skins in London were certainly 
under £5 per skin gross—last year’s 
catch only brought £3 10d. perskin—and 
inasmuch as the skins cost us over £3 
each, to say nothing of our invested 
capital, you will see the monopoly is not 
very large, and had we invested our 
money in government bonds we should 
have done better. 

“A great deal has been said about the 
Americans not paying compensation to 
the owners of the vessels seized in the 
years 1886-7-9 arfd 1890, a list of which 
vessels is set forth in the award. The 
Parisian arbitrators, by their award, 
aid not assess and damages, but left 
that matter open for further negotiation 
between tha two governments. The 
owners of the vessels seized were 
promptly asked to send in their claims, 
and did so. 

“All the merchants who had purcnased 
the pelagic seal catches from the ships 
which had not been seized by the United 
States government during the years 
mentioned in the arbitrators’ award were 
asked to give evidence before the com- 
mittee of the prices paid to the ship- 
owners for the seals caught during those 
years, and it appeared that the claims 
made on behalf of the vessels seized were 
excessive, both in quantity and price. 
The numbers claimed were consider- 
ably in excess of the largest catch o 
any of the others vessels, and the prices 
asked were certainly double the prices 
obtained by any or the other vessels not 
seized. 

“Every effort is being made by the 
commission appointed for the purpose 
for assessing the compensation in Brit- 
ish Columbia, consisting of the~ chief 
justice of Canada and a judge of the 
United States, and who are now sitting 
there to come to a conclusion upon the 
point. Whatever compensation is 
awarded will be promptly paid.

Cleveland, Aug. 3.—Ali departments 
of tq Cleveland rolling mills opened 
yesterday.

Striking Miners Have So Far Committed No 
Acts of Violence. 

Pittsburg, Aug. 3.—The striking min- 
ers have broken all recorgs, both as to 
numbers attending their be meetings 
and the excellent order and law abiding 
behavior they have exhibited. Too 
much praise cannot be given the strikers 
for this latter condition. They have 
been subject to the control of the leaders, 
who, profiting by former experience, 
have so forcibly instilled into the minds 
ot their followers the stupidity of law 
breaking that the peaceful attitude and 
actions of the strikers have been a source 
of wonder to all the prophets, who fiave 
from day to day predicted dire happen- 
ings. 

The mass meeting of the miners at 
the McCrea schoolhouse yesterday was 
the greatest during the strike, and prob- 
ably the largest gathering of the kind 
ever seen in Allegheny county. More 
than 5000 striking miners were gathered 
for an all-day session, and labor leaders 
harangued them in various tongues, 
while bands of music served to stir up 
the enthusiasm to the highest pitch. 

From early morning miners of every 
nationality were gathered around the 
schoolhouse. They came in big bands 
and small ones, but the one that set the 
cainp wild with enthusiasm consisted of 
1600 miners from Turtle Creek, and 
when they came in sight there was such 
cheering as has not been heard since the 
strike started. They came down to 
the camp at the schoolhouse with bands 
playing stiring airs and banners waving 
in the breeze. 

Cheer after cheer went up from the 
camp and the marchers returned them 


with a will. When the miners of the 
two parties met there was some wild 
scenes. Men rushed around shaking 
hands, shouting and even embracing

POULTRY POINTERS. 


Geese and ducks should be full feathered 
before killing. 

If eggs are stored in a damp place, they 
will soon taste musty. 

Minorcas, Leghorns and black Spanish 
chickens are especially valuable for laying. 

When the hens stop laying, a change of 
food will often start them to laying again. 

If the hens are too fat, change the grain 
ration and give a small quantity of whole 
oats daily. 

One of the best times to commence feed- 
ing the fowls to fatten is just before they 
are fully matured. 

Early, well developed pullets make good 
winter layers. Select them before send- 
ing the fowls to market. 

Wheat boiled until soft makes one of the 
best feeds to give young poultry. It is 
eusy to prepare, clean and healthy. 

Give the hens all possible freedom and 
there will be less trouble with soft shell 
eggs, as they will secure the lime they need. 

Ducks will thrive best and fatten fastest 
on soft feed. One part cornmeal, one part 
bran and 4 jittle meat is a good fattening 
ration. 

As a rule, if the hens become broody and 
begin to sit in a little time after they have 
been broken up, it is a good sign that they 
are too fat.—St. Louis Republic.

Hoist American Flag,

fan Francisco, Aug. 4.—The Belgic 
brings the following Honolulu advices: 

The arrival of the steamship Moana 
from San Francisco, due the 29th, means 
much for Hawaii. In official circles it is 
generally understood that United States 
Minister Sewall will carry out the in- 
structions received in the last mail, said 
to be to this effect: If the Moana brings 
word that congress failed to pass the 
annexation treaty Minister Sewall is to 
declare a protectorate and raise the 
American flag. The American minister 
has had frequent consultations with 
President Dole within the past week, 
and it is believed they have agreed on 
a program. 

The general impression here is that 
congress has decided to let the matter 
of annexation wait over until the regular 
session. The intervening months would 
be a long time for this country to be 
alone in view of the attitude of Japan, 
and Secretary Sherman believed a pro- 
tectorate of the United States is the only 
way to prevent possible hostile action on 
the partof Japan. Assoonas the Moana 
arrives it is understood the United States 
minister will notify this government of 
his intention to raise the American flag. 
Diplomatic etiquette will allow a day or 
two for answer, and itis expected every- 
thing will be in readiness to declare a 
protectorate Monday, Aug. 2 

The foregoing statement comes from 
a reliable source, and but few persons 
in Honolulu are aware of the near ap- 
proach of the most important event in 
the history of the country.

Washington Officials Dec'are President Wil 
Not Act Without Congress. 

Washington, Aug. 4.—It is declared 
positively at the state department that 
there has been no change in the instruc- 
tions given to Minister Sewall or to Ad- 
miral Beardslee touching their attitude 
towards the Hawaiian question. The 
admiral’s instructions were to protect 
the American interests at all points and 
to establish a protectorate only in the 
event of serious disturbance or the com- 
mission of some over the act. 

It is not understood that the execu- 
tion of this order was at all dependent 
upon the action or non-action of con- 
gress upon annexation. 

At the navy department an even more 
explicit denial of the story that the flag 
was to be hoisted Aug. 2 was obtained 
It was said that Admiral Beardslee’s 
orders only contemplated a landing tn an 
emergency to preserve the status quo 
and that the landing in that case would 
not be for a longer period of time than 
Was necessary to restore conditions tc 
their former shape. It was said that 
as President McKinley had referred the 
whole matter to congress along with the 
annexation treaty it would not be cour- 
teous to that body for the executive to 
actof its own volition until congress had 
expressed its will. It was further said 
that there was no truth in the oft-re- 
peated story that the battleship Oregon 
was under orders to go to Honolulu. 

It is also said at the state depart- 
ment that no special commissioner has 
been sent by President McKinley to Ha- 
wali as has been stated in San Franciscc 
dispatches, and that any person rep- 
resenting himself as such has no au- 
thority to do so. The interests of thé 
United States in that quarter of the 
Pacific are entirely safe In the hands o 
United States Minister Sewall, who ‘* 
now on the ground,

THAT MARINE PARK. 


Reasons Why the City Should 
Establish One as Petitioned for. 


The petition of George W. Morton and 
others presented to the City Council Mon- 
day evening, that the Park Commissiongrs 
be authorized t> take land on the north 
side of Sea street for a Marine park is one 
that should be granted. 

Should the land in question bs taken for 
a Marine Park as suggested it would make 
one of the most beautiful summer resorts 
within the city limits. The lot is near 
what was forme:ly known as the Willows 
and is for the mo:t part covered with 
beautiful shade trees and is in fact about 
the only shady spot at Houghs Neck, 

One side of the lot borders, or nearly so, 
upon the water, while upon the Sea street 
side of the lot is a large house both of 
which add to the picturesqueness of the 
place. Aside from that it is easy of access, 
being reached by street cars which pass 
through the lot. 

It is true that Quincy's public parks or 
playgrounds in the past have not amounted 
to much, unless it is Merrymount park. 

There are several causes for this, but 
the chief reason is that the lots bave not 
been developed, being practically in the 
same condition as they were when pur- 
chased by the Park Commissioners several 
years ago. 

The lots secured however are valuable 
ones and will in time, as the city grows, be 
developed and used for the purpose for 
which they were purchased. 

The proposed marine park however is 
one that would come almost into im- 
mediate use, and would not only become a 
favorite resort but would result in much of 
the now vacant land in that vicinity be- 
coming developed.

TO FIND SOUTH POLE. 


BELGIAN ANTARCTIC EXPEDITION TO 
GRAHAM LAND. 


To American Explorers Is Due the Credit 


of Rehabilitating the Continent of the 
South Pole—A Region of Ice and Eter- 
nal Winter. 


When the Belgian antarctic expedi- 
tion, which is now on its way to Gra- 
ham Land, south of Cape Horn, begins 
its work of polar research in the austral 
seas, it will usher in a new epoch in 
the history of the quest for the great 
continent. Fortunately for 
America we can take hearty satisfac- 


ltion in following the work of the Bel- 


gians, since not only was the first ant- 


larctic land discovered by an American 


in 1821—the land the expedition first 
touches at—but the revival of a belief 


in an immense ice clad continent at the 


south pole was due to another Ameri- 
can, who was the first to see its extend- 


| ed coast line, masked by giant ice cliffs 


and guarded by stupendous icebergs that 


| never fail to amaze and awe those who 


gaze upon them. In fact, it may be said 
the glory of rehabilitating the myster1- 
ous continent of the south pole is due 
absolutely to American explorers, since 
the English under Cook, in 1774, ex- 
ploded the old belief ina Magellanic 


| continent which had engrossed the at- 


tention of explorers for two centuries, 
and Ross in the forties gave it as his be- 
lief that the lands seen by the Ameri- 
can explorers ‘‘did not unite to form a 
polar continent.’ 

The progress of science, however, has 
proved the Americans right and the 
English wrong. Though very little has 
been added to our knowledge of antarctic 
lands since the American sealer Palmer 
discovered what is now called Graham 
Land in 182], or since the more famous 
Captain Wilkes in 1839-40 sighted land 
from 95 degrees to 160 degrees east 
longitude, just within the antarctic cir- 
cle, we know from other austral condi- 
tions that there must be a huge circum- 
polar land mass. The argument is based 


| on the size and character of the icebergs 


that frequent at certain periods the 
southern ocean. Curiously enough, the 
attack on the north polar regions has 
given us the means of predicating the 
state of affairs at the south pole. What 
we know now is this: Icebergs are not 
the result of the heaping up of ice floes 
in polar seas, On the contrary, they are 
not oceanic in origin, but are produced 
by glaciers that protrude from the great 
inland ice caps of the polar land masses, 
and they are large or small in propor- 
tion to the size of the glaciers that dis- 
charge them. And, moreover, the size 
of the glaciers depends on the extent of 
the continental ice cap and the configura- 
tion of the coast line where they debouch 
into the sea. 

Naturally neither Wilkes—afterward 
the hero of the Trent affair—nor Ross 
knew this fact of iceberg formation in 
1840. Wilkes based his belief in an ant- 
arctic continent on his observed land 
masses, While Ross pooh-poohed the 
continental theory largely because 
The icebergs now 
have their say, and in unmistakable 
terms they indicate a vast iceclad area, 
for in nothing is the antarctic region so 
extraordinary as in the size of its bergs. 
The Greenland bergs, “‘calving,’’ as the 
phrase goes, from the mother glaciers 
that reach to the famous ice cap some 
10,000 feet thick that covers Greenland 
like iceipg on a cake, are mere toys 
compared with the antarctic bergs. One 
reported recently to the hydrographic 


| office of the United States was shaped 


like a hook, the short arm 40 miles, the 
long arm 60 miles long, with a bay 40 
miles wMe between the arms. 

As this floating island, judging from 
the height of the ice above the water, 


| Was about 2,700 feet high, we have here 


& mass twice as high and vastly greater 
in bulk than a section of the Blue moun- 
tains from aboye Harrisburg to beyond 
the Delaware Water Gap. In fact, if we 
set such a section of our mountains 
afloat it would have appeared as a 
ice floe compared with this 
giant berg. Other stupendous bergs of 
over ten cubic miles in mass haye been 
seen and all with the characteristic 
straight sides and flat tops peculiar to 
antarctica. 

What these giant bergs call for is an 
enormous ice covered continent which 
in certain regions slopes gradually to 
the sea. The central ice mass must be of 
great depth. As this great mass moves 
over the edge of the continent it breaks 
off its borders, which become the huge 
bergs, a terror to the navigators since 
the time of Cook to the present. Thus 
science establishes the antarctic conti- 
nent and to modern explorers is left the 
task of declaring its area and the char- 
acter of the frozen interior. From the 
time of Wilkes and Ross little was done 
to read the secret until the agile Nor- 
Wegian Borchgrevink, in January, 
1895, leaped ashore on Victoria Land, 
the first man to set his foot upon the 
antarctic continent. Since then the lec- 
tures of Borchgrevink, his controversies 
with the master of the Antarctic, in 
Which vessel he sailed from Melbourne, 
and his desperate efforts to get up asouth 
polar expedition have aroused new in- 
terest in antarctic explorations the 
world over. The British have been par- 
ticularly solicitous. Australia has been 
urged to spend money to explore Victo- 
ria Land as a sort of jubilee offering, 
and the Royal Geographical society has 
promised to contribute any sum up to 
$25,000 to the colonial Subscription to 
carry on the work. So far, however 
the Belgians are the first in the field, 
and upon them depends at present the 
solution of the south polar mysteries, — 
Philadelphia Press,

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Is It Wise to Make Extensions at 
Present or Is It Better to Wait? 


Not much surprise has been expressed at 
the communication sent to the City 
Council by the Sewer Commissioners ask- 
ing for $100,000 to complete the pumping 
station and for extensions, for as the work 
on the sewer progresses similar communi- 
cations will find their way to the City 
Council at almost stated periods. 

With the appropriations already made 
for this work hardly more than a beginning 
has been made, although the force main 
from the pumping station to the outlet at 
Squantum and the foundation at the 
pumping ststion has been about com- 
pleted. 

The brick sewer from the pumping 
Station to Coddington street and the 
section on Copeland street is also well 
under way, so that it may be said that the 
Commissioners have made considerable 
showing with what money they have had 
attheir disposal, It may also be said that 
the work now ander way wi! about use up 
the appropriation. 

It is therefore necessary in order that 
any part of the sewer may be of use 
that the pumping stxtion should be com- 
pleted and a good part of the appropriation 
of $100,000 asked for will be used for that 
purpose. 

‘Taxes are certainly high enough now in 
————= | Quincy but just so long as people demand 
modern improvements such as improved 
Streets, street lights, fashionable schools, 
sewers and a thousand other things, just so 
long will taxes remain high. 

These things, however, can not be 
looked upon entirely as luxuries for with 
an advancing and progressive people they 
become a necessity, and the question is 
not, can we afford these things ? but can 
we affurd to be without them ? 

If we say that we cannot afford to be 
without them, then the only question for 
the Council to consider must be is it better 
to do these things now when everything is 
cheap, or shall we wait a few years when 
labor is scarce and matarial possibly much 
dearer than now, owing t» the increased 
demand.

CHINESE MISSION ATTACKED. 


Inmates Flee to Hills lls and Escape Massacre. 
Soldiers Disperse the Mob. 

San Francisco, Aug. 4.—News has been 
received from Hong Kong of the capture 
of the British steamer Pegu by an 
Achinese pirate on July 14. A gang of 
Achinese took passage on the Pegu, and 
while at sea murdered Captain Ross and 
seven of his crew and wounded 16 oth- 
ers. They looted the ship and then fled 
to the Acheen coast. 

On June 9 the Chinese at Vuchen at- 
tacked and destroyed the mission of the 
Plymouth Brethren, and were about tv 
attack the Catholic mission when the 
soldiers interfered. The attack on the 
Plymouth mission was brought about 
by the report that the missionaries had 
killed a child. A mob of Chinese at- 
tacked the Ladies’ Home boarding 
school, where five white women had 
taken refuge. Just as the mob broke 
in the door the women escaped through 
a back gate to the house of Mr. Blan- 
ford. The mob demolished the Ladies 
Home and then proceeded to the Blan 
ford place and attacked it. The people 
there escaped into the hills, where they 
hid all night in the darkness. The 
Blanford place was also looted and 
burned. The mob then proceeded to the 
Catholic mission, but by this time the 
soldiers had been summoned ard they 
dispersed the rioters. The next day five 
women and Mr. Bilanford were taken 
away ona boat.

SHE EMBEZZLED $3000 


Motive for Alice Barrett’s Suicide Is 
Now Made Clear, 


There Was No Check on Her 
Statements. 


; 


Last Chapter in Story of Girl Who Longed for 
Riches. 


Boston, Aug. 5.—The last chapter in the 
mystery of the death of Alice M. Barrett 
is supplied by W. C. Codman, her em- 
ployer, in the statement that his books 
show an embezzlement of about $3000 
The exact amount is said to be a little 
more than $3000, but that element o! 
the case is not material, except to thé 
Codmans. The fact that about $300¢ 
is gone supplies the definite motive for 
the girl's act, for which the police ano 
fire marshal have been hunting. 

A complete chain of circumstantial 
evidence has been forged. It shows 
that Alice Barrett was extravagant in 
her expenditures, that she gambled in 
stocks, that she took her employers’ 
money in order to keep up this specu- 
lation, that she set fire to the books in 
erder to cover up the defalcations, and 
perhaps with the intention of destroy- 
fug the building in order to do so, and 
that she finally shot herself in order 
to avoid facing the discovery and dis- 
grace Which she supposed threatened 
her. 

Messrs, Codman & Codman authoriz 
the following statement: 

“Examination of Messrs. Codman & 
Codman’s books has been completed, 
and a shortage has been found whick 
convinces the firm that the books hac 
been tampered with by their late book- 
keeper, Miss Alice M. Barrett. It is 
believed that the shortage will not ex- 
ceed $2500 or 33000." 

The examination of the books shows 
that the money was taken in small 
amounts and carefully covered on the 
books. She might have gone on in 
this way for an indefinite length of time 
but for a chance remark of Mr. Briggs 
one of the clerks in the office. 

The outside business of the house waa 
conducted by Walter M. Briggs, one ot 
the clerks, and the inside work was per- 
formed by Gerald G. A. Street, another 
clerk, Miss Barrett was supposed te 
be an assistant to Mr, Street. She was 
bookkeeper, cashier and stenographer 
As a matter of fact, however, she ac- 
knowledged the authority of no one but 
Mr. W. C. Codman. 

There was no one there to audit her 
books. Her monthly statements were 
accepted as final. 

A few days before her death Mr. Briggs 
remarked that there was a possibility o! 
a change in the concern. He said that 
Mr. Codman was an old man, who would 
in all Ukelihood soon retire from business, 
and that Mr. John Codman, 2nd, would 
never be able to again take an active 
part in the affairs of the concern, 

He asserted that a change was coming, 
er had reason to believe soc. He com- 
municated his suspicions to Miss Barrett 
It was not good news. She knew that 
the books would show that she had taken 
different amounts of money. She did 
not have of her own money the means 
to make good the defalcation and she 
knew of no one from whom she could ob- 
tain it. 

The only thing left for her to do was to 
Gestroy the books.

New York, Aug. 5.—A special ta The

Japan will insist that the United States 
‘assume a contingent responsibility ir 
the matter of arbitration of her differ 
ences with Hawail on the subject o 
immigration and the tariff. 

It is understood that this is one o; 
the essential conditions upon whic 
Japan will consent to arbitration, an¢ 
that if this responsiblity is not assume¢ 
by the United States Japan will breal 
off the negotiations looking to arbitra 
tion and back up her demands by 
naval demonstration in Hawaila 
waters. 

The state department has not receivec 
any official statement from the Japaness 
government on this matter and the ad- 
ministration has not indicated whethe) 
or not it will comply with the Japanese 
demand when made. 

An official of the Japanese legatior 
said, when interviewed: “Il am no 
officially informed concerning the term: 
of arbitration, but that Japan should 
ask the United States to take recogni- 
tion of it an assume an ultimate re 
sponsibility for the decision of the ar 
bitor as regards Hawaii being carried ou. 
seems to me to be very natural. 

“If the United States refuses to give 
us a guarantee it is pyobable that the 
arbitration proposition will fail We 
prefer to entertain a grievance and te 
indemnify our subjects ourselves rather 
than to arbitrate after the indignity o} 
the refusal by the United States of sc 
just a request. 

“Neither the United States nor the Ha- 
walians can justly plead disinterested- 
ness. Frequently in the Hawaiian-Japar 
correspondence of late the pending an 
nexaticn has figured as a factor in thé 
situation. This should operate in the 
arbitration case as well.”

He 
will not have the pleasure of getting off 
his whe | and sitting up to a table and par- 
take of the delicate viands, as one would 
suppose, as by doing this he would be left 
behind several miles, but instead must ride 
on and eat ashe goes. As the men en- 
circ’e the track at a fair rate of speed 
during the time they indulge in strength- 
giving food they eat from dishes which 
they are ableto carry in one hand and 
at the same time be enabled to reach the 
food easily. The amount of food the men 
eat in a six-lay race is enormous. By 
making the runs eight hours for each day 
in this race, fast time will certainly be 
made, and the race will be interesting from 
start to finish.

WORKING OUT HE GOLD. 


Scenes and Conditions at the Klondike 
Diggings. 

An interesting letter telling of the re- 
cent trip of the steamer Excelsior to 
Alaska has been written by Captain J. 
F. Higgins of the steamer to a friend in 
San Diggo. He says: 

‘“‘The word Klondike means deer riv- 
erand it is called Reindeer river on the 
charts. It empties into the Yukon 50 
wiileg above the big river. Bonanza 
treek dumps into Klondike about two 
miles above the Yukon. El Dorado is a 
tributary of the Bonanza. There gre 
numerous other creeks and tributaries, 
the main river being 800 miles long. 
The gold so far has been taken from 
Bonanza and El Dorado, both well nam- 
ed, for the richness of the placers is 
truly marvelous. El Dorado, 80 miles 
lony, is staked the whole length and as 
far as worked has paid. As each claim 
is 500 feet along the creek bed, there is 
600,000 to the claim. @o uniform has 
the output been that one miner who has 
an interest in three claims told me that 
if offered his choice he would toss up to 
decide. 

‘*One of our passengers, who is taking 
$1,000 with him, has worked 100 feet 
of his ground and refused $200,000 for 
the remainder and confidently expects 
to clear up $400,000 and more. He has 
in a bottle $212 from one pan of dirt. 
His pay dirt, while being washed, aver- 
aged $250 an hour to each man shoyel- 
ing in. Two others of our miners who 
worked their own claims cleared up 
$6,000 from the day’s washing. There 
is about 15 feet of dirt above bedrock, 
the pay streak averaging from 4 to 
6 feet, which is tunneled out while 
the ground is frozen. Of course the 
ground taken out is thawed by building 
fires, and when the thaw comes and wa- 
ter rushes in they set their sluices and 
wash the dirt. Two of our fellows 
thought a small bird in the hand worth 
a large one in the bush and sold their 
claims for $45,000, getting $4,500 
down, the remainder to be paid in 
monthly installments of $10,000 each. 
The purchasers had no more than $5,000 
paid. They were 20 days thawing and 
getting out dirt. Then there was no wa- 
ter to sluice with, but one fellow made 
a rocker and in 10 days took out the 
$10,000 for the first installment. So, 
tunneling and rocking, they took out 
$40,000 before there was water to sluice 
with. 

‘‘Of course these things read like the 
story of Aladdin, but fiction is not in it 
with facts at Klondike. The ground lo- 
cated and prospected can be worked out 
in a few years, but there is still an im- 
mense territory untouched, and the la- 
boring man who can get there with one 
year’s provisions will have a better 
chance to make a stake than iu any 
other part of the world.’’—San Diego 
Times. 


Drill with Magnetic Clamping. 

The use of magnets for lifting pur- 
poses and as a substitute for clamps is 
rapidly extending. With the old process 
holes have to be bored in masses of 
metal in all sorts of odd and inoon- 
venient places and at angles, so that 
very often it is necessary to rig clamps 
for holding the drilling machine to its 
work. The application of the portable 
electric motor for this purpose was a 
long step in udvance, and this method 
has been of great service in dealing 
with the armor of the new cruisers. 
When a portable drill, however, is 
coupled with a magnetic clamping de- 
vice, the ideal conditions are realized, 

Dr. Louis Bell recently described a 
drill of this pattern. It consists of a 
motor and its worm driven drill, togeth- 
er with a universal mounting of four 
adjustable feet. When placed fairly 
upon a sbip’s plate or other mass of 
iron, these drills have an adhesive force 
of nearly half a ton each. The drill can 
then be adjusted and clamped by the 
simple turning of a key, and it will 
then bore holes up to an inch in diam- 
eter as fast as it can be safely worked. 
—Engineering Magazine. 


The White Whale Was Drowned. 


The white whale at the aquarium, 
New York, died the other night from a 
curious cause. Superintendent Bean 
found a long piece of a large eel pro- 
truding from the whale’s blowhole, the 
valve of which was so wedged by the 
eel that the hole could not be closed. 
Dr. Bean thinks that the whale had 
overloaded its stomach with the live 
eels, which were kept in the tank with 
it for it to eat, and vomited, part of the 
contents of the stomach being forced 
through the nasal passage into the blow- 
hole. As the latter could not be closed, 
water must have been drawn through it 
into the lungs every time the whale 
“sounded.’’ Dr. Bean is confident that 
the lungs are full of water, and that the 
whale was literally drowned. The body 
was taken to the American Museum of 
Natural History, where it will be 
mounted after an autopsy is performed. 
—New York Tribune.

QUIET AND UNCHANCED, 


No Excitement Around Camps of the Striking 
Coal Miners. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 5.—The miners’ 
strike situation has not changed mater- 
jally. Everything about the Turtle 
Creek camp is quiet, the only ripple of 
excitement being the hearing of Presi- 
dent Dolan and the other officials of the 
miners for riot and unlawful assemblage. 

The strikers claim 20 new accessions to 
their ranks. A careful estimate of 
the men now at work in Turtle Creek 
mines shows 215 out of the usual total 
of 285. No work was done at the Oak 
Hill or Sandy Creek mines. The camp 
has been reduced in numbers by 300 men. 
They were sent to their homes for two 
reasons—to lessen the expense and be- 
cause these men were not inclined to 
respond to the numerous marching 
orders imposed upon them. The camp 
has been costing $300 a day to keep it in 
provisions etc., being at tne rate of 
7 cents per man per day, as against 19 
cents per day in the national guard en- 
campments. The camp is now under 
strict militcry discipline and everything 
is moving like clockwork. The custom- 
ary march will be made to Plum Creek 
in the morning and will be continued 
Gaily, the miners’ officials say, until the 
suspension in the De Armitt mines is 
complete. 

The miners at Schmeck’s mines on the 
Red Stone branch of the Pennsylvania 
raidroad came out yesterday, and the 
mines are once more closed down, When 
fhe news was received in this city the 
price of coal jumped to $1 a ton, and the 


brokers said that prices were likely to 
advance to $1.50 before next week. 
President W. P. De Armitt of the New 
|} York and Cleveland Gas Coal com- 
pany says that his men are not in sym- 
pathy withthe strike movement. ‘They 
have been intimidated,” he said, “and I 


|hiave no doubt that all would return to 
work &f the forces of strikers encamped 
at the different mines were withdrawn.” 


Ellis Family Is Safe. 
Ellsworth, Me., Aug. 5.—A dispatch was 
received here from Melvin Ellis at Rock- 
land announcing that he and family had 
not been drowned, as reported. Mr. 
Ellis, his wife and five sons left here for 
Rockland two weeks ago in a smal] 
schooner and had not been heard from 
since. A boat that was found adrift i, 
the bay led to the belief that the schoonez 
was lost. 
Sanborn’s Death an Accident, 
Haverhill, Mass., Aug. 5.—Medical 
Examiner Root yesterday viewed the 
remains of Edwin W. Sanborn of Law- 
rence, who died from the effects of a 
fall Tuesday night, and later held a con- 
ference with the companions of Sanborn, 
and while he has not yet rendered his 
full decision he declares that death was 
the result of accident, and that he shall 
not order an autopsy. 


Head Half Blown Off. 

Eastport, Me., Aug. 5.—While out in 
a boat yesterday, Michael Cooney, 21 
years old, son of William Cooney of 
Northampton, Mass., was killed by the 
accidental discharge of his gun. The 
charge entered below the ear, blowing 
half of his head off. His family are 
prostrated over the affair.

NEWPORT ILLUMINED. 


Grand Electrical and Pyrotechnic 
Display Closes Fete, 


Atlantic Squadron Shown in 
Blaze of Light.

Brightness of Noonday Sun In the Harbor ano 
on Shore.

Newport, R. I., Aug. 5.—The Venetian 
fete is now a thing of the past, but it 
will go on record as the most elaborate 
event of its character ever presented Ip 
this, or, in fact, in any country. Only 
those who were fortunate enough to bé 
present here and witness the magnificent 
spectacle can form even the slightest 
idea of the brilliant and inspiring sight. 

The efforts of those interested in the 
two preceding celebrations were merely 
impartial attempts, and while beth fetes 
were wonderfully successful, they could 
not for a moment be compared with the 
phenominal success achieved last night 

The work of several weeks of arduous 
preparation was last night crowned with 
success, and the citizens’ committee and 
all who operated with it scored a ver: 
itable triumph. 

Yesterday morning the harbor was 
very comforta®ly filled with yachts of 
all descriptions and numerous excursion 
steamers crowded in throughout the 
day, but the arrival of the great fleet of 
the New York club brought the climax, 
and last evening the seemingly countless 
numbers of tall masts formeé a pictur- 
esque and bewildering maze, through 
which scores of small boats and launches 
found passage very difficult. 

Darkness had hardly settled down be- 
fore the blue light was kindled. Ashon 
colored lanterns and lights appeared 0} 
the houses and in the street, now chokee 
with curious, surging throngs, electrica-. 
designs, original and brilliant, glared 
forth. Words of welcome to the yachts 
men, the navy and visitors generally 
sppeared in letters of fire everywhere, 
end Thames street, from end to end, was 
illuminated with thousands of lamps 
that produced an effulgence almost 
rivalling the noonday sun. But elabor- 
ate and surprising as were the land 
ecenes they were outdone on the water. 
The graceful lines of many yachts were 
shown by scores of electric lamps, lan- 
terns, depended from the rigging, and 
colored fires burned allabout. The gov- 
ernment warships made a magnificent 
Cisplay. Lights beamed out all over 
the powerful vessels, and their search- 
lights swept the sky and glared into 
every novk and corner of the city and 
harbor. 

The cruisers New York and Brooklyn 
and the battleship Maine made an es 
pecially good showing, and the Massa- 
chusetts, Indiana and Iowa were also 
lavish in their decorations. The 
Dolphin, too, was attractively embel- 
lished with electric lights. The Fall 
River line boats Pilgrim and City of 
Taunton showed expensive electrical de- 
signs, and both were covered from stem 
to stern with lamps. The Priscilla 
stopped over on her trip to New York 
until 11 o'clock and joined in the fete, 
An immense star and crescent of elec- 
tric lights surmounted the torpedo sta- 
tion building on Goat Iislanl, and each of 
the officers showed a flaming star on its 
ridgepole. 

Fort Adams was outlined in fire and 
myriads of lights on the training ship 
Constellation, the training station and 
the Old Colony pier. The boats entered 
for the Venetian parade began to form 
in order at 7:30, and soon after they 
moved amidst the barking of yachi;’ 
cannon and the detonation of bombs 
ashore. From the end of Goat island 13 
Gettysburg bombshells spoke out from 
all the wharves and piers, rockets went 
up and candles belched forth showers of 
fire. As the procession continued the 
din was kept up on every side, and the 
principal fireworks display on the end 
of Goat island increased in beauty. 
Water fireworks, displays of Japanese 
rockets, aerial bouquets of fire, streams 
of colored stars and surprising combina- 
tions of fire rapidly succeeded each other 
and divided honors with the procession 
of boats. The latter included many 
novelties, the electrical figures taking 
many varied forms, from sea serpents 
to shields a..d flags, 

Slowly, like a huge snake, the line of 
boats wound round Goat island, while 
the fireworks continued without cessa- 
tion, surprise following surprise for over 
two hours. The fete concluded with the 
ascension of a pyrotechnic flag 250 feet 
long and 69 feet wide, which was carried 
ur by a balloon and unfurled In midair. 

Blown along by a@ good southwester, 
the best breeze of the week, the fleet of 
the New York Yacht club swept into the 
harbor from New London yesterday af- 
ternoon, filling the already crowded 
roadstead to overflowing and finishing 
the seeond of the runs of the 1897 cruiga. 
It cannot be said, however, that the fleet 
came in in a bunch, for when the re- 
gatta committee at Benton's reef light- 
slip, where the racing finishwas made, 
took the time on the four leading boats, 
which were the two crack sloops Vigi- 
lant and Navahoe, and the two trim 
schooners Emerald and Colonia, the rest 
of the fleet were hull down in the south- 
trn horizon. 

The run from New London was the 
most satisfactory of the week, for not 
omly did the breeze make the start close 
and exciting, but the wind held through- 
out, and all the yachts, from the big 
schooners, smothered in sail, to the little 
flyer, with only a few kites set, bowled 
along right merrily, while not a few of 
the skippers indulged in playful luftn-: 
matches while rounding Point Judit} 
The entire run was in fact most enjoy- 
able and fully made up for the exasper- 
ating conditions of Monday and Tues- 
day.

MORE KLONDYKE GOLD. 


Steamer Arrives at Seattle With $1,000,000. 
Boston Party Leaves For Alaska. 

Seattle, Wash, Aug. 5.—Another 
$1,000,000 in gold came in last night from 
the Klondyke, per steamer Nellie Ford, 
Captain Alexander Johnson, which also 
brought in 11 lucky miners, the owners 
of the dust. 

Captain Johnson reports that there {s 
at least three times as much more at St. 
Michaels awaiting shipment. 

The passengers of the Ford are mostly 
young men—tenderfeet, to use the min- 
ing term, though the richest of the lot, 
Patrick Murphy, has spent the best 20 
years of his life working about the gold 
fields of North America and South Africa 
in quest for wealth that until now has 
never been his. He went to Alaska prac- 
tically a pauper. Today he has dust in 
his possession that will bring at the San 
Francisco mint close on to $200,000, be- 
sides three claims, that he believes are 
worth $1,000,000 apieae more. 

The others of the party are: Philip 
Moxom, who has $40,000; John St. Claire, 
$85,000; James Anderson, $110,000; Chris 
Christensen, $60,000; John Abbott, $75,000; 
William Monroe, $90,000; James Gilbride, 
John S. Birdsall and Reuben Elliot, each 
about $80,000. These figures, of course, 
are but approximations, but they are 
reasonably close, 

The party will probably go to San 
Francisco by rail, where they will split 
up for the four points of the compass. 


BOSTON PARTY DEPARTS. 


Twenty Resolute Prospectros Bid Adieu te 
Friends---British Own Gold Fields. 

Boston, Aug. 5.—The first organized 
party left Boston for the gold fields of 
Alaska yesterday afternoon. They call 
themselves the Haverhill Gold Mining 
company. There were 20 men and one 
boy, as follows:

Each adventurer {s provided with an 
Alaskan sleeping bag of sheepskin, in 
addition to a full supply of warm cloth- 
ing. They had $1000 eachincash. They 
will go shares on the gold found by any 
member of the party and the burden of 
expenses will be borne equally. 


Ownership of Kiondyke, 

Washington, Aug. 5.—Incited by the 
newspaper publ.cations recenfly tending 
tu throw doubt upon the ownership of the 
Klondyke gold fields, some of the high 
government officials who would natur- 
ally be expected to deal with it ff it 
comes to a practical issue have been 
quietly looking into the matter with a 
view to preparing themselves for the 
controversy that may arise. Their 
views are in substance that there can 
be no valid objection advanced to the 
title of Great Britain to this territory. 
A careful examination of all of the re- 
liable charts and maps made far enough 
back in date to be free from suspicion of 
influence of the heavy gold finds, has 
convinced these officers that so far as 
the Klondyke fields, as defined by the 
latest reports are concerned, there can 
be no question but that they le east of 
the l4lst meridian, which defines the 
boundary line, and so are within British 
territory by about 35 miles at least,

WAIT UNTIL SPRING, 


Captain Miles Standish Warns Those 
Afflicted With “Klondycitis,” 


Great Hardships Confront the 
Seekers for Gold. 


Winter Has Set In and Journey Is Dangerous to 
Even the Most Robust. 


Portland, Me., Aug. 6.—Captain Miles 
Standish of Montreal, has been 
spending the summer in Alaska, has 
reached the confines of civilization on 
his return to this city. He knows ali 
about the Kliondyke gold craze and his 
advice to intending prospectors is 
“Don't.” In a letter received yester- 
day, written on a steamer and mailed 
in Seattle (Wash.) a week ago Sunday, 
he writes that the situation on the Klon- 
dyke is not very dissimilar to other 
gold fields—Swift river for instance. The 
yellow metal is there, but it does not lie 
around the ground in chunks waiting to 
be scooped up. 

Captain Standish writes that it can 
only be secured by patient and uncom- 
monly laborious placer mining, inter- 
spersed with many weary miles of 
tramping around from pocket to pocket. 
He further says that the journey to 
the “diggings” from Juneau is an enter 
prise calculated to pall the stoutess 
heart. It is a series of long “carries” 
and short sails, and only the most ro- 
bust can hope to survive it. 

Beyond all this it is now beginning tc 
be winter in that region, and anyone who 
starts must stop over at Juneau or some- 
where else until next May. There 1, 
not food enough in all Alaska to keep 
the people for a month. 

Over and above all else is a quiet him 
dropped by Captain Standish that th. 
larger portion of the Klondyke region 
is in Canada beyond any doubt, and 
without stretching an elastic boundary 
line an inch, and the Dominion police 
will undoubtedly have something to say 
about Yankees coming over there and 
taking away all the gold. 

Captain Standish, who fs ina position 
to know, says that there has been con- 
spicuous activity in Dominion mounted 
police circles for some time, and adds 
that it would not surprise him in the 
least to see a complete cordon of men 
armed with Winchesters and Gatling 
guns surrounding the gold district when 
epring opens. 

Prospectors Leave Seattle. 

Seattle, Wash., Aug. 6.—The steamship 
Cleveland under charter to the North 
American transportation company sailed 
for St. Michaels yesterday with 200 pros- 
pectors bound for the Klondyke, and 
1000 tons of freight. Passengers and 
freight will be transferred to river steam- 


who 


ers at St. Michaels. The Cleveland is 
the last steamer this year to connect 
with the Yukon river boats from St. 
Michaels. Twelve or 15 more steamers 


are to leave for Alaska this month with 
prospectors for the Yukon, but all will 
go to Dyea, and the prospectors will 
take the land route over the White pass 
and canoe down the river. 

Among the passengers on the Cleveland 
were Captain F. M. Ray and Lieutenant 
Richardson, U. S. A., who will be fol- 
lowed next spring by 60 soldiers from 
Fort Russell. 


DR. TRUMBULL DEAD. 


Well Known Scholar, Who Held Decres of 
LL.D. From Both Yale and Harvard. 

Hartford, Aug. 6.—Dr. James Ham- 
mond Trumbull, Yale ‘42, who held the 
degree of LL. D. from both Yale and 
Harvard, died at his home here yester- 
day afternoon, in his 76th year. 

He was one of the best known scholars 
in the country and a member of the 
National Academy of Sciences, Amer- 
jean Philological!l society and many other 
societies for the advancement of knowl- 
edge. Since 1863 he has been librarian 
of the Watkinson Library of Reference, 
having selectedits books. He was pres- 
ident for 26 years of the Connecticut 
Historical society, was secretary of the 
state from 1861 to 1865, was executor of 
George Brinley and catalogued the fa- 
mous Brinley library, and edited the 
history of Hartford county, published 
in 1886. 

Mrs. Trumbull, a sister of Hon. Henry 
C. Robinson, and their daughter, Annie 
E. Trumbull, known in literature as 
“Annie Eliot,’ survive him. Two broth- 
era, Rev. Henry Clay Trumbull of Phila- 
Gelphia, of The Sunday School Times, 
and Gordon Trumbull, the artist, of 
this city, and a sister, Mrs. Annie Trum- 
bull Slosson of New York are living. 


Woman Sandbagged. 

Boston, Aug. 6.—Miss Hattie Bond, 
housekeeper for Mrs. C. N. Arno, who 
conducts a lodging house at 11 Union 
Park street, was the victim of a brutal 
assault and robbery yesterday morning. 
The crime was one of the most daring 
that has been committed in the city for 
some time, and Miss Bond's assailant 
displayed no littl nerve in its perpetra- 
tion. The assailant was a young man, 
well dressed and gentlemanly in ap- 
pearance, who gained entrance to the 
house by pretending that he wanted to 
engage aroom. Miss Bond showed him 
ever the house, after which he struck 
her a. fearful blow on the head with a 
sandbag, rendering her unconscious. 
Not satisfied with this he kicked and 
gagged her, and. taking a roll of bills 


amounting to $40, which ne nad seen 
Miss Bond place away, he departed with- 
out having been seen by anyone but the 
housekeeper. The boldness of the crime 
is seen when it is stated that several of 
the lodgers were in the house at the 
tine, men as well as women. Strangely 
enough not one of them saw Miss Bond's 
assailant, though she showed him sey- 
eral rooms in the house. 


Kolfe and Pistol Used, 

Boston, Aug. 6.—An Italian row at the 
North End last night ended in one man 
being shot in the abdomen, probably 
fatally, and another being terribly 
slashed about the face with a razor. 
Guiseppi De Lucca, 18 years old, and 
Empirator Damiano, 20, had been play- 
ing cards in a house when a quarrel 
arose as to who should pay for the beer. 
De Lucca was ordered out of the house, 
and when he reached the alley, Damiano 
followed him, coming out through a 
window. The latter attacked De Lucea 
with a knife, cutting off the end of his 
nose and the lobe of his left ear, besides 
making fearful gashes on the side of his 
face and on his arm. De Lucca, to de- 
fend himself, drew his revolver and fired 
ene shot at Damiano, the ball entering 
the latter’s abdomen, causing a wound 
that may result in his death. Both men 
were taken to the hospital. 


Sensation at Worcester. 

Worcester, Mass., Aug. 6.—The myster- 
fous disappearance of Miss Mabel Shel- 
don, whose empty canoe was found float- 
ing at the north end of Lake Quinsiga- 
mond Wednesday. afternoon by a couple 
of fishermen, has developed into a lively 
sensation, as there is now some doubl 
as to whether she was drowned. The 
police spent all day yesterday dragging 
for her body in the vicinity of the place 
where the canoe was found, but no trace 
of it has been found. Napoleon Snow 
and James Cain, the men who found the 
empty canoe, say that they first saw 
it floating about soon after noon, ano 
Francis Carney, a conductor on the Con- 
solidated railroad, who knew Miss Shel 
don and her sister very well, having 
earried both as passengers on his ca 
which ran close to their home, says that 
he saw the missing young woman and a 
young man walking through Lincoln 
park from the direction of the nortt 
end of the lake about 2:30 o'clock. He 
says he is positive it was the missing 
young woman, as he looked at her very 
closely to ascertain whether it was she 
or her sister. 


Nantucket to Klondyke by Water. 

Nantucket, Mass., Aug. 6.—Captalir 
William T. Swain of this city has pur- 
chased the schooner William O. Net- 
tleton with a view of fitting her out 
for an expedition to the Klondyke gold 
flelds. The Nettleton is a two-masted 
schooner, belonging to this port, of about 
56 tons burden, and is better known as 
the Boston Packet. Captain Swain’'s 
aim is to form a company of 20 who wish 
to go, each will subscribe $500 and owt 
his share of the vessel and outfit. Th. 
vessel will leave here In time to reach 
Alaska about the first of next April, and 
it is planned to take along a lot of dories 
especially adapted for river use, otha 
they can be easily transported cround 
the rapids which may be encountered 
The advantage of going in a vessel like 
the Nettleton is that, after getting as 
far as possible with her, each membe1 
will have a home till it is decided what 
move is best to make, after which thé 
vessel can be sold or retained for further 
use. 


Kev. W. G. Tuttle Dead. 

Worcester, Mass., Aug. 6.—Rev. Will- 
fam G. Tuttle, aged 78, a Congregational! 
clergyman of this city, died at his home 
here last night after a longillness. He 
Was a native of Littleboro, Mass., and 
received his early education at Groton 
academy. He finished his college prep 
aration in Phillips Andover academy, 
and graduated from Amherst college in 
1846, and from Andover Theological sem- 
inary in 1819. After ordination, he 
preached for some time in his native 
town, and then went to Harrisville, N 
H., where he remained for nine and 
one-half years. He then settled in 
Ware, Mass., where he was pastor fou 
26 years. Ill health forced him to give 
up active work in Ware, and he cam. 
to this city 10 years ago. He leaves a 
widow and two children, Miss Harriet 
Wallace Tuttle, for 10 years a member 
of the faculty of Wellesley college, ano 
Edward Gerry Tuttle, a physician and 
surgeon of New York city. 


Good Shooting at Farmington. 

Farmington, Me., Aug. 6.—The clay 
pigeon shooting for the gold badge and 
Franklin county championship at the 
Willows was well attended by local 
sportsmen and others yesterday. The 
badge and championship were won by 
J.C. Corson of Wilton, it being his fourth 
consecutive victory for the trophy.

WAS ON MURDER BENT 


William Collier Plotted to Kill Rev, 
Edward Everett Hale, 


tie 


Captured Lurking Near Hale’s 
Summer Home. 


Says He Is Second Messiah Sent to Redeem 
the World. 


Narraganset Pier, R. I., Aug. 6.—Wil- 
iam Collier, the young Memphis divinity 
student who planned to assassinate Rev. 
Dr. Edward Everett Hale, came to the 
pier from Boston about 10 days ago and 
hired a room of Mrs. Stephen Knowles. 
He stayed in his room nearly all of the 
time and wrote incessantly. 

He said he was engaged on a most im- 
portant work and complained of a pain 
in his head, and said he would like to 
get some light outdoor work to do in 
connection with his writing. Seldom 
could he be induced to come to his meals, 
and when food was sent to his room he 
often returned it untasted. 

When Mrs. Knowles tried to expostu- 
late with him, he said: “You do not 
know whom you are talking to; I am 
the second Messiah, and have come to 
redeem the world.” 

He frequently spoke of Dr. Hale, and 
said that the doctor was a great man to 
save souls and he would learn from him 
to do the same. 

No one knows where the crank has 
been hidden for the last week. His 
father from Memphis has been search- 
ing anxiously for him. 

Collier was a protege of Dr. Hale's. 
Overstudy turned his brain and caused 
him to imagine himself to be a new 
Messiah with a deadly mission on earth. 

Collier is now in Kingston jail. He 
Was supposed to have had somethin, 
to do with the bold burglary at Dun- 
mere, the residence of R. G. Dun of New 
York. 

On Saturday afternoon Miss Hale saw 
a suspicious looking man lurking about 
the premises. This was et the doctor's 
summer residence, near Matunuc Beach. 
She notified the police as soon as she 
eculd. Officer Northrup of Wakefield 
found the man Sunday evening hiding 
in a piece of woods near the town. 

When he saw Northrup he at once took 
fight. When overtaken he grappled with 
the officer, and a desperate hand-to-hand 
conflict took place in the darkness of the 
woods. Northrup received a bad scalp 
wound by ae sharp rock, but finally suc- 
ceeded in securing his prisoner. He was 
taken to Kingston, and will be lodged in 
the asylum until his family can arrange 
to take him South. 

Since his confinement he has talked 
a good deal, but it was not until Wednes- 
day night that he would say anything 
about himself and his mission to Ma- 
tunue. He declares now that he came 
here to kill Dr. Hale because “he had 
been teaching a false religion.” “He is 
an imposter, and I'm going to shed his 
blood,” said Collier repeatedly. “I'm 


come into the world to shed the blood 
of sinners, even as Jesus Christ shed 
his blood for us.” 

Collier says his father is a lawyer in 
Memphis, and that his family members 
are all prominent people. At times he 
talks intelligently, and appears to be 
rational, but his periodical ravings are 
of the wildest nature. 

It is thought that Collier would have 
waylaid and slain Dr. Hale had the op- 
portunity occurred, and every one of the 
doctor's old friends at Matunuc are 
thankful over his capture. 

InteHigence received from the pris- 
oner's father at Memphis yesterday con- 
veyed the information that young Col- 
Her is crazy, and a request is made that 
he be confined in an asylum until some 
arrangement can be made for his re- 
moval to the South. 


From Collier's Home. 

Memphis, Aug. 6.—William Collier, ar- 
rested at Providence, is the oldest son of 
Colonel W. A. Collier, a lawyer, and at 
one time president of the Appeal Ava- 
lanche company. Young Collier left 
Memphis several weeks ago to push 
street car advertising work for a rela- 
tive. He intended to enter a Unitarian 
school. Collier is splendidly educated, 
and has always shown an aptitude for 
philosophic and metaphysical subjects. 
He was esteemed here as a most honor- 
able young man. 


Indiana Sails For Halifax. 

Washington, Aug. 6.—The big battle- 
ship Indiana sailed from Newport,, R. 
I., yesterday for Halifax, where she will 
be docked, cheaned and painted. She 
is the first of the battleships that has 
Leen sent from the United Stateg to a 
foreign dock for lack of docking fa- 
cilities at home. But it is probable that 
she must be followed by her sister ships, 
the Massachusetts and the Iowa, and 
it is not expected now that the New 
York dock will be repaired in less thana 
years time, and there is no other dock 
on the Atlantic coast capable of re- 
ceiving them. 

The navy department has picked out 
the particularly appropriate name of 
the Plunger for the submarine boat now 
building for the navy at the Columbian 
Iron Works, Baltimore. The craft is 
slowly approaching completion and 
should be ready forservice next spring.

Washington, Aug. 6.—Charles Cramp 
of the shipbuilding firm of Cramp &

He was not averse, how- 
ever, to undertake to supply the small 
quantity of diagonal armor, amounting 
to about 80 tons for each ship, at the

The 
values for the other kinds, except bluc- 
stone, which is believed to have held its 
own, have declined, The continuation of 
the financial depression is believed to be 
alone accountable for this condition. As 
is shown in the reports on slate and 
marble, these two varieties have advanced 
for special reasons, namely, on the part 
of slate a marked increase in export trade, 
and on the part of marble a much greater 
tendency toward its use for outside build- 
ing.

The value of granite paving blocks made 
in 1896 ip the country was $1,231,736, 
against $1,773,328 in 1895. The product 
of Massachusetts was reduced from $494,- 
544 to $324,784. Maine and Massachusetts 
produced over half the pavers used, which 
was not the case in 1895. 

The value of the total granite output in 
the United States in 1896 fal's below that 
of 1895 by $949,334. This is not so great 
a difference as that between the figures of 
1895 and 1894, but it is nevertheless a 
serious falling off, due, as heretofore, only 
to the general depression. It would be a 
very serious mistake t» ascribe the decline 
in granite output to anything else than 
hard times, for never before was it put toa 
larger number of uses than at present, and 
its popularity for monumental and cemc- 
tery work is steadily increasing. It is 
being used more and more in the form of 
polished pillars and slabs in our public 
buildings, while even houses built in blocks 
for renting in some of our large cities, 
notably Philadelphia, are to be seen with

polished granite pi!lirs supporting the roof 
covering front porticos, The enduring 
qualities of granite are sure to appes! to 
good judgment in building, and where ex- 
pense is not to serious a consideration 
granite will have preference over a number 
of other kinds of building and ornamental 
stone. The expense attached to the use 
of granite is largely a consequence of the 
difficulties in cutting, polishing and orna- 
menting it. The price of crude granite for 
monumental use runs from 70 certs to 
$150 per cubic foot, while the price of 
crude marbl; for the same kind of use 
runs from $2 25 to $12 per foot. 

While marble costs more to quarry, since 
it has to be cut cut by channeling ma- 
chines and drills, it is more easily cut, 
polished and ornamented, owing to its 
greater softness, and hence such work costs 
lessthan the same applied to the com- 
paratively very hard granite. 

Improvements in machinery for hand ing 
granite and also for cutting, polishing and 
ornamenting tend to reduce the cost of 
manufacture to some ext:nt, 2! hough 
prices for finished granite monumental 
stock are quite firmly maintained in spite 
of reduced cost of working it. 

A future article will tell of the value of 
the granite prodnet by States for seven 
years, the uses to which granite is put, and 
commert;on the use of electricity, pneu- 
matic tools and compressed air.

The electric street railyay lines are 
becoming an important factor in the tourist 
business. It is understool that Raymond 
& Whitcomb have for some time been 
using the cars of the West End Railway 
company instead of coaches in showing the 
patrons of excursions the sights of Boston.

INDIAN GIRL’S - 


Her Lover Who Left Her Sends Good 
News From Alaska, 

When the steamer Portland arrived 
recently bringing the news of the rich 
gold discoveries in Alaska, her mails 
contained a letter which brought joy 
and renewed hope to Miss Inola Two- 
wee, a beautiful Indian woman resid- 
fing near Miami, I. T., in the Cherokee 
Nation. 

Several years ago William Sowers 
wvas a noncommissioned officer in the 
regular army, stationed at Fort Gibson. 
Miss Twowee’s father was post sutler, 
She fell in love with Sowers and they 
eloped. Soon after Sowers deserted her 
and fled the country. Charges of deser- 
tion from the army were preferred 
against him and a strong effort to locate 
him was made, but he could never 
be found. The letter in question is 
from Sowers and wus received by Miss 
Twowee several days ago. In it Sowers 
says he has struck it rich on the Klon-, 
dike and intends to return home in the 
spring and claim Miss Twowee as his 
wife. 

He has been seven years in Alaska 
and gives a graphic description of the 
hardships he has encountered in his 
search for gold. In one place he refers 
to instances where the bones of prospect- 
ors lie bleaching in the sun, and he says 
the banks of the Yukon are strewn with 
the bodies of unfortunates who entered 
the country unprepared to face the ter- 
rible, cold weather which sets in at the 
beginning of September.

HARD ON TOBACCO MEN. 


A Short Paragraph That Will Cost Them 
Much Money. 

The Dingley law has caused a panic 
among importers of tobacco, who de- 
clare that one short paragraph in the 
bnew law means a loss to them of thou- 
sands of dollars every year. The para 
graph is a part of section 33 of the act 
which compels importers to pay duty 
on tobacco at the weight it goes into 
the bonded warehouse. This takes from 
tobacco men a privilege that has for 
many years been accorded to them by 
the tariff laws. Under the Wilson act 
and previous laws importers have had 
their tobacco reweighed at the time of 
its withdrawal from bonded warehouses, 
and on this weight duties were col- 
lected, 

The weight of tobacco is greatly re- 
duced during the bonded period by 
evaporation. 

When tobacco arrives from a long 
ocean voyuge, it is frequently insufti- 
ciently cured and has absorbed a large 
percentage of moisture. This moisture 
evaporates in the warehouse. Experts 
estimate that the importer saves $25 to 
$40 a bale on Sumatra and sometimes 
as high as $70 a bale on Havana leaf by 
paying on the dried out tobacco, Im- 
porters will now gain nothing by delay, 
but must pay duties at $1.85 per pound 


of the weight on their tobacco at the} 


time of its arrival. They estimate that 
the loss to importers in New York 
alone will be $500,000 a year.

Lowell's Home Saved. 

Boston, Aug. 6.—A dispatch from New 
York states that John Jacob Astor has 
just contributed $18,000 towards a fund 
for the purchese of Elmwood, the estate 
of the late James Russell Lowell at 
Cambridge. It is intended to convert 
this magnificent estate into a memorial 
public park. The price asked by the 
Burnetts, the heirs to the property, for 
the estate, exclusive of the house and 
the surrounding grounds, is $35,000. 
About $15,000 of this amount had al- 
ready been raised, $12,000 of which was 
guaranteed by the Metropolitan Park 
commissioners, and the remainder raised 
through the efforts of Mrs. Richardson, 
the owner of a neighboring estate. There 
was still some $15,000 of the necessai y 
amount lacking, and so, therefore, the 
gift of John Jacob Astor is very timely 
and will be hailed with much enthusiasm 
by the people of Cambridge, who have 
been waiting for several months to see 
the deal go through. 


Dover Races. 

Dover, N. H., Aug. 6.—The third day 
of the harness meeting at the Granite 
State park was as great a success as the 
preceding days. The 2:15 trot, post- 
poned, was won handily by Louis Vic- 
tor. The 2:15 class, pace, was the most 
exciting witnessed here. Fieldmont won 
the first heat. In the second Zanita 
stepped to the front and captured the 
next three heats. In the 2:13 pace, Dr. 
Wood and Cracksman were favorites in 
the pool, both were distanced in the first 
heat, the talent getting a great setback.

The 
building was built through the bequest 
of Samuel F. Southard, who died four 
years ago, leaving about $25,000 to the 
academy, and part of this was utilized 
with school money of the town and the 
academy, and the public schools of the 
village will hereafter be run in con- 
junction with each other.

Milford, Mass., Aug. 5.—An enraged 
bull, owned by Albert W. Ciaskill of Men- 
don, attacked Mr. Gaskill and Merrick 
Thayer of South Milford in Mr. Gaskill’s 
barnyard yesterday afl©-puon, inflicting 
serious, perhaps fatal, injuries upon both 
men. Thayer is about 6 years old and 
Mr. Gaskill 76. 


South Pole Expedition to Start,

ELEVATOR EXPLODED. 


— ———_—_— 


Bix Killed and Score Injured During 
a Fire at Chicago, 


Four Firemen Buried Under 
Failing Walls. 


Buildings Were Shattered by Concussion For 
Several Blocks. 


Chicago, Aug. 6.—Five men were in- 
stantly killed and 30 more or less ser- 
fously injured by an explosion in the 
Northwestern grain elevator last night. 
The elevator caught fire from some un- 
known cause, and while the firemen were 
at work a terrific explosion demolished 
the building, burying the men under the 
debris. 

Three of the dead are firemen—the 
body of another fireman is thought to 
be buried in the ruins of the elevator. 
From the terrible force with which 
the explosion swept the spot on which 
they were standing it is certain they 
must have been instantly killed. Either 
the bursting of a boiler or the explosion 
of mill dust caused the havoc. The 
three firemen who were killed by the 
falling walls of the elevator were: Jacob 
J. Schnur, John J. Coogan and Jacob S. 
Stramer, and a man blown into river by 
explosion. Body not recovered. The 
body of Fireman Jacob Struckman was 
found under the ruins. 

The injured are: Charles H. Conway, 
freman, burned about face and hands 
and body crushed, may die; Chief Denis 
Swenie, right foot crushed, left arm 
wrenched and painfully burned; Fire 
Marshal Campion, burned about face; 
Lieutenant Smith, both legs crushed; 
Lieutenant W. H. Bartlett, leg crushed; 
Assistant Engineer Benjamin Blanch- 
ard, badly bruised; John F. Smith, in- 
jured by debris; Willlam McGuire, 15 
years old, both feet crushed; Thomas 
Engk, pipeman, cut about face and 
hands and internally injured; Ignatius 
Bond, cut by falling glass; Captain 
John J. Evans, struck by debris and ren- 
dered unconscious, serious; Wijliam 
Hanley, pipeman, cut In head; William 
Thomson, hit by falling glass; C. F. 
Walter, knocked down by explosion and 
injured about the spine; John Hentz, 
struck by falling beam and skull frac- 
tured; James McGuire, leg fractured; 
Joseph Lacey, badly burned about face, 
serious; Frank C. Halley, face burned 
beyond recognition, may lose sight of 
both eyes; Captain Martin Lacey, 
burned about the face and body, wounds 
on face and forehead; Lieutenant John 
J. Miller, compound fracture of leg, 
badly burned, condition critical; Cap- 
tain William Rooney, badly burned 
about face, may lose sight of both eyes, 
condition serious; John Evans, fracture 
of right arm, badly burned about the 
face, condition critical; Harry Kugle- 
man, contusions of side and badly 
burned about face and body, copdition 
serious; William Schubert, bruised and 
burned; John Hassey, left arm crushed 
at the shoulder; Lieutenant Frank Don- 
agan, hurt by falling bricks, injured in- 
ternally, condition serious; Captain 
Falvey, legs, arms and shoulders badly 
burned; Lieutenant Frank Nigg, badly 
burned about face and arms. 

Besides these dozens of firemen and 
passers-by were more or less cut and 
bruised by glass and flying debris. 

The origin of the blaze ts believeA to 
have been in the vicinity of the boiler 
house. Dust as dry and inflammable as 
gunpowder, that had been piling up for 
years, formed a ready means far the 
fire. It spread with great rapidity, and 
then came a terrific explosion, complet- 
{ng the work of seattering the fire 
throughout the entire structure. 

Just as the firemen were getting into 
position for advantageous work, and 
nearly all the members of engine com- 
pany No. 3 were mounting ladders and 
bringing lines of hose te play on the in- 
terior from the upper windows, there 
came a roar that could be heard for 
half a mile; the roof was raised high in 
the air and the walls came down witha 
crash. 

The force of the explosion was so great 
that the eastern wall was hurled into 
the river, the west wall was tumbled 
down upon the heads of the unfortunate 
men below, and the roof was torn into 
fragments and distributed for blocks 
around. Every window in the vidinity 
of the elevator was shattered by the 
concussion; dozens of persons were 
struck by flying debris, and several 
small fires resulted from falling timbers 
that were still in flames, At Jefferson 
street and Carroll avenue, many blocks 
distant, great burning masses of wreck- 
age fell upon four wagons loaded with 
hay and set them on fire. 

The elevator was of composite con- 
struction, the lower portion being of 
brick and the upper part of frame cov- 
ered with corrugated iron. The ex- 
plosion caused a perfect bombardment of 
fiying bricks and sheets of iron at al- 
most white heat, leaving little of the 
building save a framework of wood and 
fron surrounding a great pile of blazing 
wheat. 

The explosion stunned, for a moment, 
the police and the firemen, but they 
quickly rallied to help those whe had 
been hurt. Dozens of men lay injured 
in the withering heat, some not seriously 
harmed, and others tn the throes of 
death. It was dangerous work to get 
them out, but it was gallantly and quick- 
ly done, and all of the slightly injured 
were removed. The dead were for the 
time left where they lay. No mancould 
reach their bodles and live. 

The fire was most difficult to control, 
as the elevator was surrounded by a 
number of small buildings, which were 
continually catching fire. The total logs 
is estimated at $300,000, which js fully 
covered by insurance.

Boston, Aug. 6.—There was a confer- 

ence of the policyholders of the Massa- 
chusetts Benefit Life association last 
night at the Parker House, at which 
plans were discussed by which the as- 
sociation may be saved to its mém bers. 
The meeting resulted in no definite ac- 
tion and adjourned till Saturday, when 
some plan of action is expected to be put 
into force. The meeting was called by 
F. A. Gowan of Wakefield, and among 
those who attended were Colonel Kings- 
bury, John Haskell Butler and Council- 
lor Ryder. Mr. Gowan explained the 
purpose of the meeting, and said that he 
believed few of the thousands of mem- 
bers realized how dangerously near its 
end the association is unless something 
s quickly done. 
He did a believe the members should 
allow the directors to vote the company 
out of existence without a protest, or 
some action to avert the disaster. He 
thought there were many members who 
would do a great deal to keep it alive, 
and thought if a statement of the exact 
condition waa sent to them an effort 
would be made to keep it together.

THE ALLIGATOR GOT HIM. 


Fate of a Colored Boy In Florida While 
In Swimming. 

Paul Rogers, James Anderson and 
Willie Samuels, colored boys of 20, left 
Black point, five miles south of Jack- 
sonville, Fla., at sunrise to bring a boat 
load of melons down. As they had to 
await the turning of the tide they went 
in bathing. 

Samuels swam out into the river, 
and soon the other boys saw him swim- 
ming back frantically for life and yell- 
ing for help. Behind him, with up- 
raised, open jaws, was a huge alligator, 
drawing uearer and nearer. In a second 
later the saurian caught him around 
the waist and held him in its open jaws 
despite his frantic struggles. 

Samuels’ screams filled the air and 
the alligator sank, leaving the waters 
dyed with blood for yards around. They 
then rowed cut, but it was too late, as 
they saw no trace of Samuels or his 
body, while the water was blood colored 
for yards. The boys were half scared to 
death and said they were afraid to go 
back home and tell his old mother of 
his fearful fate. 

They say that they recognized the 
alligator as one living at the dock at 
Black point, and though he had killed 
dogs before they had never known him 
to attack a human being. A party will 
go insearch of him, as, having once 
tasted blood, it will be dangerous for 
any bathers in that section until he is 
killed. —Cleveland Plain Dealer. 


The Indiana to Go to Halifax, 

Secretary Long has decided to send 
the big battleship Indiana to Halifax to 
be docked and cleaned. It is felt to be 
necessary to do this in order to prevent 
injury to the hull of the ship from cor- 
rosion. The department would have 
much preferred to send the Indiana to 
Port Royal, S. C., for this purpose, but 
the opinion of the best navigators in 
the navy department was that it would 
be decidedly risky in the present unsat- 
isfactory condition of the approaches to 
the dock there. While the naval officers 
naturally deplore the necessity for thus 
sending our finest ship to a foreign 
dock, they say the practice is not new 
or uncommon. 

Constructor Bowles of the New York 
navy yard has just returned to New 
York after a consultation with the offi- 
cials here as to the docking of the In- 
diana. It is the intention of Secretary 
Long to send him to Halifax in advance 
of the sailing of the Indiana to make 
all of the arrangements necessary for 
the docking of the ship. She will not 
be fitted with bilge keels at Halifax. 
This work must wait until the repairs 
are complete at the New York dock, a 
work which it is estimated will con- 
sume a year.—Washington Post, 


Sent to Jafl For Eavesdropping. 

The old and almost forgotten statute 
that makes eavesdropping a misdemean- 
or has been hunted up by the justice at 
Port Byron, N. Y., and applied in that 
village. 

John Hughes, a colored boy, had been 
making himself obnoxious by hanging 
around and overhearing neighborhood 
gossip, which he would relate to the 
persons talked abont, giving the names 
of the gossipers. This created numerous 
quarrels and a great deal of trouble. 

Many complaints were made agaiust 
the boy, but Justice Converse could find 
nothing to act upon till he put on his 
spectacles, and, going through his one 
dusty old lawbook, found the statute 
spoken of. Hughes was immediately 
hauled before the bar of justice and sent 
to the Cayuga county jail for ten days, 
that being the fullest extent of punish- 
ment permissible. —Exchange. 


Warrant on the Strength of a Dream. 

A telegram from Frederick, Md., 
says: John M. Carroll, a well known 
colored man of Frederick, went before 
Justice Biser the other morning and 
asked that asearch warrant be issued 
against Matilda Locks, colored, who 
he said he believed had stolen a gold 
watch chain that belonged to his dead 
daughter. 

Carroll told the justice he had 
dreamed that Matilda Locks, who was a 
friend of the family, had stolen the 
chain. The dream troubled him so that 
he arose at 4 a. m. and hurried off to 
the justice’s office. As he made an 
affidavit to his dream the search war- 
rant was issued, and after a thorough 
search of the house the chain was found 
secreted about the clothing of Matilda 
Locks. She was held for the August 
term of the Frederick county circuit 
court.— Washington Post.

COMMENTING UPON the difference in 


tax rates of Quincy and Boston we have 
heard some of our prominent citizens 
favor the annexation of the ‘‘ City of Presi- 
dents’’ to “the Hub.” This is evidently 
what Boston desires or at least its only 
alternative, as we read in the Boston 
Journal this week that the city is running 
behind and that it is a matter of serious 
concern financially. 

Quincy is not running behind, as its debt 
outside of water and sewers is not as large 
as in 1893, 1894 and 1895. The summary 
of the debt on January 1 for each of the 
last five years shows the standing: 


Jan. 1, 1893, $323,542 36 
Jan. 1, 1894, 339,730.00 
Jan. 1, 1895, 311,091.00 
Jan. 1, 1896, 264,895.61 
Jan. 1, 1897, 306,335.61 


To pay as we go and at the same time 
reduce the debt it has been necessary to 
increase the tax rate, but this is preferable 
to paying interest a long term of years, 
providing we are to remain a separate 
municipality. But if Quincy is to be 
forced into a union with Boston it may be 
unwise to burden ourselves now with debt 
payments, and after the union be burdened 
with the debt of Boston. 

A Journal article says: ‘An effort 
will be made next year, in the Legislature, 
to remove the $9 tax limit from the borrow- 
ing power of the city. The keenest finan- 
ciers in City Hall admit that, under exist- 
ing {conditions, such a step is absolutely 
necessary, and some of them declare that 
it has been too long delayed. 

‘* The city today bas a net debt relatively 
larger than that of New York city, and it 
is steadily increasing. The gross debt, 
including the loans authorized but not 
issued, is already in the vicinity of $90,000,- 
000. Every year the city is compelled to 
borrow money for current expenses, and 
even an ingenious system of loans and 
transfers which is now so popular does not 
suffice to conceal the fact that the muni- 
cipalily is steadily running behindhand in 
its efforts to keep within the limit. 

“The annual Loan bill contains an ap- 
propriation of over $600,000 for street 
work in the various wards. Nearly all of 
this work should be charged to current ex- 
penses, but it is impossible to do so, and 
the Loan bill has to bear the burden. If 
the limit is increased to $10 it would give, 
itis estimated, $900,000 additional, and 
this would alow all of the ward improve- 
ment items to come out of the tax levy. 

‘“‘It will not be a popular measure, but 
the werk this year by the Assessors has 
shown that there is no hope of relief in 
obtaining all! of the taxable personal prop- 
erty. The money needed for paying the 
current expenses of the city is increasing 
steadily and outof all proportion to the 
taxable property. 

‘** There seems to be only one way out of 
the difficulty, for there is no indication 
that economy wiil be practised, or even 
attempted.’ 

Where the duties of the assessors are 
construed as they are in Boston it is not 
surprising that the rat2 is low, but it is 
made up in the way of valuations, The 
Boston Advertiser says: ‘‘ The efforts of 
the Boston assessors t» find $38,875,000 
increased valuation to meet the $500,000 
extra tax levy on the city of Boston is 
keeping them particularly busy this year, 
It must be remembered that for every 
additional $100,000 which the city is called 
to pay, the assessors are compelled to find 
$7,750,000 worth of taxable property. So 
with the call for $500,000, it can be seen 
how far the assessors have to go.”’ 

The per capita debt of Quincy (water, 
sewers, parks, etc., included) was less than 
$52 on Jan. 1, 1897, while by the figures of 
the Journal the per capita debt of Boston, 
on a population of 500,000 is $180. After 
a few years of a higher tax limit in Boston, 
it will be necessary to raise it still higher, 
and it is not pleasant to think of the day 
of reckoning.

Quincy Man to be Commander 
of Company K. 


Election of Capt. Morrison as Major 
Leaves a Vacancy. 


J. H. Whitney the New Colonel of 
the Fifth Regiment.

W.S. Tolman, both of Company A; Act- 
ing Adjutant F. F. Cutting, appointed 
yesterday to succeed Adjt. Ballard; Capt. 
Cutier, Capt. Clare, Capt. Locke, Pay- 
master Warren, Lieut. McDonald and 
Lieut, Kincaide. 

Mr. Morrison was born in Braintree in 
1864. He attended the public schools of the 
town, and was for four years a pupil at the 
Chauncey Hall School in Boston, where 
he received military instruction. He was 
Captain in one of the battalions there and 
after leaving school he organized the 
Braintree Militia Company, which flour- 
ished for four or five years. 

In 1887, when the State increased the 
two eight company regiments to twelve 
company regiments Capt. Morrison and 
Lieut’s Morrison and Kincaide worked to 
to have the company attached to the State 
militia and as a result it became a part of 
the Fifth regiment, and is known as 
Co. K. 

Captain Morrison has always been com- 
mander of the company, this being the 
first vacancy in the line of captain. Major 
Morrison is in the wool manufacturing 
business. 

The election of Capt. Morrison as major 
leaves a vacancy in commander of Co. K, 
and there is no doubt but Lieut. Henry L. 
Kincaide of Quincy, who for years has 
been a faithful supporter of Capt. Morrison, 
and in every way a model officer, will be 
unanimously elecled to the important posi- 
tion. 

Other advancements in order will be the 
promotion of 2d Lieut.

Newspaper Women. 

Newspaper writers are now appraised 
according to their merits, and the meas- 
ure is taken very swiftly whether the 
individual be man or woman. Women 
are succeeding and have succeeded in 
every branch of journalism from the 
mere setting of the type to the absolute 
control of a great publication. Men aa 
a class ure apt to employ slang, collo- 
quialisms, technical phrases and busi- 
ness language. Women, on the other 
band, seldom fall into these errors, but 
sin on the side of florid rhetoric and so 
called ‘‘fine writing.’’ They have a nat- 
ural inclination toward qualifying 
things that they like with pet words. A 
girl is always ‘‘pretty’’ or ‘‘charming,”’ 
a gown ‘‘elegant’’ or ‘‘lovely,’’ a book 
‘delightful’? or ‘‘splendid.’’ As be- 
tween the two faults the woman’s is 
less objectionable. 

Few newspaper women care to report 
fights, accidents or other facts involving 
shame, suffering or disgrace. Men, on 
the other hand, bave a natural aversion 
to spending much time upon details. 
They are much quicker, however, to 
perceive news and to secure it. The 
practice known as ‘‘faking’’ or getting 
up tricky or worthless schemes is not 


uncommon with newspaper men, but is | 


very rare with newspaper women. The 
feeling between the two sexes is usually 


friendly, each recognizing where the} 
other can do better work. The great in- |

Washable Waists and Dresses. 
When a cotton waist is to be fre- 


piece of the same goods or with white 
lawn it should have a yoke, inside or 
out, of the same fabric, and facing 
around and under the arm sizes, this 
being where most of the wear oomes.

Such dresses 
should be washed out quickly and dried 
in the shade. Do not use strong soap on 
them. Pique, linen, crash, etc., should 
be well shrunk before they are made up 
into waists or dresses. Allowance should 
be made, for they are apt to shrink. 
Always tr~n down 1g inches at the 
top of was. skirts, which can be let 
down when necessary. Use two threads 
half an inch apart in gathering the 
backs of skirts. Run a worsted braid 
along the underside of wash dresses,

Bullion Value of Silver Dollar. 
Washington, Aug. 7.—“‘The bullion 
value of the American silver dollar, ac- 
cording,to Thursday’s market price of 
silver, is just 43.6 cents,’ said Mr. Pres- 
ton, the director of the mint, yesterday. 
“This gnakes the commercial ratio be- 
tween silver and gold 36.6 to 1 instead of 
16 to 1,” continued Mr. Preston. “In 
order to make our silver dollar equal to 
a gold dollar at this rate it would have 
to contain 850 fine grains of silver, If 
the alloy were added the total would be 
953 grains. I See no future for silver 
whatever. It is my honest opinion that 
within six months silver will fall to 40 
cents an ounce.

GOD LUCK AND PEACE. 


How a Rabbit Stopped a Base- 
ball Rebellion. 


LYNCH RETIRES ON HIS LAURELS. 


For Years He Has Been Recognized as the 
Premier of Umpires—Never Swayed by 
Abuse or Threats — Searching Minor 
Leagues For Talent. 


Louisville seems to be the storm center 
of trouble on the ball field. It was on 
those grounds last year that Captain Te- 
beau and some of his men were arrested 
for alleged disorderly conduct, taken be- 
fore a magistrate and fined. This year the 
New York team had its troubles at the 
same place, with fist fights galore, the ar- 
rest of one player, the remoyal of three or 
four from the game and the final capture 
of the field by an army of belligerent root- 
ers. Some one has suggested that such 
scenes upon the diamond are calculated to 
kill public interest in the game. Iam in- 
clined on general principles to agree with 
that theory, but in a local sense the effect 
was shown to be exactly the opposite. On 
the next day the crowd in attendance was 
extremely large, and it was evident that 
many ‘undreds had come out hoping to 
see the battle continued, for, next to good 
whisky and gallantry for women, your 
Kentuckian lovesa rattling fight. But 
the expected seldom happens. There were 
early signsof a renewal of hostilities when 
a very unusual, unexpected and amusing 
incident occurred to a)lay the rising storm. 
The factor was a rabbit which a dog chased 
into the inclosure. It came running across 
the field, and in ten seconds the game 
temporarily broke up while members of 
both teams joined in the merry chase. A 
New York player finally captured poor 
bunny and gave him to a Louisville player, 
who carried him to the clubhouse. After- 
ward peace and good fellowship reigned 
during the game, and the crowd became 
less boisterous. That little rabbit had ac- 
complished what 20 policemen would have 
failed to do. 

Why should there be more trouble on the 
Louisville ground than on any other? It 
isa question which has no easy answer. 
The suggestion thata huge distillery across 
the street to windward by its fumes incites 
the players pugilistically is unfounded, of 
course. It is surely not the great expecta- 
tions of the Louisville team which make 
its friends and its players so extra jealous 
of its claimed right. Neither this year nor 
last have there been bright prospects in 
store for the Colonels, but their friends in 
the stands root for them with a greater in- 
tensity than can be matched on the field of 
the Boston leaders. There seems to bea 
natural and general predisposition among 
Kentucky rooters for the life of the um- 
pire, not any particular umpire, but any 
old umpire who comes along. This desire is 
not held in abeyance till he gives some 
emall excuse for dire punishment, but is 
frequently and loudly proclaimed as soon 
as the official comes upon the field. 

Speaking of umpires is a reminder that 
the National league loses its premier, its 
king of the craft, by the resignation of 
Thomas Lynch, who retires on account of 
ill health. For ten years he has been 
President Young's stand by. Every club

wanted Lynch for games on the road, but 
was not calling for his services on the 
home ground. Thereason for this general 
agreement of clubs was the man’s utter 
impartiality. He always gave decisions 
as he sawthem. To him there was no 
home club, no visiting club. One got no 
advantage over the other in his decisions, 
whereas half the other members of the 
staff are in the habit of giving the benefit 
of a doubt to the home club, and this doubt 
often amounts to a bias. That is why 
Lynch was in demand on theroad, but not 
among home clubs. 

Mr. Lynch has never been swayed by the 
abuse, threats or antagonism of spectators. 
Their howling and railing fell from his 
shoulders Hke rain from a duck’s back. 
He was insensible to fear and as a conse- 
quence was, I believe, never in his career 
attacked upon the balifield. His treat- 
ment of players was always strictly official. 
He held aloof from them all and had no 
friends or associates in the profession, his 
theory being that so soon as he associatec 
with a few they would try to take advan- 
tuge of him on the field. Nobody ever saw 
Tom Lynch lounging around a hotel with 
the ball playersin the evening after or 
the morning before a game, not that he 


considered himself above associating with | 


them, but because it was part of his pro- 
fession to be a stranger to every man with 
whom he had to deal as an umpire during 
& game, and itis safe to say he was held 
in higher respect by the National league 
players than was. any other member of the 
gtaff. 

The unexpected happened again in that 
eventful visit of the New York team to 
Louisville. Atthe time Manager Joyce 
and his men struck Kentucky's metropolis 
the Colonels were and had been for some 
time in acrippled condition. It looked to 
Joyce like just reaching out and pulling 
game after game from the stem. The first 
game justified this opinion. Then shrewd 
Joyce insisted on doubling up two post- 
poned games for the next two days. To 
his surprise the Kentuckians agreed rather 
handily. Next day the substitutes were 
allon the bench and the four or five sup- 
posed cripples showed up in their regular 
positions. The result was that, like the 
hunter who caught the bear, Mr. Joyce 
would have been willing for some one to 
eome along and help him let go. Instead 
of a quadruple cinch, it was atriple plated 
blow on the solar plexus for New York. 

This is the season of the year when clubs 
begin to explore the minor leagues in 
search of promising talent and to make a 
few trades among themselves. Especially 
is this done by those clubs which find 
themselves out of the race, and there are 


seven of themin the Nationa 


at 
this time. The cause for the raid on hor 
zamps is the waning of the season among 


the latter organizations. Every minor 
league club bas one or more ‘‘cracka- 
jacks’’ just developed. They know that if 
they keep these men till the end of the 
season they will get the drafting price, 
$500, whereas by selling their releases 
now they will profit by cash contributions 
from $1,000 to $2,500. Philadelphia, Lon- 
ville, Boston, Brooklyn and Pittsturg 
clubs are especially on the lookout for the 
ew stars of 1897. 

The present St. Louis team isa speci- 
men of what a club can do by trading and 
picking up new players.

GRANITE MEN SWINDLED 


A Collector Takes the Concord Manu- 


facturers Into Camp. 


Quincy granite manufacturers may be 
put upon their guard, if they are nct in the 
same boat, by developments at Concord, 
N. H. Adispatch from that city to the 
Herald says: 

The 14th of last May a man calling him- 
self O. F. Bateman and claiming to repre- 
sent Sprague’s collecting agency of Chicago 
came t9 this city and solicited from granite 
manufacturers claims for collection against 
parties residing in the West, Hard times 
had made it difficult to collect debts for 
granite sold in that section of the country, 
and Bateman’s proposition to collect bills 
to an amount of $500 for a commission of 
$100 was favorably received, and 11 prom- 
inent manufacturers placed claims aggre- 
gating about $5066 in his bands upon the 
terms stated. 

These parties nave received no money 
upon their claims from Bat:man or the 
collecting agency, but have been called 
upon by local banks t) pay nct:s signed by 
them for $100 each. 3 

They say that just before Bateman left 
the city he brought to each manufacturer 
a document which he said was a retainer 
blank, or guarantee that they had given 
him claims to collect, and which he asked 
them to sign. 

After this was done he said that he was 
to keep the retainer in his possession, 
but that he should send a copy to the 
agency. The manufacturers allege that 
he asked for and obtained their signa- 
tures, also, to the dupicate, but when 
they appended their names the original 
covered the copy so they could not see 
what they signed. 

Some time afterward the manufacturers 
received communications from a Chicago 
broker to the effect that he had bought 
their notes and would sell them to them 
for a 5 per cent. discount. Their reply was 
that they had given no notes, and if any 
were out they were fraudulent, but each 
was notified, late last week, by banks here, 
to pay the notes which bad been sent to 
them for collection. The manufacturers 
insist that they are victims of a swindle 
and will decline té meet the demands, 


Trees Slashed. 


The residents of Brook street, one of 
Wollaston most beautiful thoroughfares, 
are again up in arms against the Electric 
Light Co. for trimming the shade trees 
which border the northerly side of that 
street. The residents of that street would 
much prefer, it is understood, to have that 
thoroughfore lighted by gas than to have 
their trees ruined by the electric light em- 
ployes.

Eight Hind’ed Prospective Millionaires Start 
For Klondyke. 

Seattle, Wash., Aug. 9.—The steamer 
Williamette, which was scheduled to 
clear frem this port Friday, but which 
was delayed in San Francisco, sailed 
yesterday with 800 passengers and a 
heavy general cargo for Dyea. If she 
had the capacity she could have had 
five times as many passengers. The 
gold seekers will not be satisfied until 
they are off for the Klondyke, although 
they know that their chance of getting 
through this season is very slim. 

Because of this it is now estimated 
that 10,000 men will leave this port for 
Dyea, Juneau and St, Michael before 
Sept. 1. 

The schooner Bryan, formerly a sealer, 
is now in dock here, being made ready 
to be changed about within a week. Be- 
tween the work of changing these ves- 
sels about and loading others, the water- 
front fairly hums with activity. 

Furthermore, there is every indication 
that the activity will not cease for 
months to come, the North American 
Transportation company, the pioneer in 
the Alaskan trade, which has been and 
is today looked upon as a most conserva- 
tive enterprise, having contracted with 
local shipbuilders for three steamboats, 
one steam barge and a tug for use on the 
Yukon river, these to be added to its 
present fleet of four boats now in traije 
there. They also announce that they 
have contracted with the Cramps for two 
steel passenger steamers of 2000 tons bur- 
den, to be completed by spring, for trade 
between Seattle and St. Michael. 

This company has been regarded as 
inclined to be on the safe side and move 
in its extensive enterprises slowly but 
surely. The rapid strides it is now mak- 
ing are impressing the belief upon the 
people that Alaska and the Yukon have 
greater surprises than have yet been re- 
vealed. 


New York to Klondyke Direct. 

New York, Aug. 9.—The first ship sail- 
ing from New York direct to the Klon- 
dyke gold fields is advertised to leave 
this city about Aug. 21. The company 
has not yet selected its vessel, but it 
promises to dispatch a steamship cap- 
able of carrying safely 200 passengers 
and 1500 tons of freight. It says the 
ship will make the voyage from New 
York around Cape Horn to Juneau in 5¢ 
or 60 days. More than 50 names have 
been listed for the voyage, according to 
John R. Weeks, the secretary and treas- 
urer. Not more than 200 passengers will 
be allowed to emberk. The cost pe: 
passeng*r, including brth, meals and 
transp@iation of 500 pounds of baggage 
direct t Funeau, is to be $175.

Still Fighting In India, 

London, Aug. 9.—A dispatch te The 
Times from Simla says that another 
outbreak is officially reported on the 
Afghan frogtier. The mullah, who 
preached against England during the 
Chitral campaign, has again stirred up 
atrife in the Mohmand country by repre- 
senting that the success of the Turks in 
Europe provides a favorable opportun- 
ity for defying English rule. He has 
gathered some thousands of followers.

A strong 
force of cavalry, infantry and artillery 
has been sert from Peshawar to punish 
the rebels, and it is reported that they 
have fied and recrossed the frontier.

is protruded oddly. 
The bustard is of a pale gray on the 


neck and white beneath, but the back 
is beautifully barred with russet and 
black, and a band of deep tawny brown 
or claret color descends from either 
| shoulder over the breast. Notice the 
tuft of long, white, bristly plumes 


| springing up upon each side of the head. 


These are only seen in the male bird. 

The bustard loves the open country and 

feeds on almost any plant growing nat- 

urally in the country. In winter, when 

natural or wild plants are scarce, he 

readily feeds on those which are grown 

by man. He is by no means a strict} 
vegetarian, but adds to his vegetable 
diet a fat worm or a lively mouse, or 
anything that lives and moves and is 
small enough.

MURDERERS ESCAPED. 


——————— 


Police Unable to Solve the North 
Adams Mystery. 


House and Papers Searched 
Thoroughly. 


Looking For Motive Which Led to Killing of 
the Reeds. 


North Adams, Mass., Aug. 9.—Thus far 
there has been no motive discovered for 
the atrocious murder of Henry F, Reed, 
the pawnbroker, and his sister, Miss 
Blanche Reed. Three officers of the 
state police, three sheriffs and the local 
police force have worked zealously and 
continuously in the hope of finding some 
evidence which would eventually lead 
to the apprehension of the murderer or 
murderers. 

After a thorough search of the house 
occupied by the murdered man and his 
sister, followed by a careful examination 
of the legal papers and chattel mortgages 
found therein, there is nothing which 
throws any light upon the crime. 

The papers were taken to the police 
station for examination, and while the 
above general statement is given out 
the exact nature and contents of the 
papers are kept a secret by the officials, 

Some of the officers have run down 
minor clews, of which there have been a 
large number, but none of them have 
proved to be of great importance. They 
have also called on many business men 
and questioned them as to Mr. Reed’s 
business relations and methods, but their 
testimony thus far has thrown no light 
upon the murder, and the officers seem 
to be at their wit’s ends so far as the 
solution of the crime 

The medical examiner, who held an au- 
topsy on the bodies of Mr. Reed and his 
sister, declines to make an official state- 
ment as to his findings, tut it is under- 
stood that the autopsy showed beyond 
question that the man was beaten to 
death, his skull being terribly fractured. 
The woman's body showed that she had 
been shot four times, two of the bullets 
inflicting mortal wounds. One ball 
entered her throat, and another her right 
temple, eitrer being sufficient to cause 
death, while a third lodged in her shoul- 
der. The fourth bullet passed through 
the lobe of the right ear, and struck the 
wall of the room, falling to the floor. 

The bodies still remain at the under- 
taker’s rooms where they are strictly 
guarded by the police, and no one is 
allowed to see them. Arrengementsare 
being made for an Inquest, which wil 
be held as son as possible, but not be- 
fore tomorrow. 

The f the murder has been 
visited by a very large crowd of people, 
inspired by morbid curlosity, but the 
house is in charge of the police, who have 
prevented everyone, except the officials, 
from entering the premises.

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Arrested For Speaking In Pablic Park. 

Boston, Aug. 9.—Mrs. Martha Moore 
Avery, a leader of the Soclalist Labor 
party, was arrested yesterday for at- 
tempting to address a mass meeting In 
the public square near the corner of 
Washington and Ashland streets. The 
meeting had been freely advertised, and 
the police authorities had previously 
announced that an attempt to hold the 
meeting in vi‘lation of the law prohibit- 
ing such gatherings on the public streets 
would be prevented. In consequence a 
large crowd assembled, and Sergeant 
McCausland, with a detail of police, was 
on hand to uphold the law. When Mrs. 
Avery stepped upon the temporary plat- 
form that had been erected and started 
to address the crowd the Sergeant po- 
litely Informed her that she could not 
held a meeting there, and that heshould 
arrest her if she persisted in speaking 
“I will give you five minutes to move on,” 
said he, “and if you do notI shall be 
obliged to place you under arrest.” “J 
will take those five minutes to speak to 
these ladies and gentlemen,” she replied 
coolly. I have the right of free speech 
and am keeping within the law.” She 
thereupon began her address and was at 
once placed under arrest by the sergeant. 
As she smilingly left the platform she 
was greeted by loud cheers from the 
large crowd, who made no interference 
with the officers. Mrs. Avery was bailed 
in the sum of $50 for her appearance jn 
the Roxbury police court. 


Peach Crop Very Short. 

Chambersburg, Pa., Aug. 9.—The Blue 
Mountain peach belt of southern Penn- 
Sylvania and western Maryland is the 
only part of the country that will have 
more than 20 or 25 percent of a crop this 
year. Accerding to the view of Col- 
onel James R. Gilmore, of Chambersburg 
who will have 10,000 bushel from his 
orchard at Cherry Run, Md., and who 
has just returned from a tour of the 
peach states, the shortage is espécially 
great In Wisconsin, Ohio, Delaware and 
the eastern shore of Maryland. All 
through this section the trees are break- 
ing down with fruit. Shipments in re- 
frigerator cars to the city have begun 
and speculators are here from Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and New York arranging 
to buy up whole orchards,

Boston, Aug. 10.—Several well-known 
men of this city who are policy holders 
in the Massachusetts Benefit Life asso- 


Ciation have issued a statement to their 


fellow members auging them to stand 
by the association and save it from 
wreck. The statement contains the fol- 
lowing: 

“Any one who has studied the sta- 
tistics of the association is familiar with 
the fact that over $15,000,000 has been 
paid by this association to beneficiaries 
and at an expense to certificate holders 
of less than 50 per cent of the regular 
tates of life insurance companies. We 
have confidence in the present manage- 
ment of the company. They are men ot 
high standing and honorable instincts. 
We deem it to be their duty to exert 
themselves to the utmost to preserve it. 
We deny their right to take any action 
whatsoever which shall look towards the 
Stopping of this business. 

In October next, under the law, every 
certificate holder will have an oppor- 
tunity to express his views relative to 
the management and the conduct of the 
affairs of th company. Having in- 
vited this co-operation on the part of 
the certificate holders it is the duty of 
the manag ent to preserve it in all its

North Carolina School Election, 

Wilmington, N. C., Aug. 10.—An elec- 
tion is being held throughout North 
Carolina on the question of additional 
taxes for support of the public schools. 
Each township votes separately and the 
state is to giee a sum equal to that each 
township may vote to impose on itself as 
additional taxation. The amount given 
by the state, however, isin no case to ex- 
ceed $500 to any township. But little in- 
terest has been manifested, and there is 
no doubt that the movement for the ad- 
ditional tax will be overwhelmingly de- 
feated. Its most ardent advocates claim 
only 50 to 75 townships out of nearly 1300 
in the state. 


Free Entry Courtesies. 

Washington, Aug. 10.—In a circular 
letter customs officers are instructed that 
the privilege of free entry with the 
waiver of examination of baggage can 
only be extended to certain high offi- 
cials under special instructions from the 
department. When receiving from the 
department letters requesting that 
“courtesies” shall be extended to any 
arriving passenger it is simply to be 
understood that the boarding officer shall 
see that the passenger is informed as to 
the necessary customs procedure, and 
that the examination and delivery of 
his effects shall be facilitated in a proper 
way. 


Armenians Invade Turkey. 

Constantinople, Aug. 10.—An official 
dispatch received here says that on Fri- 
day last several thousand Armenian 
agitators from Persia invaded Turkey. 
They killed 200 of the Migriki tribe, in- 
cluding women and children. The wife 
of the chief was put to death with the 
most cruel tortures, and several other 
victims had thelr noses and ears cut off. 
The authorities have taken measures to 
capture the marauders and to provide 
for eventualities in the vilavet of Van 


TO GOVERN KLONDYKg. 


Mining Regulations Changed. 

Toronto, Aug. 10.—A_ special from 
Ottawa says that the Dominion govern- 
ment has reached several important 
decisions in regard to the Yukon coun- 
try and the working of the gold fields 
there. 

It has been decided to appoint an ad- 
ministrator for the district who will have 
entire charge of all the Canadian offi- 
clals there, and be the chief executive 
officer of the government. Major Walsh. 
a former commander of the Northwest 
mounted police, is to be apointed to the 
position, 

The party of mounted police to leave 
Manitoba next week for the gold coun- 
try has been increased from 20 to 35. 
They will take with them two Maxim 
guns, 

The mining regulations have been 
amended in an impertant particular. 
At present a miner is at liberty to stake 
out a claim of 500 feet running along 
with the stream and back to the bank 
This has been reduced to 100 feet, and tha 
new regulation will go into force im- 
mediately. 

A court for the administration of the 
elyil and criminal justice for the gold 
‘district has also been decided upon. 
Justice McGuire of Prince Albert is to 
preside over the court. 

The Dominion government has mads¢ 
application to the United States gov- 
ernment to be permitted to build a 
telegraph line from a navigable point In 
the Lynn canal to Tagish, across the 
sumit, a distance of nearly 100 miles, sc 
that communication may be had with 
the interior of the Yukon all the yeas 
around. This would place the Klon- 
dyk within a couple of weeks travel oj 
communication with the outside world 
So far no deply has been received fror 
Washington. 


CLASH IN KAN6AS. 


State Administration Openly Defy Orders o 
Federal Court. 

Topeka, Aug. 10.—The long threat- 
ened clash between the United States 
courts and the authorities of the state 
of Kansas came yesterday, when At- 
torney General Boyle, acted upon the! 
advice and with the concurrence of the 
state administration, took action in the 
state courts in open defiance of the 
federal authorities. 

This action is the outcome of injunce- 
tion issued on July 29 last by United 
States District Judge John A. Willfams 
of Arkansas at Colorado Springs, Col., 
by which he positively enjoined State 
Insurance Commissioner McNeal and 
Attorney General Boyle of Kansas from 
bringing any proceedings whatever un- 
der the state laws to prevent the Mutua! 
Life Insurance company from doing 
business in Kansas 

Attorney General Doyle yesterday 
went before the state supreme court 
bringing proceedings against the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company to compe) 
that corporation to appear before the 
State supreme court and show by whal 
authority it is transacting business in the 
state of Kansas. 

Attorney General Boyle having done 
precisely what the injunction of Judge 
Williams forbade him doing, the pre- 
sumption is that the federal judge will 
cause his arrest and imprisonment fo: 
contempt. In this event application fo: 
a writ of habeas corpus will be made at 
once to the United States supreme 
court, and in such a proceeding the at- 
torney general would have the support 
of the entire state administration. 

Governor Leedy has declared that the 
issue has been made, and that the matter 
must be fought to a termination, 

Foster Sees the President. 

Plattsburgh, N. Y., Aug. 10.—Hon. J. 
W. Foster, ex-secretary of state and 
special seal commissioner, who recently 
returned from London and St. Peters- 
burg, arrived at Hotel Chamblain yes- 
terday from Washington, where he had 
been in conference with Secretary Sher- 
man on the seal question. He went to 
President McKinley's apartments, 
Secretary Alger was called in, and for 
nearly two hours the three were tn close 
conference, at the close of which Mr. 
Foster refused to be interviewed, say- 
ing he had nething to give out or publi- 
cation, He has returned to Washington. 


Noted Sportsman Dead. 

New York, Aug. 10.—Peter Jay Munro 
Van Courtlan®, a sportsman of note, 
died on Saturday at Spokane, Wash., of 
exhaustion, after anattack of gout. Mr, 
Van Courtlandt was born in August, 
1828, in Yonkers. His mother was Har- 
riet Munro, and his grandmother was 
the daughter of Chief Justice Jay, and 
sister of ex-Governor Jay of New York. 

Woman Burned to Death, 

Foxcroft, Me., Aug. 10.—Mrs. Irene 
Douglass was burned to death Sunday 
while trying to save stock from the 
burning barn of her son, Frank, at Nor- 
ton Hill. She was overcome by smoke, 
and her body was consumed before the 
eyes of her neighbors. There was noin- 
surance on buildings or contents.

Premier Canovas Was the Victim ot 
Anarchist Vengeance, 


Conservatives Will Probably 
Remain In Power. 


Death of Premier Is Generally Regarded as 
Favorable to Cuba. 


Madrid, Aug.10.—The assassin of Pre 
mier Canovas has confessed that his 
motive was to avenge the Barcelona an 
archists and Don Rizal, the insurgent 
leader of the Philippine islands. Go 
the assassin, is not seemingly perturbed 
by the fact that he will be executed for 
his cowardly crime. He talks freely 
if given an opportunity and poses as 
a benefactor of mankind. 

In Golli’s rcom the police found a large 
double barreled pistol. It appears that 
when he left the house he carried a par- 
cel, which is believed to have contained 
a bomb. The theory is that he hid this 
somewhere in the fields. 

A dispatch from Barcelona says that 


Golli arrived there in December of 189 
coming from Marseilles. He was 
ployed in the printing office of th \ 
Ciencia Sovial, managed by the anarchist 
engineer Tarrida Marmel, formerly i 
prisoned in Montjuich fortress at B 
lona. 


Golli was implicated in the t 
crime of the celebration of Cor 
tie, although he left Barcelona a fe 
days before it occurred. 

He was denounced to the poli 
complicity, but he had already 
peared.

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News Received In Havana. 
Havana, Aug. 10.—The news of the 
assassination of Senor Canovas caus 
great consternation here. On its re 
ceipt, about 6 o'clock Sunday even 
the authorities and many prominent 
local politicians went to the palace of 
the captain general. The tidings s 
spread, and there was wild excitement 
on the stock exchange and throughout 
the city. Stocks and shares fell con- 
siderably. 

Consul General Fitzhugh Lee was 
among the first to express regret and 
sympathy. Captain General Weyle: 
still remains in the field. At first there 
was acute anxiety with reference to the 
political effect on the death of Canovas, 
but when it became known that Genera! 
Azcarraga had assumed office confidence 
was restored and the effect of it was soon 
manifested on the exchange, 


Canovas’ Death Is Cuba's Gain,

Canovas’ death means a distinct gain 
to the Cubans. 

General Blanco probably will succeed 
Weyler before the season for active 


fighting begins in November. Blanco | 
is described as a humane man, whose ap- | 
pointment is likely to make easier the } 


acceptance of autonomy by the Cubans. 

Canovas’ death removes the greatest 
obstacle to the granting of concessions 
to Cubans. They have hitherto been 
denied these except on the impossible 
terms that the insurgents first lay down 
their arms. 

It is no sécret that Minister De Lome 
has had no communication with Weyler 
for two months at a time, and does not 
conceal his disgust with the latter. 

The minister privately admits the 
hopelessness of Spain's contest, 

Canovas was the chief power which 
sustained Weyler and postponed the 
pecessary reforms in Cuba,

SEWER LABORERS 


More Quincy Men Employed 
Than Out-of-Town Help. 


And They Average Better Wages— 
$1.85 Per Day. 


An Average of 284 Men Now 
Employed on Works. 


When the City Council was first asked 
to make appropriations for the sewerage 
system, there was more or less talk as to 
how much benefit citizens of Quincy were 
to derive from it in the way of labor, and 
resolutions to the effect that Quincy citi- 
zens be employed upon the work were 
introduced in the City Council. 

While the City Council can not bind the 
Sewer Commissioners to employ none but 
citizens of Quincy upon the work, it has 
been the aim of the Commissioners from 
the start to have citizens of Quincy em- 
ployed as far as possible, and today, al- 
though certain parts are being done by 
contract, much of the labor is by citizens 
of Quincy. And they are also getting the 
cream of the work, although it may not 
be apparent, It is doubtful if there are 
any who have a correct idea of the number 
of men emy?oyed, what portion of them 
are citizens of Quincy, and how the pay of 
the Quincy and out-of-town men compare. 

At present the sewer work is being 
carried on as follows: Laying the force 
main at Squantum; pumping station foun- 
dation at Merry Mount park; brick sewer 
from the pumping station to Coddington 
street, and upon Copeland street. 

In order that it may be known how 
much benefit Quincy labor is receiving 
from this work the LEDGER has made a 
canvass, with the assistance of Engineer 
Branch, of the places where work is in 
progress, and some very interesting figures 
have been obtained. 

Tbe contractors readily produced their 
time books and pay roll for the desired in- 
formation. It is impossible to give the 
exact number of men employed for the 
number varies from day to day. 

The average number of men employed 
in the several sections, including engineers, 
iaspect ors, foremen teamsters, and laborers 
was found to be 284. 

The lowest wages piid wast» the water 
boys, who receive $1.25 per day, and the 
highest salary to the bricklayers who re- 
ceive from $5 to $6 per day. 

The total amount of the daily pay roll of 
these 284 men was $512.16, or an average of 
over $1.80 per man. 

Of tke total number employed 165 were 
found to be citizens of Quincy and 119 non- 
residents. The daily pay roll of the 
Quincy men amounts to $305 96 or an 
average of $1.85 per man, while the daily 
pay roll of non residents is $206.20, or an 
average of $1.73 per man. 

The question now might be: what pro- 
portion of the total number of men em- 
ployed come under the head of laborers ? 
Omitting the engineers, inspectors, fore- 
men and brick layers, who may be called 
aitisans, it was found that the pumber of 
Quincy citizens employed, who come under 
the head of laborers, was 153, with a daily 
pay roll of $269.71 or an average of $1.76 
per man. The number of ont-df town 
laborers was 106 with a daily pay roll of 
$157.20 or an average of $1.48 per man. 

These figures show that thus far Quincy 
citizens have been favored, and in fact 
about all the men that can be used are at 
work, 

The largest number of out-of-town men 
are employed by Messrs. Craib, who are 
building the brick sewer and it is worthy 
of note that practically no Quincy men 
have applied to them for work for there 
are few citizens who care to get into the 
deep trenches and dig in the mud. 

It would seem, therefore, that there is 
but little foundation for some of the state- 
ments made at the last meeting of the 
City Council and that they were made 
principaliy fur political purposes.

Factions {n A. 0. H. Suomit Their Differences 
to Arbitrator. 

Trenton, N. J., Aug- 10.—The confer: 
ence between the representatives of the 
two factions of the Amtient Order of Hi- 
bernians, with Bishop McFaul as ar- 
bitrator, for the purpose of agreeing op 
a plan of consolidation, began yester- 
day behind closed doors at the bishop’s 
residence.

A KITE PARACHUTE. 


With a Bent Pin, an Extra String and Other 
Simple Things You Can Have Lots of Fun, 
The boys of Washington Heights have 
invented a new and fascinating kite 
game. Not long ago they saw a balloon 
ascension which was followed by a dar- 


ing drop with a parachute. This put an |; 


idea into their heads) Why not make a 
paracbute and have it drop from one of | 
their kites? 

The very next day the experiment 
was tried. A large vacant lot where 
there were no entangling wires or tall 
buildings was selected, and u large kite 
was let up with about a quarter of a 
mile of heavy cord. Near the middle of 
the kite string was attached a second} 
string falling to the ground, by means 
of which the kite string might be low- 
ered at pleasure. Near the boy who 
operated this second string the para- 
chute boy was stationed. A piece of} 
light cloth had been cut in the form 
and size of a lady’s umbrella cover, hav- 
ing strings attached to the angles and} 
meeting below at the center, where they 
were attached to a small weight, usu- 
ally a washer or a nut weighing about 
half a pound. Atthe top of the para- 
chute there was a bent pin which was 
hooked to the kite string when it was} 
drawn down, and the parachute was 
then easily carried aloft upon the re-| 


| 


lease of the string. As soon as the kite 
string attained its ordinary slant it was 
jerked sufficiently to release the pin. 
The falling parachute opened beauti 
fully and sailed downward amid the 
cheering of an appreciative audience. 

Parachutes have been dropped from 
kites before now, but the advantage of 
the Washington Heights invention is 
that any number of descents can be) 
made in a single afternoon without 
withdrawing the kite. 

A great number of exceedingly in 
teresting and striking experiments may 
be tried with kite parachutes. A small 
dummy boy or a doll can be attached to 
the parachute, and the descent will s« 
nearly resemble that of a real aeronaut 
that it will be most startling. In the 
evening a small lantern may be used, | 
this furnishing a counterpart of a fall- 
ing star. Even better than this is the) 
use of a coal oil ball. For this purpose 
a small wad of cotton batting may be 
tightly bound about the weight at the 
bottom of the parachute and then soaked 
in kerosene. Just before the parachute 
is sent up the ball may be lighted. 
When the parachute drops, the display, | 
especially at night, is really striking. | 
The hot air rising from the burning oi] | 
and filling the cloth dome will also tend | 
to prolong the descent. In case a coal 
oil ball is used the parachute will have 
to be held together with very fine wire 
ribs instead of strings, or else the burn- 
ing ball will have to be hung well be- 
low the meeting place of the strings by 
means of a wire. If this is not done, | 
the parachute is likely to furnish fuel 
for the flames below. —Chicago Record.

REED MURDER, 


Authorities at North Adams Hard at Work, but 
Still In the Dark. 

North Adams, Mass., Aug. 10.—Despite 
the efforts of the police yesterday very 
little evidence that directly and posi- 
tively connects any particular person 
or persons with the Reed murders has 
been secured. A mass of evidence has 
been collected by the police, but they 
have been unable to deduce anything 
from it which is positively incriminat- 
ing. 

The work of the officers has been in the 
nature of a shifting process. An inquest 
was held in the courtroom, -before As- 
sociate Justice William H. Woodhead. 
Several witnesses appeared and told 
their stories.

The police absolutely refuse to deny 
or affirm that Lanfair is under suspi- 
cion, and constantly being wat hed, but 
it is an indisputable fact. 

Lanfair was the first man who was 
closely questioned last Saturday at the 
police station, but the evidence against 
him was not sufficient to warrant the 
officers In holding him. Apparently, he 
is now at liberty, but the eye of the law 
fs upon him.

Toman Who Does & Great 
” Lae ani Musical Clubs. 

It was due to Mrs. Chandler Starr of 
Rockford, Ills., that the amateur miu- 
sical clubs of Illinois guineitaciys acai 

nition during the musical conven- 
tiem seosntly held in New York. Mrs. 
Starr was the organizer of the well 
known Mendelssohn club of Rockford 
and was a delegate from this state, 
where she has been a leader in mu- 
sical circles. The Federation of Wom-

en’s Musical Clubs, which is entirely 
independent of the Music Teachers’ Na- 


tional association, was suggested by 
Mrs. Starr and thoroughly approved of 
by all the eastern clubs. These organi- 
zations, although fairly well supplied 
with funds, find it a difficult matter 
individually .to obtain the highest 
priced artists for their concerts through- 
out the year. With a federation of clubs 
and the tender of perhaps 20 engage- 
ments in various cities an artist could 
easily afford to greatly reduce his or 
her price. Mrs. Starr obtained her plans 
from the great congress of music held 
here during the World’s fair, and it is 
the most feasible scheme yet presented 
to musica? club life. Her paper upon 
the subject was a bright, thoroughly 
comprehensive article, which was re- 
ceived with a great deal of pleasure 
and interest by some 800 or 400 wom- 
en. Mrs. Russell Dorr, president of the 
Schubert club of St. Pahl, was her aid 
in this plan. The first temporary presi- 
dent of the organization is Mrs. Sutro 
of New York, with Miss Marion Rol- 
ston of St. Louis as secretary. These 
names may possibly be changed when 
the time comes for permanent officers. 

There were s0 many members presen: 
at this last musical congress, represent- 
ing clubs from all over the country, that 
it was an excellent opportunity to 
make the first advances toward a feder- 
ation of the organizations, Mrs. Starr 
seemed very well pleased with the mu- 
sical representation in the woman’s de- 
partment of the Music Teachers’ Na- 
tional association, especially in the line 
of compositions. The manuscripts sent 
by Jessie L. Gaynor, Lydia Avery 
Coonley Ward, Mrs. Crosby Adams and 
Mme. Muzzacutao Young received con- 
siderable attention, as well as two or 
three clever little compositions by Nel- 
lie Bangs Skelton. There were 16 clubs 
in all from Illinois, and after a careful 
investigation one obtains some idea of 
how much work is really done in the 
west, notwithstanding all the fuss made 
in the east. 

Mrs. Starr says that one of the great- 
est drawbacks to their musical club li’e 
has been the few artists of fame obtain 
able in a season, and hundreds of letter 
have been exchanged among the clubs 
during the past season as to what should 
be done, and Mrs. Starr deserves special 
credit for thinking out the above feasi- 
ble plans, which will make these im- 
portant musical clubs still further suo- 
cessful.—Chicago Times-Herald. 


Chicago Teachers Aroused. 

The women teachers of grade schools 
in Chicago have formed a public school 
teachers’ federation, with Miss Eliza- 
beth K. Burdick of the Prescott school 
as president. The organization is some- 
thing like a trades union, and the open- 
ly expressed intention of the teachers ig 
to force an increased scale of salaries, 

It seems that the womer do the actu- 
al work of teaching at far smaller sal- 
aries than men receive, while the super- 
intendent of the schools gets $7,000 a 
year, his assistants $4,000, the supervis- 
ors from $1,500 to $8,000, the special 
teachers from $1,200 to $1,600 and 
grammar school principals from $2,500 
to $8,000. These men pay formal visits 
to the schools once each month, which 
is about the extent of their work, so far 
as teaching is concerned, say the regu- 
lar teachers. The women are standing 
shoulder to shoulder in their fight for 
better salaries, and the outcome of their 
demands will be watched with interest 
by schoolteachers throughout the coun- 
try.—Chicago Letter,

table at which he had been sitting, and, 
while in that position, drew his revolver 


returned the fire. Officers Abbott 
and Darling also opened fire, and ina 
short space of time Officers Benjamin 
and Townsend rushed to the assistanc 
of the other officers. Nearly 25 shots 
were exchanged between the convict, his 
brother and the officers. 

Officer Townsend was at his desk out- 
side of the rotunda when the shooting 
began, and instantly drawing his re- 
volver he sprang to the door, opened It, 
threw away his door key, went through 
and slammed the door after him. He 
threw the key away so that !f over- 
powered the men could not get out. As 
he stepped into the rotunda Herbert 
Willis, the prisoner, broke from the offi- 
cers and rushed across the rotunda 
towards the door, while his brother con- 
tinued to struggle with the officers. 

The Two Desperadoes Shot Down. 

As the prisoner sprang forward Towns- 
fired, and Willis threw up his arms, and, 
spinning round, staggered toward the 
east side of the rotunda and fell to the 
floor. The next instant his brother, who 
had now broken from the officers, came 
rushing toward Townsend, and before 
the latter could again raise his revolver 
to fire was upon him, and the two men 
grappled in a flerce struggle. Willis had 
fired his last shot, but he freed his right 
arm and atruck Townsend with his 
empty revolver, inflicting some painful 
bruises. Townsend did not try to hit 
back, but forcing his revolver against 
Willis’ che@é fired, the ball passing intc 
Willis’ lungs. Almost at the same imo- 
ment Deputy F. P. Benjamin, who had 
been outside in the prison and heard the 
firing, rushed in, and springing toward 
the struggling pair discharged his re- 
volver close to Willis’ head, the ball 
passing into the neck behind the ear.

When the firing had ceased and fhe 
ofheers had recovered somewhat the 
prostrate forms of the two brothers were 
found lying on the floor of the rotunda, 
that of the convict being near the door 
which leads out into the prison yardand 
that of his brother near the door lead- 
ing out into the office. Both men ap- 
Peared to be dying. The convict was 
taken into the prisen hospital and his 
brother to the Massechusetts general, 
whffe the wounded officers were taken 
to rooms near by and a doctor was sum- 
moned to attend them. 

The revolvers used by the brothers 
were 38 caliber. In the pocket of Everett 
Willis the officers found a dozen loose 
cartridges, and it is stated that when he 
received the shot that practically 
stopped further trouble on his part he 
Was crouching in one corner, trying to 
reload his pistol. 

At the time of the shooting there were 
present in the rotunda another prisoner 
and a visitor and several convicts who 
work about the prison, but all quickly 
got out of the way and did not assist the 
men in their attempt to escape. 

Both Were Athletes, 

Taunton, Mass., Aug. 11.—The daring 
attempt on the part of Herbert Willis 
with the assistance of his brother Ever- 
ett, to break out of the Charlestown 
prison by trying to kill ‘the guards, is 
considered to be in keeping with at least 
the career of Herbert if not of his brother 
Ever since his brother's conviction Ever- 
ett has been sullen and morose, and many 
of those who acted as informers at the 
time of Herbert's arrest, have feared 
that he would, upon learning of thels 
identity, seek revenge upon them. Ever- 
ett, as wellas his brother, is a fine athlete 
and craved excitement, and it is thought 
here that the plan originated with him 
It is known that last week Everett sold 
all the goods and fixtures of his father's 
fishmarket, and that he used part of the 
procecds to purchase the two revolvers 
and to pay his fare to B oston. 


RECEIVER NoT. “ASKED FOR. 


Massachusetts Benefit Directors Discuss Af- 
fairs and Postpone Action. 

Boston, Aug. 11.—The directors of the 

Massachusetts Benefit Life 

were 


association 
in s€ssion yesterday at the com 
pany’s offices, 60 State street. They 
were called together to attend a specia: 
meeting, to consider the advisability of 
asking for a receiver for the association, 
and plans for taking care of the present 
membership. 

A proposition w&s presented by Presi 
dent Rolker, from the New York Life 
Insurance company, to take over so much 
of the entire membership as could pass 
a medical examination. 

The policy to be offered to the members 
is sald to be one at about the same rate 
as they are now paying, and which takes 
in all the adventages usually offered by 
the big old-line companies 

The deal does not include finding post- 
tions for any of the present officers, and 
under the arrangement the renewal 
premiums would be in whole the property 
of the reinsuring company, and no pres 
ent Massachusetts Benefit agent would 
have any interest In these renewals. This 
is a hard thing for the agent, but the low 
rate of insurance is said to explain this. 

As to the proposition recelving the ap 
proval of two-thirds of the members, 
which many seem to think necessary, it 
may be stated that this is not necessary 
under the Massachusetts law when an 
assessment company reinsures in an 
old-line company. The law says that 
when an assessment company reinsures 
in an organization of a similar kind, then 
two-thirds of the members shall approve 
the deal. The law says nothingof what 
an old-line company may or may not do. 

The question of placing the company in 
the hands of a reveiver was also one of 
the important objects of the meeting. 

After a somewhat spirited debate, it 
Was voted that no decisive action could 
be taken until Aug. 31, which date marks 
the limit of the extra call. 

President Rolker was the only one in 
favor of the appointment of a receiver, 
as being the opinion of a majority of the 
certificate holders. 

The offer of the New York company 
Was rejected for the reason, President 
Rolker said, “simply because we thought 
that any action taken in the matter at 
this time would have been premature. 
The board will do all in its power to save 
the business of the association, and we 
think its fate will be ultimately decided 
at the next meeting on Aug. 31. This 
is all I can say for the present, excepting 
that the other directors have sustained 
me in the past and I am determined to 
support them now.”

Although the 
crowd often numbers among the thousands 
they have thus far been very ordeily and 
have given the police no troub'e. Buta 
smal! portion of these people come on the 
electric cars and the railway claim that 
instead of making money, it costs them 
more than they get out of it. 

Unfottunately no seats of any kind are 
provided by the city in any section of the 
city, and the only available seats in City 
Square are the steps of the First charch. 
It is a noticeable fact that a very lirge 
proportion of the people who use the steps 
for seats are women and children, and 
nothing is more natural than for them to 
gat peanuts.

As far as the use of tobacco by the men 
is concerned that might easily be remedied 
by reserving the steps for the exclusive use 
of women and children.

DEMAND A HEARING 


Wollaston People Mean Busi- 
ness About that Fence. 


Ask the Railroad Commissioners “to 
Examine Premises. 


What Will be the Solution, a Dif- 
ficult Question. 


The Board of Railroad Commissioners 
do not wish it to be understood that they 
are the parties who are responsible for the 
now famous Wollaston fence, as is evinced 
by the following communication to a resi- 
dent of that place: 

“Referring to your letter of July 2s, in 
relation to fence at the Wollaston station 
of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. I have to 
say that this board has never ordered a 
fence at the point referred to, The officials 
of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R., desired to 
erect a fence and provide another access to 
the station, as an experiment, and the 
Board acceded to that request, as ap 
experiment, and if it would not secure the 
safety desired some further action would 
be taken,

As the New Haven officials seem dic- 
inclined to take any further action ia the 
matter a)! of the store keepers and the 
Postmaster have taken advantage of Chap. 
112, Section 16 and 17 of the Putlic 
Statutes, which allows any twenty 1|:2gal 
voters of a place to request the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners through the Mayor 
and City Couucil to examine the premises 
and to give the petitioners and others 
interested a hearing. Asthe request is a 
mandatory one upon the Board it will of 
course be granted. 

The question to be solved is not easy of 
solution. All agree tha‘t* Wollaston has 
been seriously damaged by the manner in 
which the New Haven officials have at- 
tempted to solve the problem. It has 
seriously affected the sales of Wollaston 
realty. One or two large sales—to the 
writer’s knowledge—have been declared 
off, because the station has been so com- 
pletely isolated from the village. The 
stores also seriously feel the effects of the 
change. 

It would seem from a superficial view 
that a tunnel running from the depot be- 
neath the tracks, and having a street en- 
trance about opposite Boynton & Russell’s 
store, would be the most feasible manner 
to solve the question. Nearly everybody 
agrees that a fence, not that particular 
fence which isnow up, and which is a 
hideous looking affair, should be there to 
keep people from making a grade crossing 
of that place. Tne extension of Brook 
street beneath the tracks will not shorten 
the distance from the stores and post of- 
fice to the station.

Women as Veterinarians. 

This year a young woman will be 
graduated from the Veterinary school 
in Alfort, France. Germany and Rue- 
sia boast of women veterinarians, but 
in the United States there is not one 
who is entitled to write herself D. V. 8. 
Women have applied to the various 
veterinary schools in the United States, 
most of them saying that they wished 
to make a special study of fhe diseases 
of cats and dogs. Some have taken pre- 
paratory coursés at the school connected 
with Cornell university, but none has 
matriculated anywhere-with the inten- 
tion of entering the profession except 
Miss Jenne Revert, who attended the 
New York Veterinary college during 
two sessiona. 

Miss Revert is the owner of Robin- 
dale farm, Glen Head, N. Y., where 
she raises blooded horses and fine bull- 
dogs. She hopes to finish her course and 
take her degree. She speaks appreci- 
atively of the kindness, consideration 
and good fellowship which she has met 
with from professors and students. Miss 
Revert treats the horses and dogs on her 
own farm, and the horses are always 
shod under her own personal supervi- 
sion. 

Some of the wives of prominent vet- 
erinarians, who are not college gradu- 
ates, haye a wide practical experience 
and are well read on the subject of vet- 
erinary medicine, among them Mrs. 
Gill, the wife of the dean of the New 
York Veterinary college. 

There are even now any number of 
women who can pick up a pony’s foot 
and take a stone out of it—Miss Kitty 
Wilkins of Bruneau Valley, Ida., who 
raises horses; Mrs. Samuel Caton, who 
managed her husband’s stock farm 
while he wasin Europe, and Mrs. Power 
O’Donoghue, the famous Irish horse- 
woman, who broke her own colts and 
trained them and managed her own 
stud. There must be others who are 
able to enter @he veterinary profession, 
a field of work for women as yet unex- 
plored. —Woman's Journal.

What is to be the future of the femi- 
nibe sailor hat? asks a writer in the 
New York Press. Fashion tolerates 
sameness in dress among women of all 
conditions only a brief time. I do not 
suppose that there is a woman under 
100 years of age in the city of New 
York who is without a sailor hat.

JAPANESE ADVICES. 


Gold Currency to Be Adopted---Arbitratlo 
With Hawaii Approved. 

San Francisco, Aug. 11.—TLe steamer 
Peru arrived yesterday from Yoko- 
hama via Hong Kong with the following 
Japanese advices: - 

There is no doubt whatever that frorn 
Oct. 1 next Japan will have a gold cur- 
rency. A circular issued by the specie 
bank announces that from that date it 
will pay gold for Bank of Japan notes. 

The Japanese papers are unanimous 
in approving the principle of a supposed 
submission of the Hawalian difficulty 
to arbitration. 

The Mainichi, commenting upon the 
annexation question, says: 

The reason why Japan made a protest 
as soon as the signing of the annexation 
treaty became known is that she has 
done so simply out of friendship so as 
to make known her views in the matter 
before diplomatic negotiations are 
opened. From the reply of the United 
States secretary of state to Japan's first 
frotest it appears that the determina- 
tion of America on the subject is very 
firm. The Japanese government, how- 
ever, has not relied on the attitude of 
other countries fr. the outset, and this 
policy will be adhered to the last. 

The Japanese Gazette says that there 
is a feeling akin to panic at Kobe, which, 
if not soon checked, will lead to serious 
results. Foreigners are becoming 
alarmed for their safety, encounters 
with coolles are rife and the spectacle 
of foreign blue jackets being pursued by 
amob~<' roughs is not reassuring.

Red's Affianced Overcome, 

Oakland, Me., Aug. 12.—Even while 
the funeral knell is sounding over the 
remains of Henry Reed and his sister, 
Blanche Reed, of the North Adams 
(Mass.) tragedy, Miss Jennie Ray, the 
affianced wife of Reed, is overcome with 
a sickness which the attending physi- 
cian has grave fears will terminate in 
lung fever. Miss Ray's constituticn has 
not been a strong one for a long time, and 
the great shock, this horrible double 
murder, has completely prostrated her. 

Miss Ray is at the home of her sister 
at Oakland, three miles west of the vil- 
lage, her mother and father being in at- 
tendance. In an interview Miss Ray re- 
ferred to the existing mystery, express- 
ing hope of the detection of the culprit. 
She is a firm believer that theft was the 
object which actuated the deed. In 
speaking of Henry Reed she said that 
probably the last communication ever 
addressed by him was in her possession.

Some Had a Pall. 


President Rolker of the Massachusetts 
Benefit Life Association, in an interview 
with the Journal, has this to say about the 
help, some of whom are well known at 
Wollaston: 

“This story about asking for the 
resignation of some of the office belp, who 
have been given various titles that I never 
heard of, is laughable in a way. I dis- 
charged about a dozen of the office help 
yesterday, including eight girls employed 
as clerks, a stenographer, two men and an 
office boy. The reason for this is that they 
would be useless lumber about the office 
since we have shut off writing policies, 
If we resume business two or three good 
clerks will do all the work done by the 
help I have discharged. This talk about 
the expense fund being down very low is 
interesting. We will pay all our expenses 
all right. Iam sorry for those who have 
lost their positions, but I have got to run 
this thing on a business basis. When I 
went there the clerks did as they pleased 
and worked as they pleased. Some got big 
salaries because they were brothers-in-law 
or sisters-in-law to somebody. Oae boy 
got $30 for $12 worth of work because he 
was ‘related.’ There was lots of dead- 
wood, and I have simply cut it off. 

“Dr, Williams, one of the medical 
examiners, has finished, but Dr. Dutton is 
still with us, because he has a six-years’ 
contract, which has several years to run.”

SQUANTUM OPENING. 


Cars to Run Half Hourly on and 
After Saturdav. 


The new extension of the Quincy «& 
Boston street railway from Atlantic to 
Squantum is now completed and will be 
opened to the public Saturday afternoon, 
although the formal opening will not be 
held until next week. Then the City 
Officials will be invited to be present and 
will be taken to a most beautiful country, 
one that it is doubtful if many of the City 
Council or citizens have visited, at least in 
recevt years. 

The first car will leave City Square about 
1.30 and run direct to Squantum. After 
that cars will be run until further notice 
from Hancock street near the Atlantic 
depot every half hour making close con- 
nection with cars for Quincy, Nantasket, 
Hingham, Weymouth, Braintree and 
Milton, as well as connecting with trains 
to and from Boston, 

The land at Squantum which is owned 
now by the City of Boston, and from 
which the public has heretofore been ex- 
cluded will be opened to the public, and 
Saturday evening there will be concerts by 
two bands and a display of fireworks. 


Boston Connections. 


A correspondent of The Herall con 
tinues the argument for better connection 
at suburban junction points of the various 
electric car systems in the following con- 
vincing manner: 

The proper way to remedy the difficu ty 
is for the different companies to run their 
cars over the lines of one another, and 
then the botheration and delay entailed by 
the changing of cars at the janction points 
would be obviated. Three or four years 
ago the Massachusetts Legislature passed a 
law empowering street railway companies 
having connecting linesto run their cars 
over the tracks of one another, but the 
public bas as yet received very little benefit 
from this law. 

The Lynn & Boston Street Railroad 
Company uses the tracks of the West End 
Street Ra:lway Company between Vine 
street, Charlestown, and Scollay square, 
Boston proper, and a person can thus ride 
on these two roads, without the incon- 
venience and delay of changing cars, from 
Scollay square to Swampscott, There is 
no reason why there should not be similar 
arrangements between the West End road 
and all other connecting suburban street 
railway companies, and a passenger thus 
be enabled to ride, for example, from 
Bostou to Dedham, from Boston to Quincy, 
from Boston to Reading, from Boston to 
Stoneham, etc., without a change of cars, 
as one can now ride from Boston to 
Swampscott without change. Such ar- 
rangements would not only tend greatly 
to the convenience of the public but would 
immensely increase the business of the 
street railway companies.

WOM ANS W ORLD. 


MEMORIAL FOR FRANCE FROM AMER- 
ICAN WOMEN. 


An end of the century movement 
which is now centering the attention of 
the patriotic women of this country is 
that set on foot by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, New York city 
chapter, to present a memorial to 
France at the exposition of 1900. This 
memorial is intended as an appreciative 
recognition of the help given by the sol- 
diers of our sister republic during the 
Revolution. 

As Washington is called the Father 
of His Country, so Lafayette is justly 
regarded as the godfather of the great 
American republic, and associated with 
him in his noble efforts were those other 
brave Frenchmen, D’Estaing, Rocham- 
beau and De Grasse. The work that 
they accomplished, displaying at all 
times the gallantry that marks their 
race and on one occasion virtually de- 
ciding the fate of the war, has as yet 
received no national recognition from 
this country, but that it has been 
through no lack of warm feeling on the 
part of our citizens is evidenced by the 
response that the plan of a memorial to 
France has met with. 

The originator of the scheme was 
Mrs. Donald McLean, regent of the 
New York city chapter, D. A. R. Mrs 
McLean proposed her plan at a dinner 
of the chapter, and it met with warm 
approval. Indeed, so great was the in-

terest aroused that several members ar 
devoting the summer to spreading tl 


plan through the country among the 
various chapters in order that when the 
continental congress of the national so- 
ciety, of which Mrs. Adlai Stevenson 
wife of the ex-vice president of the 
United States, is the head, meets in 
February at Washington, where Mrs. 
McLean will formally present her 
scheme, steps may at once be tuken to 
put it in execution. Every week infor- 
mation is coming in to headquarters 
from western and southern state chap- 
ters, showing the deep interest taken 
by them. 

Mrs. McLean, when questioned about 
the matter, gave the following informa- 
tion of her plans and methods: 

‘‘In the first place, it seemed emi- 
nently fitting that our society, formed 
as it is of the descendants of the men 
who so benefited by France’s assistance, 
should offer at the end of the century in 
which we were organized a permanent 
memorial to France us an evidence of 
the feeling of gratitude we owe her. It 
also seems that the time of the 
exposition will be particularly suitable 
for the presentation of this memorial to 
the president of the French republic, to 
be received by him as the representative 
of the state and preserved as the proper- 
ty of the nation. 

‘*There is another movement now on 
foot which, I wish it distinctly under- 
stood, is quite separate from this. Its 
aim is to present a statue of Washington 
to France, as France gave the statue of 
Lafayette to us. This, however, is to be 
from the nation at large, any one con- 
tributing who wishes, while our memo- 
rial is to be from the Daughters of the 
American Revolution alone. 

“For raising the necessary funds I 
have a very simple and, it seems to me, 
feasible plan, which I intend to lay be- 
fore our continental congress in Febru- 
ary, with my formal motion to present 
the memorial. The National society has 
a large yearly income, principally aris- 
ing from the dues of the members. You 
know the society's roll now shows up- 
ward of 20,000 names, and the annual 
fees are sufliciently large. Of course 
part of this income is taken up by vari- 
ous expenses, and a certain amount is 
also devoted to the sum we are gradual- 
ly amassing for the erection of a national 
Daughtersof American Revolution build- 
ing at Washington, but the remainder 
is quite sufficient to warrant our asking 
the society to appropriate a certain sum 
each year, from 1898 to 1900 inclusive, 
to procure a permanent and fitting me- 
morial. I cannot help thinking that this 
method must appeal to the society, for 
in this way the money can be raised 
without a cent’s extra taxation, and 
every meniber will be represented. If it 
is done in any other way, it seems un- 
avoidable that some women—and it 
may be that among them will be many 
of those most deeply patriotic and de- 
sirous of helping—will be unable to 
give. ’’—Baltimore Herald.

Massive Warship Is to Make {ped Test From 
England to Halifax. 

Halifax, Aug. 12.—The reported inten- 
tion of the British admiralty to give the 
battleship Renown a speed test from 
England to Halifax will be one of the 
great commercial and naval features of 
the year if carried into effect. Such @ 
test by the naval authorities would dem- 
onstrate the character of Halifax as the 
terminal point of a fast Atlantic service. 
The Renown is a massive ship and is 
speedy, and her safe arrival here in per- 
haps five days would be a tangibie ad- 
vertisement of the port. 

The speed of the Renown is 18.34 knots. 
The Renown’s venture on fast running 
at sea will also demonstrate the sea- 
worthiness of the vessel, and her coal- 
carrying capacity. The Renown is @ 
heavier vessel than the Indiana by 3000 
tons, but dees not carry half the guns 
that the Indiana does. The Renown has 
barbettes in place of revolving turrets, 
and has several heavy guns below the 
main deck. What the Renown lacks in 
weight and size of guns she gains in 
speed, seaworthiness and ammunition 
and bunker space. She could remain 
longer in action than the Indiana, ma- 
neuvre more rapidly and stand heavy 
weather better. Admiral Fisher's flag- 
ship will come across fully armec d 
equipped. Her great speed run will be 
watched with profound interest. 

It is reported that H. M. S. Minerva, 
cruiser, will shortly leave Englund *o 
replace the Buzzard on this station. It 
is expected that the Minerva will convey 
the two torpedo boat destroyers that 
have been commissioned for this sta- 
tion.

Miss Kay Claims Reed Estate. 

Oakland, Me., Aug. 13.—If the heirs of 
the murdered Henry and Blanche Reed 
of North Adams, Mass., have, as per 
published reports, secured the services 
of lawyers to look to their interests, 
it may be of interest to these people and 
the public to know that Miss Jennie Ray, 
who has been reported as quite ill at her 
sisters of this place, has or claims to 
have in her possession ccrtain papers 
which will lay claim to more or less of 
the property of the deceased. The Rays 
ere very careful not to give out the 
nature of these papers or the amount 
involved, but judging from their state- 
ments about Reed's affairs the inference 
{is drawn that their papers are in the 
form of notes and mortgages, 

Miss Ray has stated that, while she 
had quite a correspondence with Mr. 
Reed just before her visit to this state, 
ghe took her own letters written to Reed 
and also those of his to her and burned 
them, so that she had but the last. She 
further stated that when writing to Reed 
she had to be very careful and send notes 
and letters by special carrier for if they 
were delivered at the house Blanche Reed 
always opened them and read their con- 
tents. This is the way she always 
treated her brother’s mail, whether it was 
of a private nature or not. 

Miss Ray has also intimated that 
Hiram Tinny ought to be able to throw 
some light upon Reed's latest transac- 
tions. She likewise reaffirms that Reed 
end his sister together could not have 
had over $10,000, all told. 

Mrs. William Bay, her mother, ex- 
presses constant fear that some detective 
will visit them, and says that if her 
daughter can be removed she will go 
to some place where no one can find 
them until all this examination {fs over. 
While Miss Ray Is unquestionably ill, 
It is possible that the family exaggerates 
the case to keep her from North Adams, 
which seems to be their desire.

SENATOR HOAR SPEAKS, 


McKinley's Appointment of Sherman Defended. 
President Andrews’ Case. 

Providence, Aug. 13.—A range of sub- 
jects from President Andrews’ resigna- 
tion as the head of Brown university to 
the appointment of Mr..Sherman as sec- 
retary of state was discussed ata dinner 
of the members of the Massachusctts 
club at Pomham yesterday afternown. 

Senator Hoar was the chief speaker. 
Speaking of President Andrews, he said: 

“IT have a tender regard for President 
Andrews. I have known him personally 
a little as a correspondent, as a scholar 
and a gentleman by reputation a great 
deal. I wish to put on regord my em- 
phatic opinion for whatever it may be 
svorth that a college president of pro- 
fessor has as much right to express his 
@pinion on a question affecting the com- 
munity as any man in the country. Not 
only has he the privilege but the com- 
munity has the right to know what he 
thinks. The public should know what 
the scholars think of what is going on. 
The republic cannot be run if this is not 
so. Yet I can't see what the trustees of 
Brown have done that there should be 
all this pow-wow. The trustees haven't 
closed President Andrews up. I can’t 
Bee that they have asked him to resign. 
They have simply asked him to consult 
with them whether the field he occupies 
is consistent with the Interests of the 
college. If we can approach a man who 
is stating his honest opinion on a qués- 
tion which seems to be a matter of pub- 
lic policy, who is doing what he can to 
put up a dollar worth 42 cents, I don’t see 
why we can't indulge the trustees In the 
discussion of the policy to be pursued by 
the college.” 

Senator Hoar vigorously defended the 
appointment of Mr. Sherman as secre- 
tary of state. 

“President McKinley's appointments,” 
he said, “have received general com- 
mendation, Yet some papers have made 
exception to the chorus of approbation 
by denouncing the appointment of the 
Becretary of state, a gentleman who fs 
the most illustrious in the Republican 
party—one without a rival or competi- 
tor—a gentleman who never lost his 
courage durir the war; one to whom 
has been due since the war, and under 
Ereat temptations, the faith that the peo- 
ple have pursued the path of good faith, 
especially in the payment of public 
debts. 

“Mr. Sherman in the last campaign 
made the speech which gave the key- 
note to the campaign—a sp2ech which no 
other man on either continent was com- 
petent to make. Is it surprising that 
President McKinley gave him the prim- 
acy in the cabinet—that he called the 
foremost Intellect in the party to be sec- 
retary He did what Washing- 
ton did when he called Jefferson; he did 
what all the presidents have done down 
to Cleveland's appointment of Bayard. 
These men wo are seeking low motives 
in Mr. Shermen’'s appointment should 
heed what is the truth and let alone what 
is not such.”

Hanna Party All Right. 

Jack Fish, Ont., Aug. 13.—Senator M. 
A. Hanna and the party of pleasure 
seekers accompanying him on a cruise 
of the Great Lakes had a thrilling ex- 
perience yesterday on the wild northern 
coast of Lake Superior. Their yacht, 
the Comanche, a staunch steel vessel, 
went aground in Nipigon straits, and for 
16 hours stuck fast in the rocks thut 
abound in that region.

STRIKERS ENJOINED, 


Bweeping Injunctions Are Issued to 
Prevent Assemblages, 


Men Will Defy Courts and 
Continue Marching. 


Jails Are Likely to Be Filled If Nothing Worse 
Happens. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 13.—Sweeping Injunc- 
tions were issued yesterday against the 
striking coal miners and a crisis is sure 
to be reached if they are enforced. The 
men are enjoined from congregating, 
marching or in any way interfering with 
the men at work in the De Armitt mines, 

No disturbances of any kind have oc- 
curred, the officials of the district con- 
triving through the whole time to keep 
their men peaceful. The preliminary 
injunctions issued yesterday by Judges 
Collier and Stowe now brings the matter 
tothe county courts forsettlement. The 
case will be heard on Monday morning, 
and the decision is looked forward to with 
much interest. 

If the strikers continue their marches, 
as they say they will, in defiance of the 
injunctions, capiases will be issued for 
the offenders on the charge of contempt 
of court. Swsould the injunctions be en- 
forced, the strikers’ camps around the 
DeArmitt mines will soon be extinct. 
The though excited over the 
turn of events, are in no wise disheart- 
ened. 

Developments at Cannonsburg are be- 
ing watched closely. The avowed in- 
tention of the strikers to march today, 
despite Judge Mclivaines injunction, is 
expected to result in bloodshed or the 
filling of the county prisons with the ar- 
rested miners. 

The injunction secured by the New 
York and Cleveland Coal Gas company 
was read to President Dolan by a deputy 
yesterday afternoon at the miners’ head- 
quarters. Mr. Dolan scarcely stopped his 
writing for more than a second, and when 
the reading was finished, acknowledged 
it by merely saying, “Thank you.” 

He says the nijunction will not change 
the miners’ campaign in the least. Ex- 
President Cameron Miller came into the 
headquarters shortly after this incident. 
He said the miners will continue, as 
heretofore, using all lawful means pos- 
sible to keep miners from working dur- 
ing the struggle for better wages. 

The court officials intend to try to fore- 
stall the customary march this morning, 
by going to the camps and reading the 
injunctions to the campers. 

The strikers appear determined to test 
their right to carry out their usual pro- 
gram. It is stated that when the dep- 
uties do start to enforce the injunctions 
they will be compelled to arrest every 
man for contempt, and that as fast as the 
raen are placed in jall, others will be 
brought into camp to take their places, 
and thus the deputles will be kept busy 
making arrests until the fails are over- 
crowded. 

The strikers claim that this movement 
of the company is only another plan for 
getting the militiaonthe ground. When 
they find the miners will not obey the 
injunctions and the jails are full, it Is ex- 
pected that the sheriff will adjudge that 
his deputies are not sufficient to cope 
with the situation, and he will be con- 
strained to call out the militia, This 
is the view of the situation taken by the 
leaders of the strikers now in the camp. 

The strikers at Plum Creek held a 
meeting and voted unanimously to hold 
the fort, but not to resist arrest. The 
resolutions say that if one man {fs ar- 
rested they will have to arrest all. 

There was a break-up at the camp of 
striking miners, near the mines of the 
Westmoreland and Pennsylvania Gas 
Coal company, which was established 
Wednesday. All but 10 or 12 of the men 
have gone back to their homes. The 
cause of the disbanding of the little army 
is attributed to the fact that the people 
of the neighborhood would not contribute 
provisions and money for its mainte- 
nance. The committee in charge of 
the camp stated today, however, that it 
would return soon with ample provisions 
for a long stay.

coal mines, in this state. 

He headed a party that got away 
almost immediately after the treasure 
ship Portland reached Seattle, and by the 
expenditure of a large amount of money 
made a successful run over the pass, and 
is now due at Dawson. 

His letter, in part, is as follows: 
It is dated at Lake Bennett, July 31. 

“Here I am at Lake Bennett. We 
landed at Dyea Sunday evening about 
6 o’clock on a scow, and worked until 
11 a m. Monday getting our things off 
the scow and putting them on the bank 
above the high water mark. 

“TI rolled in a blanket, was too tired to 
sleep, got up at 5 o'clock and got our 
things a mile more and rearranged them. 

“Thursday morning we hired 30 Indians 
to pack our stuff over the mountains to 
Lake Linderman. We had to pay them 
17 cents per pound, and then packed our 
our packs and started over the trail. 
We went as far as Sheep camp, nine 
miles, and arrived at 3 p. m., wet to the 
skin. It rained all day. 

“Sheep camp is at the foot of the moun- 
tain. We dried before a camp 
fire and at once went to bed. We were 
on the trail at 5 the next morning, and 
began our ascent at once. 

“A harder, rougher and more difficult 
climb I never saw. It was raining hard 
and the trail was very slippery, and the 
wind blowing a hurricane. It was a 
holy terror, but we got to Lake Linder- 
man at 7 that night, a tired, sore lot. 

“IT can tell you right here I would not 
pack my stuff over that trail myself for 
all the gold on the Yukon. I just could 
not doit. I see lots of men laid up with 
sore feet and lame backs, who will be of

An Important Part of Quincy 
One Hundred Years Ago, 


Its History Dates Back to Settle 
ment at Plymouth, 


The New Street Railway Will Opon 
Up a Pretty Spot. 


An historical spot, 

S juantum, whose history dates back. to 
the settlement of this country, and which 
at the incorporation of the town of Quincy 
was regarded as an important part of the 
territory, feels today that it is once more 
in the world, having been jvined to Quincy 
by an electric railway, 

Over 250 years ago Indians frequented 
the territory, and a legend concerning the 
name wi)! be of interest. 

“It is @ conjecture of long standing, 
that, that well known point in Dorchester 
(called Squantum,) received its name 
from Squanto, an Indian Chief. The 
rustic legend, that it was so named because | 
an Indian Squaw threw herself from the | 
rocks there, in ‘ early times,’ is not deemed 
worthy consideration,— For the want of 
a better derivation, probably, some one! 
converted ‘Squaw Tumble’ into Squan- 
tum. If named for the Indian before 
mentioned, the time when, and the circum- 
Stances which occasioned it, are alike | 
unknown. It is very possible that the 
name Squantum, however, had nothing to 
do with this Indian at all.”’.—Dzake’s

Wilson, the neighborhood being known for 
years as ‘ The Farms.” 

As early as 1728 an effort was made to 
incorporate the North Precinct of Brain- 
tree (now Quincy) into a separate town, 
but not until the movement in 1791, when 
the interest and accommodation of Squan- 
tum people were considered, was it success- 
ful. That Squantum was then an important 
part of Quincy is shown by the petition to 
the General Court, a paragraph of which 
reads: 


settling down there, and afterwards gave 
them an easy participation of all the civil 
and rel'gious priviledges of the town of 
Dorchester, to which they belong. But 
your petitioners, the inhabitants of that 
part of Dorchester, born long since that 
road and ferry have been disused, are now 
in @ great measure deprived of their privi- 
ledges, more especially of the happiness of 
worshiping with their friends and 
bretheren, inthe house where only they 
had a right to worship and meet together. 
The river, being impassable for horses, is a 
constant bar to their meeting there, and 
they, with their children, are obliged to 
meet on Courtesy with their neighbors and 
joint petitioners, in the meeting-house in 
the North Precinct in Braintree. For 
these reasons, the inhabitants of the Farms, 
and Squantum in particular, would humbly 
urge their wishes to the Honorable Court, 
that they may be set off from Dorchester, 
together with their bretheren and _privil- 
ledges, and joined to the said North Pre- 
cinct of Braintree, and that such an in- 
corporation might be granted as they on 
their part might enjoy the common privi- 
ledges of citizens and Christians, of which, 
by their local circumstances, they have 
been, for a long time, in a great measure 
deprived. 

The forecast of our ancestors made 106 
years ago, as to our occupation of today, 
was wide of the mark, as the other 
paragraph of the petition sets forth. It 
makes very interesting reading: 

“You petitioners, being impressed with 
the common sentiment of their country, 
have a warm desire of seeing their children 
educated in such a mauner as is best 
adapted to render them the most useful

and habits of life will natursl!y take a 


| Maritime cast, and an education adapted to 


fit them for trade, navigation, fishery, and

Fatal Termination of His Attempt to 
Break From Prison, 


End Was Peaceful, Despite a 
Terribie Fever. 


Prison Chmmissioners Recommend Additional 
Safeguards at Charlestown. 


Boston, Aug. -Herbert A. Willis 
died in the state prison yesterday after- 
noon at 4:50 o'clock. 

The desperate 
away quietly’ and apparently 
pain, being conscious when the end came, 
Only the prison officials present 
when he breathed his last. 

The condition of the young convict dur- 

ing the day showed clearly to the doctor 
that his end was near. He was in a 
semi-conscious state, eyes half-closed, 
and did not notice what was going on 
about him. What little nourishment he 
bad previously taken had served to re- 
tain the strong vitality of the prisoner, 
but he grew worse during the night, and 
was unable to take any food yesterday, 
and with eyes closed and jaws firmly 
set, with that determination which has 
so strongly marked hiS short career, he 
died without having spoken a word or 
uttered a single complaint, despite the 
intense agony he must have been under- 
going. 
* Whether the bullet in his mouth pre- 
vented him talking is not known, but he 
died without making any statement, or 
expressing an opinion about the shoot- 
ing affray in which he was a factor.

How the Big Animal Was Captured by a | 
Colorado Hunter After a Chase of Seven 


Years—Horns Indicate the Extreme Age 
of Thirty Years. 


Emperor William of Germany now has | 
among his curiosities the largest pair of 
elk horns in the world. They have a beam | 
length of 67 and 67% inches respectively, 
and the longest prongs are from 22 to 23's | 
inches in length. There are 12 of these 
prongs in all, and including the beams 
they have a total length of nearly 80 feet. 
The capture of the animal that bore these 
giant horns was the work of nearly seven | 
years. When the word first came from 
Washington that the World’s fair would be 
held in Chicago, Professor Stainsky, who 
was then a resident of that city, immedi- 
ately set about to procure a collection of 
rare specimens for an exhibit in the an- 
thropological building. He began a corre- 
spondence with many old hunters and trap- | 
pers of the mountain regions and offered 
large sums of money for animals of ex- 


traordinary size or beauty. His efforts 
were rewarded, and in less than three 
years he brought together na collection 


which gained him a medal from the de- 
partwent of taxidermy. | 

During the fall of 1890 Professor Stain- 
sky received a letter from an old French | 
hunter named Monjeau, who lived in the 
White river country in western Colorado, 
describing an elk with horns ‘‘covering the 
whole side of the mountain."’ Stimulated

the old hunter made renewed efforts to 
capture the phenomenon. After two weeks 
of discouragement he at last came upon a 
lonely pass bigh up in the mountains, and | 
there, a mile or more away from him, he 
saw @ herd of elk, and among them the | 
one with the giant horns.

PROF. CARPENTER’S EXPERIMENTS 


& New Spring Balance Yor the Benefit of 
Beginners—The Invisible Brake Will Be 
One of the Features of Next 
Wheels. 


Year's 


Professor R. C. Carpenter of the depart- 
ment of experimental engineering at Cor- 
| nell university, in speaking of recent tests 
of bicycle chains, says that the friction 
with the best chain varied from one-half 
to three-quarters of 1 per cent. This result 
was not only obtained with a new chain, 
but was also obtained with a chain which 
had been in use on a wheel that had been 
ridden more than 2,000 miles by a rider 
weighing nearly 200 pounds. This serves 
to show that high grade chains can be and 
are made which do not change their form 
by wear an amount sufficient to affect the 
friction, This particular chain referred to 
as the best chain is made with knife edge 
bearings and with hardened steel links 
and is not affected by dust to any great 
extent. Tests were made on a large num- 
ber of other chains, and the friction was 
found to vary from 2 to 5 per cent, depend- 
ing upon the condition of the chain, its 
method of construction and details of de- 
| sign. The highest friction found, even in 
| the case of an old chain which did not fit 
the sprocket properly, did not exceed 10 
per cent, although Professor Carpenter is 
willing to concede that a considerably 
higher friction might in someinstances be 
found

Regarding the use of gears, extensive in- 
vestigations have been made et Cornell 
from time to time which show the amount 
of power lostin friction. The very best 
recorded results with spur gearing are very

best condition and working accurately in 
line and position. The best kind of bevel 
or spiral geass, a form which must be used 
in bicycle work, shows about double the 
friction of the spur gears, angl, since two 
pairs must be used on each bicycle, about 
four times as much friction as the ordi- 
nary chain will result, and six to eight 
times the friction of the very best chains.

from 5 to 8 per cent in favor of the wheel 
with the chain, or just about the amount 
that could have been predicted from previ- 
ous tests of gearing. The chainless wheel 
also developed one extremely bad feature, 
and as this is inherent in all methods of 
gearing it may perhaps be worth mention- 
ing. With all the chain wheels the per- 
centage of friction or loss of power remained 
essentially constant at all speeds, but with 

| a geared or chainless wheel the percentage 

| of friction increased as the speed dimin- 
ished. ‘This would make the chainless 
wheel very objectionable for climbing hills, 

| since at that time the speed must be slow, 
and all the power of the rider is needed to 
propel the wheel forward. 

The tests at Cornell indicate to Profess- 
or Carpenter that any attempt to replace 
the chain by gearing will result in failure 
in the future just as it already has done in 
the past. They also serve to show the great 
difference which exists between a poor and 
a high grade machine, and finally the 
wonderful efficiency of the bicycle as a 
whole, which enables a man to propel 
himself under favorable conditions with 
from 5 to 10 per cent of the effort required 
in walking.

gold, which on being weighed was 
found to be short of the price demanded 
by the conqnerors. Several chiefs were 
held as hostages while the remainder 
of the tribe was directed to cross the 
mountains and procure a sum sufficient 
to liberate the others. They were gone 
months, and when they came 
back an amount more than needed to 
pay the ransom was brought in.

All Lines Feel the Upward Impetus and Mer- 
chants Are Encouraged. 


New York, Aug. 14.—Bradstrect’s Says: 

Evidences of widespread revival in de- 
mand for merchandise and other pro- 
ducts have become so numerous as to 
compel general recognition. The press 
has, therefore, ceased discussing whether 
trade has really improved or not, and 
have begun measuring the volume of 
business compared with preceding 
periods. 

A buoyancy of feeling has appeared 
among buyery and sellers at New York 
Baltimore, C@cago, St. Louis and Kan 
sas City, where interior merchants hav 
thronged this week, the like of which has 
not been seen for several years. In- 
terior merchants are buying dry goods, 
clothing, shoes, groceries and fancy arti- 
cles far more freely than at any time 
Since 1892. Crop conditions have im- 
proved in the South and Southwest, and 
merchants there are greatly encouraged. 
Southern lumber mills are not able to 
keep up with their orders, and innumer- 
able small consumers of iron and steel 
throughout the Central Western 
slates are buying raw material as they 
have not for many years.

Number of Newspapers Published. 

A recent statistical estimate places 
the number of newspapers which are 
annually printed at the enormous figure 
of 12,000,000,000.

calculated that a surface of 80,000! 


square kilometers could be covered with 
these papers. The paper alone weighs 
781,240 tons. In case one machine was 
forced to print these millions at the 
rate of one a second 838 years would be 
necessary.

000 meters. Assuming that a person de- 
votes five minues a day to reading his 
paper, the time used by the entire popu- 
lation of the world in reading news- 
papers each year amounts to 100,000 
years.—New York Tribune.

The Country's Population, 77,000,068, 

The latest official estimate of the 
population of the United States is 77,- 
000, 068. 

This was made recently by the actu- 
ary of the treasury, an officer whose 
duty it is, at fixed intervals, to report 
on the per capita circulation of money 
in the United States. He estimates that 
the present holdings of money are 
$22.53 for every man, woman and child 
in the United States. 

His estimate of the population is 
made by the use of the census reports 
for the preceding decade. Certain fixed 
rules of increase by birth and immigra- 
tion and provision for deaths and other 
losses are made, and the resulting esti- 
mate Is accepted as official.

MORE THAN SKIN DEEP 
Scratches Did Not Satisfy Honor of 
Orleans and Turin, 


Frenchman Quite Seriously 
Wounded In Abdomen. 


. 


talian Noble Uphe'd His Country's Reputation 
With Tiusty Sword. 


Paris, Aug. 16.—Prince Henri of Or- 
leans met Victor Emanuel, the Count of 
Turin, yesterday morning, in the Bois de 
Marechaux, at Vancressan, and victory 
lay with the Italian, 

It was the most notable duel that has 
occurred in this half of the century, in- 
volving two notable personages of royal 
blood, and to the credit of both be it 
said the fight was hotly and fairly con- 
tested. 

There were five assaults, and in the 
first the Italian scored, striking his op- 
ponent on the right breast, but the skin 
Was hardly broken and all were eager 
to continue. In the third assault the 
prince made things even by reaching the 
count’s right hand, icting another 
wound that was deemed trifling, but in 
the fifth and last assault the duel came 
to an end, gleriously in the opinjon of 
clubmen, by the Count of Turin wound- 
ing the prince on the right side of the 
lower region of the abdomen. 

Both men, after shaking hands, walked 
off the field, neither appearing to suffer 
from the wounds inflicted. 


Si DUKE OF ORLEANS, 

The condition of Prince Henri is as 
satisfactory as could be expected. The 
doctors, after consultation, express the 
opinion that no important organ Was 
touched, but absolute rest is n sary 
for recovery. 

The official account furnished by the 
seconds recites fully the circumstances 
leading up to the encounter. 

The Count of Turin, considering the 
letters of Prince Henri of Orleans to The 
Figaro offensive to the Italian army, 
wrote him on July 6 demanding a re- 
traction. This letter could not be an- 
swered until Aug. 11, the day of the ar- 
rival of Prince Henri in France. The 
prince replied to the count’s demand by 
telegram, maintaining the right of a 
traveler to record his experiences. 

The official account then describes the 
@rrangements for the duel, gives the 
names of the respective seconds and 
says: At their first interview they 
e@greed that the encounter was inevit- 
able. By common accord the conditions 
were settled as follows: 

The weapon to be the duelling sword; 
each combatant to use that of his own 
country, but the blades to be of equal 
length; either combatant being at liberty 
to maintain the ground he gains and 
each to be allowed the space of 15 meters 
within which to advance or retire; cach 
assault to continue four minutes; the 
combat to be resumed in the positions 
occupied and only to be terminate on 
the decision of the four seconds or the 
advice of the doctor, when one of the 
adversaries is manifestly in a state of 
inferiority; the conduct of the meeting 
to be entrusted alternately to the two 
parties, lots being drawn at commence- 
ment. 

This latter feature of the arrangement 
was due to the formal objection of the 
seconds of Prince Henri of Orleans to 
the direction of the encounter by a fifth 
party. At a later meeting the seconds 
decided upon the rendezvous. 

The proces-verbal then proceeds to de- 
scribe the encounter. It saysthatinthe 
first assault Prince Henri was hit in the 
right breast, though the weapon did not 
penetrate beyond the subcutaneous cel- 
jular tissue. On the strength of the re- 
port of the doctors the seconds decided 
that the combat must go on. 

The second assault was stopped, be- 
cause the combatants came into ciose 
quarters. 

In the third assault the Count of Turin 
was hit in the back of the right hand, 
but the weapon did not penetrate be- 
yond the subcutaneous cellular tissue. 

In the fourth assault the umpire, Major 
Leontieff, declared that the sword of 
Prince Henri was bent and stopped the 
engagement long enough to furnish his 
royal highness with a new weapon, In 
the fifth assault the combatants again 
got into close quarters and were im- 
mediately stopped, Prince Henri, ina 
counter blow, being hit In the right lower 


region of the abdomen. ‘The doctors un 
both sides examined the wound and de- 
clared that Prince Henri was rendered 
by it clearly inferior to his antagonist, 
Major Leontieff and M. Mourichon pro- 
posed that the combat be stopped, and 
this was done by common accord. While 
his wound was being dressed, Prince 
Henri, raising himself upon the ground, 
extended his hand to the Count of Turin, 
saying, “Allow me, monseigneur, to 
shake hands with you.” The count ex- 
tended his hand. 

The physicians present were Dra. 
Toupet and Hartmann on behalf of 
Prince Henri and Dr. Carle on behalf of 
the Count of Turin. This account of the 
fighting was signed by the seconds. 

The details of the duel show that the 
encounter was very sharp and deter- 
mined. Immediately on the crossing of 
swords Prince Henri vigorously pressed 
his adversary. The Count of Turin re- 
Mreated to the limit of the ground, and 
then resuming the offensive touched his 
opponent. The third and fourth as- 
saults ended in long engagements 
within guard. The Temps says that the 
wound in the abdomen of Prince Henri 
is serious, but not alarming. Had the 
Count of Turin’s steel gone half a centl- 
metre deeper the intestines would have 
been perforated. 

The Count of Turin, accompanied by 
his seconds, left Paris for Italy yester- 
fay afternoon. He was not experienc- 
Ing any special distress from his wound. 

The seconds of Prince Henri of Or- 
leans were M. De Leontieff, governor 
general of the equatorial provinces of 
Abyssinia, and M. Raoul Mourichon. 
The Count of Turin'’s were General 
Count Avagadro Di Quinto and the 
Marquis Carlo Di Ginori, 


Italians Exult, 

Rome, Aug. 16.—The news of the result 
of the duel was received here with the 
greatest enthusiasm. Crowds filled the 
streets, cheering for the Count of Turin 
and the army and calling upon the bands 
in the public squares to play the royal 
hymn. 

Many of the houses are decorated with 
flags in honor of the result, and all the 
newspapers issued special editions giv- 
ing details of the encounter. 

Extra guards have been mounted at 
the French embassy and consulate.

family from all parts of Italy, and many 
have been received from abroad, 

The general belief is that King Hum- 
bert must have acquiesced in the count’s 
action. It is unlikely that any dip- 
lomatic complications will ensue, 

Emperor William has telegraphed the 
count his warmest congratulations, At 
the principal cafes, champaign flows 
freely in toasts to the Count of Turin, 
Whose popularity is boundless,

Small Cyclone at Athol.

Striking Miners Are Awaiting Result of InJunc- 9 oi aempamaa 


tion Hearing Today. 

Pittsburg, Aug. 16.—A leadened sky 
and fitful showers contributed to the feel- 
ing of depression which existed at the 
miners’ camps and Turtle and Plum 
Creeks yesterday. The men huddled to- 
gether under the commissary tents and, 
having nothing else to do, put inthe time 
emoking and discussing the strike in all 
its phases. The spirit of aggressive- 
ness, however, has largely died out. The 
fame grim determination to stick it 
out until starvation brings defeat or 
victory is apparent, but there are no 
propositions to attain their end by force 
or to gocontrary to the sheriff's orders. 

There was no marching yesterday. 
This has been the usual custom at all 
the camps of Sundays, but even if it Rad 
been otherwise the strict orders of the 
strike leaders would have prevented 
them. Sunday has usually been used by 
the men to do missionary work among 
the working miners. None of them at- 
tempted to see any of them, however, 
and kept severely away from the com- 
pany houses. 

The march into Westmoreland county 
will begin as soon as the injunction is 
settled in court. Much anxiety Is ex- 
pressed as to the outcome. The men 
stake everything on their ability toshow 
the right to assemble and march on the 
public roads. 

There was a large mass meeting at 
Plum Creek. About 1000 strikers and 
20 miners from the Plum Creek mine were 
present. Speeches were made by Pres- 
Ident Ratchford, Samuel Gompers, James 
R. Sovereign and the local leaders. The 
meeting was orderly and there was no 
interference from the deputies. 

Evictions from the company houses 
have begun. One family has already been 
evicted and their household goods are 
on the roadside near Centre. Itis prob- 
eble that more evictions will take place 
today.

Big Cotton Crop Assared. 

New Orleans, Aug. 16.—H. M. McNell, 
the well known cotton statistican, has 
issued a circular on the growing crop. 
After referring to the correctness of his 
estimates made in July, 1894, of the 
crop of the season, Mr. McNeil says: 
“At this moment for this year, the prom- 
ise is equal to any previous year inevery 
State but Texas, and on the present 
acreage, even allowing that Texas should 
fall short of her maximum production per 
acre by 1,000,000 bales the, cotton outlook 
is for a crop of at least 9,750,000, with 
600,000 to 1,000,000 within the range of 
possibilities. This figure of 9,750,000 is 
really very conservative, for a product 
per acre outside of Texas equal to 1894- 
95 would give 7,350,000 bales, and a max- 
imum for Texas woutd be 3,950,000 bales, 
from which, allowing 1,000,000 off, you 
would have a crop of 10,000,000 bales. 
The crop is now so far advanced from re- 
cent rains and heat that it will reach ma- 
turity and be independent of frost at 
an unusually early date, and should be 
soon have good rains in Texas, her crop 
also would be near perfection, and the 
possibilities for the total crop would then 
be something enormous.” 


Drowned at Atlantic City. 

Atlantic City, Aug. 16.—Two venture- 
some bathers were drowned in the surf 
here yesterday. They were Thomas C. 
Laswell, aged 21 years, of Princeton, 
Ind., and an unknown man supposed to 
be an excursionist from Philadelphia, 
Young Laswell came here yesterday on 
his first visit to the seashore. Laswell 
seemed to be unaware of the dangerous 
undertow and got beyond his depth. The 
life guards made a brave effort to save 
the drowning man, but the surf was so 
heavy that they were unable to reach 
him. Laswell struggled in the water for 
about 15 minutes in full view of about 
10,000 people. The body afterwards came 
ashore. The second drowning occurred 
at about 3 o'clock, and the body had not 
come ashore up to a late hour last night. 
The surf was the heaviest of the season, 
owing to a gale which prevailed, and be- 
tween 25 and 30 persons were rescued, 

Mississippi Senator Dead. 

Jackson, Miss., Aug. 16.—The remains 
of the late Senator James Z. George, who 
died at Mississippi City Saturday, 
reached this city yesterday and were met 
at the railroad station by an immense 
crowd. A line of march was formed 
and the remains conveyed to the ro- 
tunda of the capitol, where they lie tn 
state under military guard. Immedi- 
ately after the remains were placed on 
the flowery bier in the capitol the lid of 
the coffin was removed and a continu- 
ous throng of people passed in line to 
view for the last time the face of the 
dead senator. Today the remains of 
the late senator will be taken to Carrol- 
ton, Miss., for burial by the side of his 
wife, who died only a few weeks ago,

HEAVY TAX ON MINERS 


Dominion Cabinet Demands a Per 
Cent of Gold Dug In Klondyke- 


Two Steamers Start With One 
Thousand Men 


March to the Yukon. 


Ottawa, Aug. 16.—The Official Gazette, 
just issued, publishes new regulations | 
for the Klondyke region, which have 
been formulated by the Dominion cab- 
inet. They are in substance as follows: | 

“That upon all gold mined on the} 
claims referred to in the regulation for | 
the government of placer mining along 
the Yukon river and its tributaries a/| 
royalty of 10 per cent shall be levied and 
collected by officers to be appointed for 
the purpose, provided that the amout 
mined and taken from a single claim 
does not exceed $500 per week, and in case 
the amount mined and taken from any 
single claim exceeds $500 per week there 
shall be levied and collected a royalty 
of 10 per cent upon the amount so taken 
cut, up to $500, and upon the excess or 
amount taken from any single claim over 
$500 per week there shall be levied and 
collected a royalty of 20 per cent, such 
royalty to form part of the consolidated | 
revenue and to be accounted for by the 
officers who collect the same in due 
course, 

“That the times and manner in which 
such royalty shall be collected and the | 
persons who shall collect the same shall 
be provided for by regulations to be 
made by the gold commissioner, and 
that the gold commissioner be and is 
hereby given authority to make such 
regulations and rules accordingly. 

“That default In payment of such 
royalty, if continued for 10 days after 
notice has been posted upon the claimin 
respect of which it is demanded, or in 
the vicinity of such claim, by the gold | 
commissioner or his agent, shall be fol- 
lowed by the cancellation of the claim. 

“That any attempt to defraud the} 
crown by withholding any part of the 
revenue thus provided for by making 
false statements of the amount taken} 
out may be punished by cancellation of 
the claim, in respect of which fraud or 
false statements have been committed 
or made; and that in respect of facts as 
to such fraud or false statement or non- 
payment of royalty, the decision of the 
gold commissioner shall be final.” 

The regulations governing the disposal 
of placer mining claims along the Yukon 
river and its tributaries are amended so 
that entry can only be granted for al- 
ternate claims, own as Creek claims, 
bench claims, bar ¢ ings and dry dig- | 
gings, and that the other alternate! 
claims be reserved for the crown to be | 
disposed of by public auction or in such 
manner as may be decided by the min- 
ister of the intertor.

A HANDYESS EDITOR. 


Artificial Hands Serve Him as 
‘ Real Ones. 
Alabama can boast of an editor of a 
daily newspaper who is minus both 
hands, yet writes practically all the 
copy that is printed in his paper. 
The march of science and invention 
and the energy of William J. Blan, 
editor of the Troy (Ala. ) Daily Messen- 
ger, have combined to produce this ap- 
ent phenomenon. 
ee Blan served in the Confederate 
army and came through without a 
wound. But 12 years ago a Confederate 
veteran’s reunion was held at Troy, 


Well as 


and among other things the old ex-sol- | 


diers indulged in a sham battle. Mr. 
Blan was detailed to load and fire one 
of the cannons. During the mock battle 
the cannon exploded prematurely, and 
the heavy charge of powder and wad- 
ding blew both of his hands off—the 
left just above the wrist, the other sev- 
eral inches farther up the arm. 

At this time Mr. Blan was owner of 
The Weekly Messenger, which he had 
bought in 1878 and had succeeded in 
putting on its feet by hard work. He 
had a large family of young children, 
and, like all other newspaper people in 


this part of the land, he had lived 
pretty well up to his income. He knew | 
no line of business excepting newspaper | 


work, and a man without either hand 
is ordinarily not very available about a 
newspaper office. He determined not 


to allow his usefulness to depart with | 


the loss of his hands, however, and as 


soon as he had recovered sufficiently | 


from his injuries to give the matter his 
attention he had made an artificial 
right hand and a half forearm, ; 
It isasimple but ingenious contriv- 
ance. The artificial part of the arm is 


arranged so as to be securely fastened 


to the stump of the right arm left by | 


the explosion. The hand, which is cov- 
ered by a glove, appears perfectly nat 
ural in shape and holds a pen or pencil 
as gracefully as any editor’s natural 
hand. A stranger seeing Mr. Blan at 
work at his desk would never imagine 
that the hand was not a real one, with 
blood circulating through it, so thor- 
oughly has the editor got its operations 
under his control. 

By means of a cord, which passes 


from his artificial arm up his right coat | 


sleeve, then across his back, then down | 


his left coat sleeve to the end of the re- 
mainder of his 


left arm, Mr. Blan is | 


enabled to close the fingers of his arti- | 
ficial hand and grasp his pen. By keep- | 


ing his left elbow bent the tension on 
the string is continued and the artificial 
fingers hold the pen tightly, while the 
editor controls its course over the white 


paper by a movement of the upper arm | 


and shoulder.

ease, and more rapidly and legibly than 


the average man of his age who has | 


two good hands, For ten years he bas 
written with this mechanical hand 
practically all of the editorials and a 
very large amount of the local and ad- 
yertising matter that has gone into his 
paper. About six years ago Mr. Blan 
developed his weekly into a daily and 
has been successful beyond his expecta- 
tions.

Now THAT the Council has authorized 
the Mayor to request the Railroad Com- 
missioners to designate the time when it 
will be convenient for them to give a 
hearing on the celebrated Wollaston fence 
case at City Hall, it behooves the citizens 
of that place to unite on some feasible plan 
and not to appear before the Commis- 
sioners with as many ideas for the elimina- 
tion of the trouble as there are speakers 
on the question at issue, 

It is possible that the counsel for the 
New Haven will claim at the hearing that 
fence is only a temporary siructure; that 
as soon as the corporation extends its two 
additional tracks there will be no further 
trouble, etc. That would be _per- 
fectly agreeable to the petitioners provided 
the tracks were going to be put through 
this fall. It is more than probable that 
they will not be. 

The petitioners desire to have something 
done before cold weather sets in andj ice 
and snow collect on the long flight of steps. 
One of the cheapest and most feasible 
plans which has come to our attention is 
the one suggested by President Bryant of 
the Council. Itisthat a gate«be set in 
the fence about opposite Boynton & Rus- 
sell’s store. Have this gate locked except 
at say five cr ten minutes before train 
time when an attendant can unlock it and 
allow passengers to pass through to the 
depot or trains. This would eliminate the 
grade crossing at the place, which was one 
of the chief reasons why the road wanted a 
fence put up and allow passengers access 
to the station without climbing the hill. 

There is reason to believe that amicable 
arrangement will soon be arrived at which 
will be satisfactory to all parties con- 
cerned,

The public have not yet recovered from 
their surprise over the fact that a street 
railway location has been granted through 
Wollaston and over a portion of Adams 
street, but the company having built part 
of the grant by the selectmen of 1888 the 
whole probably holds, and the company has 
locations in other streets that have not 
been built upon as will be seen by a tran- 
script of the records of the Selectmen of 
1888, Messrs. William A. Hodges, William 
N. Eaton and Walter H. Ripley, viz: 

At a meeting of the hoard of Select- 
men held Feb, 7, 1888, all members being 
present. the following vote was passed: 

Voted,—To grant a permit to the peti- 
tioners of the Quincy & Boston street rail- 
way company, John Q. Adams and others, 
a location of tracks as follows: 

Beginning on the Neponset bridge (so 
called) at the line between the Town of 
Quincy and the City of Boston, thence 
running along the easterly side of Hancock 
street to Squantum street, thence running 
along the westerly side of Hancock street 
to Saville street, thence along the center of 
Hancock street to Granite street, thence 
along the northerly or westerly side of 
Granite street to Copeland street, thence 
along the northerly side of Copeland street 
to Centre street, thence along the easterly 
or southerly side of Copeland street to 
Cemetery (now Crescent,) thence along the 
northerly side of Cemetery street, to Wil- 
lard street, thence along the westerly side 
of Willard street to Robertson street, 
thence on the northerly or westerly side of 
Robertson street to Adams street, thence 
along the southerly side of Adams street 
to Beale street, thence along the northerly 
side of Beale street to Farrington street, 
thence along the easterly side of Farrington 


street to Squantum street, thence along 
the southerly side of Squantum street to 
Hancock street, to point of connection on 


Hancock street. 
Also beginning at the intersection of 


said Beale street with Farrington street, 
and running along the northerly side of 
Beale street, to Newport avenue, thence 
along the easterly side of Newport avenue 
to Adams street, thence along the easterly 
side of Adams street to the point of con- 
nection on Hancock street. 

Permission is also granted for such side- 
ings, turnouts, spur tracks and turntables 
necessary to enable the corporation to 
operate said road. 


Also permission was granted to use such 
motive power on its tracks as is authorized 
by the general laws of the Commonwealth. 

The portion of the location beginning at 
the intersection of Granite and Copeland 
street thence running through Copeland 
street to Cemetery street is hereby granted 
as petitioned for with the following re- 
strictions: That said Quincy & Boston 
street railway shall not enter upon said 
portion of the location for the purpose of 
laying tracks before the first day of June, 
1888, 

Said restriction only applies to the 
portion of the location lying between the 
intersection of Granite and Copeland 
streets and the intersection of Cemetery 
and Copeland streets, and to no other 
portion of the location granted to said 
street railway company. 

The Quincy & Boston street railway 
company shall leave the streets in a satis- 
factory condition to the Selectmen and 
Road Commissioners,

SQUANTUM HISTORY. 


“Squantum Head” is the 
Name and Suits Generally.

Squantum Head for the promontory at 
Squantum, but would have no serious 
objection to Squantum Park for the public 
ground. 


The history of Squantum is very inter- | 


esting. Upon the l:vel fields of tbe Titus 
farm on the East shore it is said the 
Apostle Eliot preached to the Indians, who 
came from miles around to listen to him. 
Oo the small knoll covered with pines and 
cedars on the right of the road halfway to 
Squantum, is the spot upon which Chicka- 
tawbut, the Sachem of the Massachusetts 
{ndians is said to have had his wigwam. 
This knoll called Moswetusket is in the 
shape of an Indian arrow head, and if 
viewed from a distance makes with the 
headland of Squantum a perfect Indian 
arrow. 

Any one interested in the history of 
Squantum is urged to read Hon. Charles 
F, Adams’ “ Three Episodes of Massachu- 
setts History’’ Vol. I, pages 1 to 45, in 
which a full account of this interesting 
history is given. 

Mr. Adams says, after Myles Standish 
and his men, guided by the Indian Squanto, 
landed at Squantum Head on Sept. 39, 
1621. ‘*The peninsula has always re- 
tained its original name perpetuating the 
memory of the Indian interpreter who 
guided the first party of Europeaus who 
set foot upon it. The name by some is 
said to be good, although the word itself 
wou d seem to imply a god of wrath. But 
it is certain that Squantum has been 
known by that name ever since the first 
European lived near it and that it practi- 
cally does perpetuate the memory of the 
Indian guide and not that of an Indian 
deity.”

Sewer on Copeland Street. 

The Copeland street section of the sewer, 
which was commenced some weeks ago by 
Messrs. Brine of Hyde Park, will be com- 
pleted under the direction of the Sewer 
Commissioners, The contract with Messrs. 
Brine provided that they should employ 
none but citizens of Quincy. 

The Commissioners had difficulty in 
making the contractors live up to their 
part of the contract, although some few 
days ago Mr. Brine showed a representative 
of the LEDGER bis time book from which 
he stated he had employed 56 Quincy citi- 
zens and 16 non-residents. These stitc- 
ments were found to be somewhat exagger- 
ated and last week the Sewer Commissior- 
ers refused to give the contractors any 
more grades and ordered them to stop 
work. They did not ttop however, and 
Saturday a notice was served upon them 
through Police of Chief Hayden and work 
was immediately stopped. 

The contractors were given an oppor- 
tunity to go on and complete the work, 
according to contract, but they have not 
done so, 

The Sewer Commissioners held a special 
meeting Tuesday evening at which it was 
decided to terminate the contract, A no- 
tice therefore will be served upon Messrs, 
Brine stating that as they have abandoned 
the contract, it has been terminated and 
that the city will be obliged to finish it. 

Up to the present time a lit le more 
than half of the section has been com- 
pleted. It is probable that work will be 
resumed Thursday morning under the 
direction of the Sewer Commissioners,

GENERAL SWAIM DEAD 


Hero of Many Battles Succumbs to 
Bright’s Disease, 


Ex-Judge Advocate of United 
States Army. 


Lifelong Friend of James A. Garfield---His 
One Mistake. 


Washington, Aug. 18.—General David 
G. Swaim, retired, ex-advocate general 
of the United States army, died here yes- 
terday of bright’s disease. 

General Swaim was born in Salem, O., 
Dec. 22, 1834. He came of a family rep- 
resented in all of the early wars of the 
United States, conspicuously in the war 
of 1812, His father was the friend of 
Joshua R. Giddings, Salmon P. Chase 
and other advanced political thinkers of 
the day, and was one of the few men who 
organized the Free Soil party in Ohio. 

General Swaim received an academic 
education, studied law and began prac- 
tice at Salem. On the outbreak of the 
war he entered the volunteer service 4s 
a lieutenant, rising rapidly to the rank 
of major and brevet colonel when mus- 
tered out in 1866. He served throughout 
the war, participating in many memor- 
able engagements, and being for a time 
on the staff of General Thomas. After 
the war he was attached to the regular 
army as major and judge advocate. In 
the latter capacity he distinguished him- 
self in cases involving the constitution- 
ality of the reconstruction acts of con- 
‘gress, tried before the United States 
courts of Mississippi. 

On Feb. 18, 1878, President Hayes ap- 
pointed him judge advocate general of 
the army with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral. He was the trusted friend of and 
companion of President Garfield, and 
attended him through the long hours 
that preceded his untimely death. In 
1884 he was accused of giving evasive 
answers to the secretary of war regard- 
ing a private transaction, tried by court- 
martial and acquitted of fraudulent 
practices, but convicted of conduct pre- 
judicial to good order and discipline. 
The sentence imposed by the military 
court was disapproved. The court then 
sentenced General Swaim to suspension 
from rank and duty on half pay for 12 
years. This brought the expiration of 
his sentence and the date of his retire- 
ment the year (1896). General 
Swaim sued in the court of claims to re- 
cover his full pay, the court deciding 
that the evidence showed no offense, but 
that the court of claims had no jurisdic- 
tion to review court-martial proceed- 
ings. The case went to the supreme 
court on appeal and was decided ad- 
versely. 

Dec. 3, Secretary Lamont, by di- 
rection of the president, remitted the un- 
expired portion of his sentence and re- 
etored him to all the rights and privi- 
leges of his office. He preferred not to 
take up his official duties on account of 
il] health and remained on the active list 
waiting his retirement, which took place 
Dec. 22,

Washington. He leaves a widow and 
one child, the wife of L. L. Thompson of 
this city. 


Coal Operators Are Angry. 

Cleveland, Aug. 18.—The operators of 
the Pennsylvania coal mines held a con- 
ference in this city yesterday. It was 
determined that mines in the Pittsburg 
district should be worked and operated 
without further delay on the grounds 
that the miners have taken a high handed 
position; that nothing but an unreason- 
able price for mining will satisfy their 
demand and that they have been unwill- 
ing to treat the operators on fair grounds, 
also that there is no course left dygen 
to the operators at this time. It was 
determined that all coal sold at the 54 
cent basis of mining this year must be 
mined at that price. No change inthe 
price of mining will be considered until 
the contracts made at the 54 cent basis 
of mining are filled and the uniformity 
agreement is complete. At least three- 
fourths of the tonnage of the Pittsburg 
district was represented at the confer- 
ence, and all were unanimous and agreed, 
if necessSry, to forcibly resume opera- 
tions, with the exception of M. A. Hanna 
& Co, 


Old Counterfeits. 

Washington, Aug. 18.—There were pre- 
sented to the treasury department yés- 
terday for redemption two $1000 7-30 
notes of the issue of June 15, 1865. The 
persons making the presentation were 
a business firm of Louisville. Upon ex- 
amination the notes were found to be 
ccunterfeits, being a part of a very large 
issue of counterfeit notes which ap- 
reared in the principal bond markets 
about 1865 and 1867. Theimitation of the 
genuige is so complete that many of the 
principal dealers in United States secur!- 
ties purchased them freely and only 
discovered that they had been victim- 
ized when the notes were thrown out by 
the authorities@t Washington. Theloss 
to bankers and dealers through this 
counterfeit amounted probably to sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars. 


Choked His Father to Death. 

Binghampton, N. Y., Aug. 18.—Frank 
Dickinson, aged about 60 years, was 
merdered by his son at Cortland last 
night. Mr. Dickinson and his gon, 
Leroy, quarreled. Finally the younger 
Dickinson caught his father by the 
throat and choked him to death. The 
young man claims that he did not intend 
to kill his father. He claims his father 
threatened to do him violence and he 
grappled with him. He succeeded in 
catching the old man by the throat and 
held him more firmly than he intended. 
The son was arrested and is now in cus- 
tody. 


Canadian Boat Again Victorious, 

Montreal, Aug. 18.—In a wind that 
blew fully 20 miles an hour and in a 
heavy sea, Glencairn II yesterday won 
her second race over the Momo. One 
more win—and with the stiff breeze 
likely to prevail today there would seem 
but little doubt of this outecome—and the 
Seawanhaka-Corinthian challenge cup 
will remain in Canada for still another 
year.

Their Visit to Ireland. 

Dublin, Aug. 18.—The Duke and Duch- 
ess of York arrived here today to pay 
d visit to Ireland. They 
are the guests of Earl Cadogan, lord lleu- 
tenant of Ireland, and Countess Cado- 
gan, and will be entertained at the vice 
regal lodge. The city is lavishly dec- 
orated in honor of the royal visitors. 

The visit is in a sense official, as rep- 
resenting the queen's concession to oft 
repeated Irish grumbling at royal 
slight to the Emerald Isle.”

Klondvke Steamer Delayed. 

Seattle, Wash., Aug. 18 The steamer 
Humboldt, which was to have sailed for 
€t. Michaels, Alaska, with 350 passen- 
gers and 400 tons of freight, destined for 
Dawson City, is in the hands of United 
States deputy marshals. When the boat 
was about to sail yesterday the passen- 
gers discovered that a large amount of 
their freight was to be left on the dock. 
They were very angry and held a mass 
meeting. Mayor Wood of Seattle, who 
is manager of the boat, was called upon 


| to explain and promised that those whe 


left provisions would be properly cared 
for, and that the goods would be shipped 
on the next boat. This did not suit the 
crowd, which demanded a guarantee. 
Arthur Seymour of Haverhill, Mass., 
made a speech demanding that the rights 
of those who had paid for tickets and 
freight be conserved. Incidentally he 
said that he supposed there were those 
in the crowd who would like to hang the 
mayor. His words had an explosive ef- 
fect, but he managed to restore order, 
and a committee was appointed to ad- 
just matters. At this point it was an- 
nounced that John Galivan of Spokane 
had libelled the steamer. Matters bid 
fair to be settled so that the steamer will 
get away today. 


Canada IF endly to Miners, 

Washington, Aug. 18.—It is not believed 
by officials of the government that any 
serious hardships will be imposed by 
Canada upon American miners in the 
Klondyke gold regions. Itis pointed out 
that it would be difficult to enforce any 
serious impositions upon the miners. 
Such a course might result in retaliation 
enforced by the United States so as to 
make it almost impossible for the Can- 
adians to go or to return from the Klon 
dyke country. If this country should 
prevent Canadian officials from entering 
the Klondyke country through American 
territory, they would be obliged to reach 
the country over thousands of miles of 
unexplored country. While it is said 
that there has been no correspondence 
bearing directly on the point of imposi- 
tions upon American miners, there is 
an intimation that Canada desires to be 
very friendly as to the Northwestern 
conditions, and that there is a disposition 
to co-operate, so as to further the in- 
terests of all concerned. It is said that 
in imposing the 10 per cent royalty on 
the gold output equally on Canadians 
and Americans, the United States can 
have no cause for complaint. 


Advice te Canadian Press, 

Ottawa, Aug. 18.—The minister of rail- 
ways, Hon. A. G. Blair, was ask d yes- 
terday as to what he thought of the al- 
leged attempt to construe section 22 of 
the Dingley bill so as to make It operate 
severely against Canadian railways. In 
reply the minister said that he did not 
think it was the intention of the con- 
gress to enlarge the scope of the section 
from what it appeared ih tne Wilson 
act. The language used in the amend- 
ment undoubtedly made it a little 
broader, but he did not think it was in- 
tended to apply to railways, although 
perhaps it was capable of that interpre- 
tation. He advised the Canadian press 
to keep cool about the matter, because 
he added, it would be time enough for 
Canadians to adopt a line of action when 
the authorities at Washington inter- 
preted the clause as some interested 
parties were anxious to have it inter- 
preted. 


Searcity of Seals Reported. 

Washington, Aug. 18.—Captain Shoe- 
maker, the chief of the revenue cutter 
service, has received a report from Cap- 
tain Hooper, commanding the Bering 
sea patrol fleet, in which he says that 
on July 6 the Grant landed Professor 
Stejeneger, the American seal commis- 
sioner, on Commander islands, where 
the British ship Linet was found with 
Commissioner Barret-Hamilton on 
board. The British ship Rainbow, with 
Commissioner d'Arcy Thompson, was 
expected In a few-days. A scarcity of 
seals is reported on the Commander isl- 
ands, and very few have been seen in the 
sea going or coming. The report also 
States that owing to the scarcity of seals 
the low prices offered by dealers and the 
high price demanded by the Indian 
hunters the majority of the British 


Columbia sealing fleet will not fit out 
this season.

MAKING OZONE, 


It Is Greatly Simplified by a New Inven- 
tion—Uses of Ozone, 

Ozone is one of the most interesting 
and remarkable of electrical products. 
Although it enters more largely into 
many industrial processes than is gen- 
erally known, its usefulness has been 
greatly restricted on account of its com- 
paratively high cost of production. This 
obstacle now appears to have been re- 
moved by an invention of E. Andreoli. 
The most formidable difficulty to be 
surmounted in producing large quanti- 
ties of ozone has been thé heat of the 
discharges which generated it. As the 
temperature rose the glass which sep- 
arated the metallic electrodes lost its 
dielectric or nonconductive properties 
and gradually became a conductor. 
After awhile the current would begin 
to pass through the glass, which would 
crack, and the apparatus would cease 
to work. In Mr. Andreoli’s invention 
the electrodes are simply boxes through 
which cold air or a cooling liquid may 
circulate. As they are long and narrow 
their ‘‘point bearing’’ surface is very 
large and active, and a large quantity 
of ozone is given off. 

How farreaching the utility of this 
invention must be is seen in @ list of 
some of the applications which have 
been made of ozone, even under the 
hampering influence of its high cost of 
manufacture. It is extensively pre- 
scribed, both here and in Europe, in the 
treatment of ulcerous wounds and in 
the cure of consumption and other dis- 
eases. It is employed in the manufac- 
ture of aerated waters, in the purifica- 
tion of beer casks and in the destruction 
of the ferments which cause diseases of 
beer, in the manufacture of ‘‘degras’’ 
for the leather industries, in the prep- 
aration of wood for muking musical in- 
struments, cabinet and carriage work, 
in the bleaching of linen cloths and 
yarns, in the bleaching of starch, in 
the vinegar industry, in the decolora- 
tion of molasses, sirups and moist 
sugar, in the preparation of drying oils 
and the manufacture of linoleum, in 
the preparation of a disinfectant by 
ozonizing turpentine, in the steriliza- 
tion of water, in the operations of 
bleaching in conjunction with other 
agents and in the maturing of spirits 
and wines. 


How the Japs Are Changing. 

Some astonishing changes in the 
physical type of races as a result of in- 
tercourse with foreigners have been 
pointed out by M. Albert Gauttard to 
the French Ethnographic society. The 
Japanese who, since the revolution of 
1568, have been rapidly adopting Euro- 
pean modes of life are losing the eocen- 
tricity of their eyes and the prominence 
of their cheek bones, while recently 
born children have less flattened noses 
than their ancestors, with a skin not so 
yellow. Europeans settling in Japan, 
on the other hand, gradually lose the 
rosy color of their skin and tend to ac- 
quire an eccentricity in the eye. An- 
other instance is reported by Adhemar 
Leclere, who has observed in Cambodia 
a striking change in his countrymen, 
the French residents soon beginning to 
acquire the type and the gait of the 
natives. 


Metric System, 

Like many other good things, the 
metric system has a hard time in arriy- 
ing, but is sure sooner or later to get 
here. It would mix the present genera- 
tion up terribly, but think of the long 
procession of generations yet unborn 
that would rise and callus blessed if 
we should only allow ourselves to be 
more or less confused for a time, that 
the future inhabitants of our country 
might measure and weigh their numer- 
vus articles of commerce by a sys- 
tem that could be understood without 
months and even years of study. The 
adoption of the metric system isa gift 
we owe to posterity. For nearly every- 
thing we have and are we are indebted 
to the past. Are we not willing on our 
part to make so small a sacrifice for the 
good of the future?—Spatula. 


A Miniature Railroad, 

John W. Shriver, a young man, par- 
tially crippled and now living in Den- 
ver, has built a diminutive practical 
locomotive, or, in fact, we might say a 
complete railroad. It is now running 
aud carrying children every day. The 
engine weighs 450 pounds. Its length, 
with tender, is 6 feet 74g inches. The 
cylinders are 11g inches diameter by 
inches stroke, and the driving 
wheels 8 inches diameter.

Not Half Told. 

New York, Aug. 19.—E. G. H. Bowker 
of Dawson City, Alaska, who arrived 
here Monday from the Klondyke region, 
is interested in 11 claims, and brought 
with him $90,000 in gold nuggets and 
dust, the result of a year’s work. He 
has been in the Yukon river country 
since 1887, having gone there with Lieu- 
tenant Frederick A. Schw atka, the 
Arctic explorer. e 

Mr. Bowker said that the richness of 
the Klondyke gold fields has not been 
exaggerated in the least, and, in fact, 
not one-half has been told of the mineral 
wealth there, but, on the other hand, 
only the faintest idea had been conveyed 
through the newspapers and by the let- 
ters of the frightful hardships which 
those persons who go to the Yukon river 
district must endure. 

“No adequate idea can be formed of 
the privations and sufferings which those 
must endure who go to that part of the 
world,” he said. “The bleakness and 
inhospitatility can hardly be imagined. 
Just think of being obliged to sle« pon 
six inches of soggy moss, which rests on 
two feet of ice, the ice melting by the heat 
of your body,” he said. ‘That is one of 
the things that one may have to put 
up with. Jt may not seem to be sucha 
Bevere ordeal to those her at home in 
the states, who have the ordinary 
comforts of civilization, for they don't 
realize what it means, but when the y 
find themselves actually undergoing the 
experience, with no possible escape, the 
enthusiasm will undergo a decided cool- 
ing process in more than one way. 

“There are scores of creeks along the 
Yukon that have never been prospected, 
and which, no doubt, will be found quite 
as rich as those already discovered, 
but before the gold can be got out ex- 
periences must be gone through with and 
hardships and sufferings endured that 
but few men, especially if they happen 
to be “‘tenderfeet,” have any conception 
of.” 


New Map of Klondyke,. 

Washington, Aug. 19.—Superintendent 
Duffield of the coast survey yesterday 
received the proof of the new govern- 
ment map of the Klondyke region. It is 
cn an enlarged scale, with the gold reg- 
ion as the main objective point, and this 
entire locality is given without reference 
to the remoter parts of Alaska and the 
Arctic region.

PANIC AT CONSTANTINOALE, 


Bomb Explosions at Three Different Points At+ 
tributed to Armenians. 

Constantinople, Aug. 19.—The city is 
almost in a panic over the news of bomb 
explosions, attempted or accomplished 
yesterday afternoon at three different 
points. The explosions ure atuibuted 
to the Armenians. A bomb was throwa 
just outside the police headquarters in 
the Pera district. it failed to explode. 

Almost at the sam? moment an Ar- 
menian, whose nari¢ it believed is 
Garabet, was arresicd at *he imperial 
Ottoman bank in tie Galata district. He 
Was carrying a packase of explosives, 
which he was trying toignit-. 

A second bomb was explo:led ina pri- 
vate road between the Vizierate (offi- 
ces of the grand vizier) and the state 
council house. One man was killed and 
several others were severly W ounded. 
The explosion shattered windows In the 
vicinity and did other slight damage. 

The police have made a number of ar- 
rests. Reports of the outrages spre ad 
quickly through the clty and caused the 
greatest excitement. The pulice and the 
guards at the sultan's palace are taking 
extraordinary precaution, which have 
given color to @ ru’nor that the bomb 
throwing is part of a widespread plot. 

The most abject terror prevails in the 
precincts of the palace. In many parts 
of the city, particularly ir the vicinity 
of the police headquarters and of the 
state council house, all the shops were 
closed, and it was o@cersary to call cut 
the entire police force and the military 
before anything like calm was réstored. 

The Armenian who was arrested at the 
Imperial Ottoman bank was trying, it Is 
reported, to place the bundle of explos- 
{ves near one the main entrances. 
The crowd who saw hirm delivers d Dy the 
bank officials to the police weuld hav 
made short work of him if they had not 
been prevented. 

The police are very reticent as to the 
reason for summoning the palace guard 
and closing all the doors and gateways, 
but it is rumored that a similar outrage 
was attempted within the palace limits, 
and that the approaches were barred to 
prevent the exit of the would-be peorpe- 
trator.

A Tariff Hearing. 

” Washington, Aug. 19.—Ex-Secretary 
Carlisie yesterday submitted to Attorney 
General McKenna a brief containing his 
views on section 22 of the new tariff act 
relating to the imposition of the 10 per 
cent discriminating duty of goods im- 
ported from foreign countries through 
contiguous territory.

According to the first of these construc- 
dions, it was designed to encourage 
American shipping interests by discrim- 
inating against goods produced in non- 
contiguous countries, and brought Intoa 
contiguous country by vessels not of the 
United States, and thence imported into 
the United States.

GOING DOWN YUKON. 


Five Hundred Klondykers Building 
Boats at Lake Lindermaa, 


Canada end Uncle Sam Agree 
on Mail Plans. 


Pouches Will Be Carried on Sleds Drawn by 
Dogs, Driven by Indians. 


Reattle, Wash., Aug. 20.—The following 
letter has just been received from a 
Klondyke correspondent: 

Lake Linderman, N. W. T., Aug. 7.—On 
lakes Linderman and Bennett there are 
nearly 500 people actively making pre- 
parations and building boats for the de- 
cent to the Kloniyke. The Skaguay 
trail is open and the first contingent 
reached Tagish lake on Thursday last, 
numbering 200 people. The trail is 
nearly 50 miies long, and horses are able 
to pack 250 pounds from salt water to 
Tagish Nearly 1000 people are In camp 
at Skaguay, and it is expected that they 
will reach the lakes in 10 days. That 
route will take nearly all the travel from 
the Dyea route, except during the winter 
and spring months. 

The opening of the Skaguay road is 
sure to cause travel to continue as late 
as Sept. 15. At present the Dyea trail 
is blocked with freight and passengers, 
and to complicate matters the Chilcoot 
Indians have struck for 20 cents a pound, 
which makes the cost of flour laid down 
at this place $1) per sack. 


Mail Loute to Be Established. 

Washington, Aug. 20.—The Canadian 
government and the United States have 
practically decided upon co-operation in 
6ugmenting the postal facilities for the 
Klondyke region, and the result Will 
shortly be evidenced in a substantial 
doubling of the mall service from the 
ecast into that district. The reply of 
Canada to Acting Postmaster General 
Shallenberger’s proposition to establish 
an exchange of mails at Circle City and 
Dawson City, reached here yesterday. 
it is a counter proposition made by Can- 
ada, the latter agreeing to perform the 
service from Dawson City down to Dyea 
by means of a contract of her own, with 
reimbursement to be made by this gov- 
ernment for its share of the service. 
This differs from this country’s propo- 
sition in that under the latter the United 
States was to let the contract and look 
to Canada for reitinbursement for the 
latter’s share. 

Canada’s proposition for carrying the 
mails one round trip a month between 
Dawson City and Dyea was formally 
accepted by Acting Postmaster General 
Shallenberger, and the Canadian gov- 
ernment notified of the action. In this 
communication this government is stated 
to be in readiness to assume Its share of 
the responsibility, and Canada is urged 
to put the service into operation af the 
earliest possible moment. Dyea, which 
is 100 miles above Juneau, on the Lynn 
canal, and Dawson City wl be declared 
international postal exchange offices. 
The British mails will be carried by the 


‘United States from Victoria, B. C., to 


Dyea. The service will bring about the 
creation of a postoffice at Dawson City, 
at Fort Cuddy and probably at other 
points. The service will be under the 
immediate gupervision of the Canadian 
mounted police. The carriers will be 
equipped with dogs and sledges, and have 
lndian drivers. The first contract will 
be for one year.

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The New Road Formally Opened 
Thursday. 


A Clambake and Speeches Features 
of the Event. 


Congratulations to the Citizens and 
Railroad. Those Present. 


The formal opening of the new exten- 
sion of the Quincy & Boston street railway 
between Atlantic and Squantum was held 
Thursday, and if it needed the formal 
opening to make the new line a success, it 
certainly will be, for the gathering of 
Thursday was one of the most successful 
of many that the road has held. 

For the opening Thursday, invitations 
bad been sent to the city governments of 
Quincy and Boston, railroad officials and 
others; and of the one hundred invitations 
issued, the larger part responded. 

A special car left Quincy centre at 2 30 
with some of the party on board, while 
others came out from Boston on the train | 
and took the car at Atlantic. 

Upon the arrival at Squantum, a half 
bour was passed in viewing the scenery 
and in hearing the history of Squantum 
repeated by those who were familiar with 
it, and they were thus occupied when the 
call came that the clambake was ready. 

The bake was a dream, words being in 
adequate to describe it. Mr. George Paw- 
sey prepared it and it was served on the 
promontory near the Myles Standish cairn. 

The menu of the bake consisted of 
chowder, clams, lobster, chicken, corn, 
sweet potatoes, frankforts, onions and

The street 
to Squantum would soon have to be 
widesed and it would be a good move re- 
sulting in an increased value of the 
property.

Hon. William S, McNary said the street E. B. 


railway, sewer, water and parks will lead 
to the growth of Quincy. These things 


should be in our own control and take 
pattern after London. Mach of Quincy’s 
growth was due to the street rallway and 
he looked to see the Quincy & Boston 
become the link by which people may reach 
the resorts along the south shore; and 
Quincy ought to have a growth in the next 
ten years which would parallel that of 
Dorchester. The relations between Bos- 
ton and Quincy shouli be made closer. 

Representative James Thompson said 
the citizens and property owners were to 
be congratulated upon the opening of this 
road as a means of access, They can con- 
gratulate themselves upon having such a 
public spirited board of railroad directors. 

The boulevard along the south shore was 
sure tocome, He also spoke of the appro- 
priation of $100,000 and he understood 
that the Park commission was now get- 
ting a release of the property from Squan- 
tum to the Blue Hill reservation. 

W. G, A. Pattee, Esq., made quite an in- 
teresting speech; giving a brief outline of 
the history of Squantum from the time 
Myles Standish came up from Plymouth, 
He looked forward to a nice progressive 
and prosperous section with the advent of 
the street railway. 

Senator James H. Flint spoke in his 
usual happy manner. His experience with 
street railways had given him an idea of 
the power and good they could do, and the 
men behind them. He believed that in 
the near fature all means of conveyance by 
cars would be by electricity. The develop- 
ment of Squantum was sure to follow 
this road. 

Edwin W. Marsh the last speaker said 
that for sixty years previous to Quincy's 
becoming a city he always attended the 
towp meetings and he remembered that 
Squantum was ever before them for an 
appropriation for the causeway. He could 
congratulate President Graham on having 
completed one more branch of his road. 
He had always heard how much the town 
had done for the street railway but he 
never admitted it. The town had given 
them nothing. It was simply a matter of 
contract. For the time the road had been 
in operation it was wonderful how trans- 
portation had increased and he had buat 
little fault to find. But little change has 
been made in Squantum for sixty years 
but now he looked for a change. He looked 
to see this knoll covered with houses and 
one church, one was enough. The trouble 
with villages was that they had too many 
churches when one was all they could 
support,

they can eat is raised on the farm ; also 
choice frult—apples, pears, strawberries, 
ete. Over 200 barrels of apples were 
raised last year,—sixty barrels of sweets. 

The Farm School has accommodations 
for 100 boys, and is full all the time; many 
applicants cannot be taken. It receives 
orphans or half orphans between the ages 
of seven and twelve who are of good moral 
character, in fair physical condition, and 
who have not been before the courts, A 
relinquishment signed by the parent or 
guardian gives the school control of the 
boy until he is twenty-one years of age. 
As arule he remsins in the school 
until he is fifteen ‘or sixteen and his 
time here is divided between study, work 
and recreation in such a manner as best to 
develop] natural aptitude and latent 
ability, strength and character that he may 
go forth equipped for the practical duties 
of life. 

The course of study completes the 
grammar school grade. The manual train- 
ing course includes mechanical drawing, 
carpentry, wood turning and wood carving; 
and all in turn are employed upon the farm 
and perform some part in the household 
duties, including cooking, baking, making 
and mending of clothing, washing, etc.

Before we left on 
this occasion they performed a few selec- 
tions in a highly creditable manner, much 
to the delight of their visitors. 

The boys have a Farm School Bank, and 
Cottage Row with its government, societies, 
etc.,which furnish practical business les- 
sons. 

They have flower patches, and raise 
beautiful flowers; and a prize is given the 
boy who has the handsomest garden. 

The school has an endowment fund of 
$100,000. The income of which, together

HOODLUMS AND LOAFERS, 


Freedom Allowed Rising Generation Is Absurd, 
Says Professor Norton. 

Ashfield, Mass., Aug. 20.—The 19th 
annual dinner in aid of Sanderson 
academy was held here yesterday. Pro- 
fessor Charles Ehot Norton of Harvard 
presided, and the other speakers haa 
Franklin MacVaigh, Chicago; Prest- 
aent Mendenhall of the Worcester ne 
technic Institute; Rev. John W. Chad- 
wick of Chesterfield and Brooklyn, Rev. 
Dr. Rondtaler of Chicago, psi a 
Thomas of the Lake Forest university 
and Rev. Mr. Pease of West Troy, N. Y. 

Professor Norton’s topic was the sup- 
pression of the village hoodlum and 
loafer and the need of more backbone on 
the part of the authorities, and he pro- 
posed the formation of organizations in 
every community that should crystalize 
the best moral sentiment of the town and 
bring it to the active support of the en- 
forcers of the law. Although a vigor- 
ous Unitarian, Professor Norton holds 
that we need a revival of puritanisin 
with the theological sermon left out, 
The murder of Mrs. Hattie E. McCloud 
of Shelburne Falls last January was 
shown to be the legitimate fruit ofa weak 
spinal column in repressing roudyism 
and worse. 

Professor Norton satd in part: 

“From all sides we hear complaint of 
the spirit of lawlessness in the rising 
generation. And there can be no doubt 
that the greater independence now al- 
lowed to the youth of both sexes than 
was the case in the past is often abused, 
and tends in many cases to degenerate 
into willful self-assertion, indifference to

There Are Over 40,000 Applications Now on 
File at Bureau.

He said that the hard times had made

Albany gets the 1898 session of the 
grand lodge, I. 0. O. F, 

Ex-Governor Boise opened the Iowa 
Democratic campaign with an address 
at Marshalltown yesterday. 

A dispatch to the London Times from 
Chakdara says that the religious leaders 
of all the tribes in the upper Swat valley 
have written to the government offering 
complete submission on any terms pro- 
posed. 

The North Atlantic squadron will sail 
from Portland, Me., for Bar Harbor at 
2 o’ clock next Monday morning.

Harry Lee of Sioux Falls, S. D., started 
on his wheel July 24, at 5 Pp. m. to break 
the record to New York. He arrived 
there at 4p. m. yesterday, having covered 
the 1784 miles in 25 days, 23 hours. The 
previous record was 30 days, 8 hours, 
claimed by Charles Foster of Kansas 
City. 

Edward Bowen, a prominent railroad 
man, died at New York yesterday. He 
was formerly vice president of the Erie 
railroad. Later he was vice ptesident 
tf the Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg 
railroad. Of late years he was con- 
nected with the Ogdensburg and Lake 
Champlain railroad. 

The Canadian policy holders in the 
Massachusetts Benefit Life association 
have obtained an order from Justice Mc- 
Mahon directing the immediate winding 
up, so far as the Canadian assets are 
concerned, of the company’s business, 
amounting approximately to $130,000.

ANSWER IS FRIENDLY. 


Secretary of State Sherman Replies 
to Japan’s Last Note. 


Right to Annex Hawaii Again 
Maintained. 


Satisfaction Expressed at Proposition to Arbi- 
trate Immigration Question. ~ 


Washington, Aug. 20.—Secretary of 
State Sherman has replied to Japan's last 
note anent the annexation of the Ha- 
walla islands by the United States. The 
answer was sent to Mr. Hoshi, the Japan- 
ese minister at Washington. 

Mr. Sherman’s answer was marked 
by its friendly expressions toward Japan, 
which gives especial satisfaction in view 
of the gomewhat strained relations re- 
sulting from the previous correspon- 
dence. Two features are brought out 
by the answer: It reiterates the po- 
sition heretofore taken by the secretary 
of state as to the right and propriety of 
annexing Hawaii to the United States. 
With this, however, is coupled an as- 
surance that the interests of Japan in 
Hawaii will be fully safeguarded. It 
also expresses satisfaction at the plan 
of arbitration between Japan and Ha- 
wali, on the question of Japanese im- 
migration to Hawail. The answer is 
largely an elaboratign of Mr. Sherman's 
former letter, and the policies expressed 
in no way differ from those previously 
laid down by him. 

Minister Hoshi has cabled the sub- 
stance of the answer to the Tokio gov- 
ernment, and the full text of the answer 
has been forwarded. It will not reach 
Japan until Sept. 7, and no action may 
be taken until the text is before the 
Japanese foreign office. The Japanese 
Fegation is reticent over the dispatch, 
although there is no effort to conceal 
the satisfaction felt over the friendly 
spirit displayed throughout Mr. Sher- 
man’s answer. The attention of the 
Tokio government has been particularly 
directed toward these expressions of 
good will.

Judgment For Widow, 

New York, Aug. 20.—By the report of 
Referee Nelson, filed yesterday, Mrs. 
Caecilia I. Yale is declared entitled to 
a judgment as administratrix of her hus- 
band, Samuel R. W. Yale, directing the 
Broadway and Seventh Avenue Rail- 
road company, to give her a new certifi- 
eate of stock in the company valued at 
$4200. The Meriden Savings bank of 
Meriden, Conn., of which Yale was sec- 
retary, was robbed on May 14, 1887, of 
$500 in cash and a number of securities, 
among which were Yale's private se- 
curities, including the railroad stock. 
The railroad company refused to issue 
new certificates lest some one might 
claim them. Yale died in 1890, and his 
widow brought suit to compel the com- 
pany to issue new certificates. 


Prosecuting Bogus Butter Dealers, 

Chicago, Aug. 20.—Prosecutions on a 
~holepaie scale will, it is said, soon be 
instituted against violators of the new 
butterine law, which prohibits the color- 
ing of imitation butter. It is claimed 
that dealers in all parts of the city are 
selling butterine and other preparations 
in open defiance of the law and with the 
mutual understanding that the matter 
is to be brought to the supreme court to 
have the law passed upon.

GOLD OF THE WORLD. 


| WHAT THE DIRECTOR OF THE MINT 
| AT WASHINGTON SAYS ASOUT IT. 
| 


The Estimated Product of the Metal For 


1897—The Influence of the Addition Will 


Be to Still Further Depreciate the Value 
of Silver. 


That gold exists in large quantities 
in the newly discovered Klondike dis- 
trict is sufficiently proved by the large 
umount recently brought out by the 
steamship companies and miners re- 
turning to the states who went into the 
district within the last eighteen months. 
So far $1,500,000 in gold from the 
Klondike district has been deposited at 
the mints and assay offices of the United 
States, and from information now at 
hand there are substantial reasons for 
believing that from #3,000,000 to 
$4,000,000 additional will be brought 
out by the steamers and returning 
miners sailing from St. Michael's the 
last of September or early October next. 
One of the steamship companies states 
that it expects to bring out about 
$2,000,000 on its steamer sailing from 
St. Michael’s Sept. 80 and has asked 
the government to have a revenue cut- 
ter act as a convoy through the Bering 
sea. In view of the facts above stated I 
am justified in estimating that the 
Klondike district will augment the 
world’s gold supply in 1897 nearly 
$6,000,000. 

The gold product of the Dominion of 
Canada for 1896, as estimated by Dr. 
G. M. Dawson, director of the geologi- 
cal survey of that country, was $2,810,- 
000. Of this sum the Yukon placers, 
within British territory, were credited 
with a production of $355,000. The 
total product of that country for 1897 
has, therefore, been e:timated at $10,- 
000,000, an increase over 1896 of $7,- 
200,000. From this the richness of the 
newly discovered goldfields of the Klon- 
dike is evident. 

In this connection it is important to 
know what will be the probable in- 
crease in the several countries of the 
world, and for the purpose of compari- 
son, based upon information received, 
the following table of the gold prodact 
of the United States, Australia, Africa, 
| Mexico, the Dominion of Canada, Rus- 
sia and British India for 1896 and the 
estimated product of these countries for 
1897 is here given:

| I may remark that of the United States 
| is based upon the deposits at the mints 
|} and assay offices for the first six months 
|of the year, which clearly indicate a 
largely increased production, and that 
the increase for the year will aggregate 
$7,000,000. The gold product of Africa 
for 1896 is estimated to have been $44, - 
} 000,000. For the first six months of 
1897 the output of the Witwatersrandt 
mines, as shown by officia] returns, was 
| 1,338,431 ounces, an increase of 833,928 
ounces, as compared with the first six 
mouths of 1896. There is no doubt that 
the rate of production in the Witwaters- 
randt mines will be maintained for the 
remainder of the year, and their output 
of gold for 1897 will be fully $12,000,- 
000 greater than that of 1896. 

The deposits of gold at the Australian 
| mints for the first five months of the 
year clearly indicate a substantial gain 
in 1897 over 1896. Upon the basis of 
the deposits for the first five months at 
the mints the AustraJian Insurance and 
Banking Record for the month of June 
estimates that the gold product for 1897 
of the several colonies will aggregate 
2,700,000 ounces, of the value of $52,- 
550,000. This would be an increase of 
$5,750,000 over the product of 1896. 

The gold product of Mexico for 1896 
| is estimated to have been $7,000,000. 
| The information received indicates that 

the product for 1897 will approximate 
| $9,000,000, an increase of $2,000,000. 

The Russian product for 1896 was 
$22,000,000; for 1897 it is estimated at 
$25,000,000, an increase of $3,000,000. 

The gold product of British India for 
1896, from official information received, 
is estimated at $5,825,000. The re- 
turns of the mines for the first six 
months of 1897 indicate an increased 
production over 1896 of $1,200,000. 

From the data above given it is safe 
to estimate that the seven countries 
above named will show an increase in 
their gold output for 1897 over 1896 of 
$88,700,000, and that the world’s prod- 
uct for 1897 can therefore be estimated 
at not less than $240,000,000. There is 
no doubt that the world’s product of 
gold will continue to increase for a 
number of years to come, as new mines 
will be opened up in all parts of the 
world, and, with improved appliances 
for mining and methods of extracting 
the gold contained in the ores, I believe 
that by the close of the present century 
the world’s gold product will closely 
approximate if not exceed $300, 000,000, 

Now as to the influence of such ad- 
dition to the world’s gold. The infiu- 
ence it will exert depends mainly on 
how many years the Klondike district 
shall continue a producer and how large 
its annual increment to the world’s ex- 
isting stock of gold shall be. There ig 
every reason to believe that Alaska and 
the adjacent British territory are pos- 
sibly as rich in gold as was California 
or Australia when first discovered. I 
have estimated that the Klondike dis- 
trict will in 1897 produce $6,000,000 
worth of gold. It will add to this prod- 
uct from year to year, probably, for a 
minimum of one or two decades. And 
whether the gold comes from American 
or British territory is a matter of in- 
difference, except to the owners and to 
some exent to the countries producing

the 
sconomic condition of mankind, on the 
sate of discount, the rate of interest, the 
rate of wages, on prices aud on mone- 
tary policies, of a newly discovered 
goldfield of wonderful richness is the 
same, whether the field be located in 
American, British or Chinese territory. 

Now, the first influence that the new 
addition to the worid’s existing stock 
of gold will have will be felt by silver. 
In fact, it has already been felt by it. 
Gold is the natural competitor—we 
might almost say antagonist—of silver 
as a monetary medium, and every ounce 
of gold newly placed on the market de- 
prives from 17 %¢ to 35 ounces of silver 
of a possible employment as money that 
it might have. 

The new additions to the world’s stock 
of gold, whether they come from the 
Klondike, Cripple Creek or the Trans- 
yvaal, from India, Australia or Russia, 
will render bimetallism by the United 
States alone more difficult and more 
improbable than ever aud will even 
seriously imperil the slender chances 
that international bimetallism now has. 

There is, in fact, at the present time, 
no limit to the demand for gold. The 
tendency of nations is toward the single 
gold standard. Apart from the United 
States, there is not, I believe, a country 
on the face of the earth that would not 
adopt gold monometallism if it had the 
ability to do so, with silver a8 a sub- 
sidiary or token coinage. ‘There is not 
a country in Europe with any full legal 
tender silver coins but would replace 
them by gold coins if it could do so 
without too great a sacrifice. Germany 
would gladly put $100,000,000 in cir- 
culation instead of its silver thalers. 
France and all the countries of the Lat- 
in union would replace their full legal 
tender 5 franc pieces by gold could 
they easily get it. Russia’s demand for 
gold is unbounded. Austria-Hungary 
cannot get enough, and so of every 
other country in Europe. Japan wants 
gold now that it has adopted the gold 
standard. Even China shows an inclina- 
tion to follow the example of its con- 
queror, but that, of course, is out of the 
question. All South America is crying 
for~ gold. Chile wants it, Colombia 
wants it, Peru wants it. Venezuela has 
some, but wants more. Central America 
wants it. Even Mexico, the last strong- 
hold of silver, is feeling the burden- 
someness of its present system in the 
height of its rate of exchange.—R. E. 
Preston in New York Herald. 


WATER POWER PLANT. 


Lawrence Rives Cur- 


rent. 

The greatest water power plant in the 
world is to be in operation within a 
few months, if the plans of the corpora- 
tion controlling it meet with no obstruc- 
tiou. It is intended to take power from 
the St. Luwrence river and by means of 
turbines of 5,000 horsepower each op- 
erate av electric plant of almost incal- 
culable strength. John Bogart, the en- 
gineer, of New York city has prepared 
the plans, and the contracts are ready to 
be let. The financial part of the busi- 
ness, Which means the forming of a 
company with a capital of millions of 
dollars, is in the hands of Stewart & 
Co., investment brokers. Mr. Stewart 
has everything in proper shape now and 
the work is already going on. 

The plant is to be in an immense 
building near Massena, N. Y¥., on the 
United States side of the St. Lawrence. 
There are 15 turbines, which, with 
5,000 horsepower each, aggregate 75,000 
horsepower. 

The St. Lawrence 
hood of Massena has a fall of 56 
feet in a distance of about seven 
miles, and the Grass river at Massena 
is 50 feet lower than the St. Lawrence. 
Engineers have examined every foot of 
the territory for many miles above Mas- 
sena, and after weighing every consider- 
ation and taking advantage of every 
natural advantage, have come to the 
conclusion that Massena is the ideal 
spot. 

A canal connects the 
with Grass river at a 
makes available much greater power 
than could be obtained in any ether 
way. The proposal is to cut this canal 
849 miles long, 220 feet broad and 26 
feet deep. Then, with a working head 
of 40 feet, it will be able to send enough 
water into the Grass river to develop 
15,000 horsepower. 

As showing the general confidence in 
the enterprise, $8,000,000 worth of 
bonds have been underwritten by an 
English company to build the plant. 

Manufacturing of all kinds is to be 
established at Massena as soon as the 
electric power is in operation, because 
there will be actually all the power 
that can be required for the ponderous 
machinery.—Kausas City Times.

Co-operative Societies’ Congress. 
The co-operative societies in Great 
Britain and Ireland recently held their 
twenty-ninth annual co-operative con- 
gress in Perth, Scotland. The reports 
showed a distinct gain for the cause of 
co-operation. The Earl of Winchelsea, 
in the course of his address, stated that 
the number of co-operative societies in 
Great Britain has increased in 80 years 
from 850 to 1,750, and the membership 
from 150,000 to 1,000,000. The socie- 
ties hold shares to the value of $85, 000, - 
000 and carry on a business represented 
by sales of approximately $800, 000, 000 
& year, upon which profits were made 
and divided of about $3 1,000,000, while 
commodities were sold to the consumer 

at reduced prices.—Public Opinion. 


Largest Floating Dock In the World, 

There is now in process of construo- 
tion in England, at the order of the 
Spanish government, for the port of 
Olougapo, in the Philippine islands, 
the largest tloating dock of its kind in 
the world. It is over 450 feet long, 117 
feet wide and 883¢ feet deep, This 
dock, the sides of which are of steel 
will rest on six iron pontoons, each 14 
feet deep. Powerful pumping engines 
Will lift a vessel weighing 12,000 tons 
in two hours. The dock will accommo- 
date a vessel 500 feet long.

Contractor Having Difficult Job at 


Mr. Addison Fay of Plymouth, with his the Pumping Station. 


One of the most difficult jobs on the 
sewer is that taken by John Cashman 
which is building the foundation for the 
pumping station located in the marsh land, 
near Merry Mount park. The work is 
made extremely difficult on account of the 
water he has to contend with; for not only 
does the salt water make in there but the 
fresh water as well, and it has been neces- 
sary to keep pumps moving night and day. 

While it was difficult to get the founda- 
tion walls into position, that was easy 
compared with the building of the well 
into which the main sewer empties. This 
well was sunk 23 feet and quick sand and 
water were enough to make most any 
contractor wish to throw up bis job. 

Mr. Cashman, however, is a persistant 
man and he therefore succeeds where 
others would fail. 

The bottom of this well is of concrete 
cement and about ten feet deep, and it was 
a problem to get this in.

The bicycle has come to stay, and we 
have nothing to say against it, but we 
sometimes observe a piece of thought- 
lessness or the part of cyclers the 
cruelty of which ought not to mar an 
innocent and healthful exercise. The 
oycler can ran farther and faster than 
any horse that was ever foaled, but he 
sometimes forgets that what is easy for 
himself and impossible for the horse 
may be almost deadly to the dog.

early times the stalking horse was a 
horse broken in for the purpose of 
stalking. In the red letter drys of 
poaching in Great Britain the poachers 
made use of an artificial horse for the 
purposes of sport. Poachers had not 
much money, and hence the expense of 
keeping a real horse was in most cases 
beyond them. The sham animal, such 
as is shown in the illustration, was 
long in use among sportsmen, including 
poachers, of former days, who, concealed 
behind it, could thus stealthily stalk 
on wild fowl] in the water and jand fowl 
crouched on shore. ‘To make the artifi- 
cial stalking horse an old writer directs 
that the sportsman should take ‘‘any 
piece of old canvas, and having cut it 
to the shape of a horse, with the head 
bending downward, as if he grazed, 
‘stope’ it with clean straw, moss, 
flocks, or any light matter, and paint it 
as near the color of a horse as possible, 
and in the midst let it be fixed to a 


staff with a pick of iron in it to strike | 


down in the ground at your pleasure, 
and stand fast while you choose your 
mark, and also to turn and wind any 
way you please, either for your advan- 
tage of the wind or for taking better 
aim, and it must be made so light that 
you may bear it easily with one hand,

that it may seem to move and graze as | 
it goeth. Neither must this in any wise | 
exceed the ordinary stature or propor- | 


tion of acommon horse, for to be too 
low or little will not cover the man, 
and to be too big and huge will be both 
monstrous and troublesome and give a 


fright to the fowl.’’ The sportsmen, | 


taught by experience, found that early 
morning or late evening was the best 
time for going out with the stalking 
horse. 

The stalking horse is more effective- 
ly used against wild fowl in the 
marshes than against woodcocks, these 
being mostly taken by nets and nooses. 

Watch that sportsman. See, upon his 
back is slung the stalking horse. He 
now unslings it and, mounting it on his 
left arm, he presents it toward the 
birds, Hethen begins to walk, as quick 
ly as the nature of the ground will ad- 
mit, in a circle. He continues his walk, 
but contracts the circle. Meantime the 
birds watch his movements 
that they are beset on every side. Every 
directiou is blocked; every where appears 
that formidable and eccentric horse. 
“*T will creep near him,’’ thinks one. 
‘*Perhaps I shall escape his notice. He 
cannot meun to harm me. I have not 
made him angry.’’ The 
behind the horse sees the bird approach 
nearer and nearer and, leveling a short 
gun through a hole in the shield, he 
lays him dead ina moment. Then up 


comes the sportsman’s dog—always a | 


valuable helper to his master — and 
bears the game to the spot to which 
he knows that it is his duty to take it. 
So well trained is this retriever dog 
that, if needful, he will plunge into the 
streams or search among the grass until 
he finds the bird, when instantly he 
will take it to his master. 


A Shepherd Cyclist. 

Arthur Grabam of Carbon county, 
Wy., uses a bicycle in herding his 
theep because he finds it more conven- 
jent and serviceable. He prefers it to 
the horse because it never balks, never 
goes wind broken, never runs away 
when left alone for a few moments and 
in many other respects is far more tract- 
able than a pony. A very slight thing 
may stampede a herd of sheep and send 
them scurrying over the plains in wild- 
est disorder. The sudden start of a pony, 
sometimes even the unexpected appear- 
ance of the mounted herdsman, is suffi- 
cient to cause an unreasonable rush to- 
ward those vast realms which stretch in 
all directions. 

Herder Graham has had all of these 
experiences, and his many weary hours 
in the saddle hunting up the stragglers 
from a stampede have brought him to 
appreciate advantages of the wheel over 
the horse. For some unexplained reason 
the sheep appear to take kindly to the 
bicycle. Its silent meanderings do not 
seem to disturb them, and the cycling 
herdsman can go in and out, wherever 
inclination or duty calls him, with lit- 
tle fear of alarming the sheep.

LITTLE TRAVELERS. 


Seeds That Are Borne to New Countries 


and feel | 


sportsman | 


by Air and Water. 
Men, women and children, too, have 
| 8ometimes traveled rapidly through the 
lair in balloons for long or short dis- 
| tances, but this way of traveling has its 
difficulties and dangers. By and by it 
may become a usual way of journeying, 
when we can manage to steer balloons, 
also to direct the starting and stopping 
of them better than we can do now. 
| However, there are always plenfy of 
travelers in the air, birds, insects and 
other living creatures—some which few 
people think of or notice, as, for in- 
stance, seeds. Man is a great sower. 
Year by year he puts in many seeds. 
We see the results in the gardens and 
fields, but still larger is the number of 
| seeds which are not distributed through 
| man, seeds carried about by birds, or 
| wafted upon the breezes. Jt is probably 
during country walks in summer or 
autumn that we most frequently catch 
| sight of seeds traveling through the 
air, yet even in winter and spring some 
are on the move which have ripened 
slowly and waited for a strong wind to 
give them a start. 

There are seeds, many of them well 
known to our young folk, which have 
either what are called wings or some- 
thing that answers the same purpose. 
Some of the winged seeds belong to 
trees. The ‘‘keys’’ of the ash and syca- 
more are the seeds, with bits of mem- 
| brane over them, which act like wings 
| or sails. Other forest trees have the 
like. Most of the pines and firs, for in- 
stance, when their cones burst open, 
send out their seeds, ready to speed 
along, and often they travel a good dis- 
tance. The hop has the small flat seed 
attached to a scale, so that the wind 
may support it, but this plant has only 
| a few flowers that are fertile. Then, in 
| the group of plants which botanists call 
the umbellifers, because the flower 
stalks spread out somewhat in umbrella 
fashion, there are several kinds which 
have small winged seeds, such as the 
common cow parsley. 

Hosts of seeds which travel past us, 
or perhaps above us, have not wings ex- 
| actly, but a curious sort of fringe, 
which is light, elastic and yet strong. 
Often it is above the seed, and when 
| that is ripe this fringe opens in shuttle- 
cock style, and the future plant starts 
off rapidly or slowly, as may happen. 
This is best seen in the great family of 
the composites. There it has the name 
}of pappus. Boys and girls know 
well the pappus of the dandelion. It 
| is an amusement to blow off the feath- 

ered seeds from the round flower heads 

of that plant, or of one of its kindred, 

the hawkweeds. 
| Similar tops occur in the hawkweeds, 
| and also in the hawk’s beard, the shag- 
gy long down suggesting their name. 
| The groundsels, again, have the Latin 
|} name of senecio, because their white 
| pappus was thought to be like the hoary 
| hairs of old age. Among the thistles 
and knapweeds the bristly or spiny 
flower heads which act as a defense to 
the plants serve also to convey the 
seeds rapidly to distant places, and new 
crops spring up, often of surprising ex- 
tent. [t is a fact that a well known 
thistle of Europe, the seed of which 
somehow traveled to South America, 
has covered immense plains there, flour- 
ishing in the warmth and moisture of 
that region and stopping the growth of 
useful plants. The pretty little daisy of 
our fields has a seed which can travel, 
though it is only raised in the air by a 
tiny rim or edge. Other seeds are borne 
along by hairs, which are rather differ- 
ent, such as the cotton grasses, sedges 
and reeds. The feathery plumes of 
these are showy in summer and autumn. 
The willows, of which we have so many 
kinds, produce hair adorned seeds. 

There are also seeds which travel, if 
not very far, owing to the force with 
which they are sent oat from the ripe 
frnit or pod. Strolling over the fields 
on @ sunny day, we often hear a succes- 
sion of pops or crackles, which are 
caused by the bursting of the furze pods, 
which thus send the seeds to some dis- 
tance. Tares and vetches distribute 
their seeds in the like fashion. Many 
seeds travel by water. They drop from 
trees into broo¥s, ditches and rivulets, 
which bear th to new places. Nuts 
take no harm from a journey in this 
way, and the hard seeds of borages, net- 
tles, docks and other plants are not hurt 
even by a long float or swim.

Editors of the Quincy Ledger: 

Two men once met at the intersection of 
two roads in the country; one asked the 
other, ‘‘How far is it to Bungville?” 
The other answered, ‘‘About threee miles.” 
The first man then asked, ** How long will 
it take me to walk there in an bour?”’ 
The other fellow answered, ‘* Yes.’’ 

Now I want to ask the following ques- 
tion: If it takes fifty-one minutes to ride 
from Cambridgepoit to Neponset, bridge, 
via Harvard bridge and Dudley street, on a

If I was called upon to answer that ques- 
tion and gave my answer on the same 
lines as the other fellow did in the coun- 
try, I would be a Yankee, and say, ‘I 
think it will.”

I left Neponset bridge at 830 P. Mm.

and got thrown overboard she would bave 


made the other boats hustle for fir-t 
money. She lost seven minutes by this 
accident Her bulb, by the way, is to be 


made smaller by 1200 pounds. This small 
bulb will tend to make her work quicker. 

In the second class the Privateer, with 
“Ned”? Bockus at the stick, showed the 
other two boats in her class the way across 
the line. 

The Privateer has been a very fortunate 
boat this season, but yesterday she had to 
lower her colors to Herbert Nute’s new 
Muriel. 

In the second open class the Princeps 
put up a plucky but hopeless race against 
the Hoodlam, which yesterday made the 
fastest time over the course. Joe Whiton 
is a true yachtsman; a man that will go in 
and fight out arace with such tremendous 
odds against him is a thorough sailor. 

But the third class is the hottest class of 
the whole fleet. Of course the Adams 
boys got the call on the start with the 
Rooster, and kept it to the finish. Johnny 
Watson was a good second over the line 
with Magilautblin’s Nancy Hanks, Johnny 
is a nephew of the famous Capt. *‘ Nate’? 
Watson, but he can’t do our boys yet. 
Even Cape Codders find that they can 
learn from Quincy yachtsmen. The 
Sbpiox carried too much sail, laying her 
over so that she filled her standing room 
with water and had to withdraw. The 
Cleopatra, while close-hauled on the star- 
board tack, claims that the Tacoma, which 
was on the port tack, forced her to ease 
off her sheet and fa!! off her course, thus 
losing aminute, She served notice upon 
the judges that a protest would be filed.

Wheat at Chicago is 35 cents a bushel 
higher than it was a year ago, and 
mearly that much higher than it has 
been at any other period of the same 
date since the year 1891. The wheat 
growers have struggled along for nearly 
gix years with wheat bringing 
hardly more than 50 cents a bushel, and 
often even less. Today a great change 
must be noted. 

Wheat has been steadily, but surely, 
advancing for several months, till now 
the farmer must be getting fully 30 cents 
a bushel more than a year ago, and very 
much more than at any other time for 
six years. Thisadvance has comeabout 
gradually, to be sure, but all the time 
the farmer, and not the speculator,has 
been master of the situation. In g@e 
first place, the advance has come ata 
most opportune time for the farmer; 
just before the beginning of the harvest, 
and at a time when the growers hada 
good deal of old wheat on hand. 

From the best estimates at hand the 
wheat crop of the United States this 
year will be at least 450,000,000 bushels. 
Seme statisticians figure even above 
560,000,000 bushels; something above an 
average crop. 

On the above reckoning, the farmers of 
the United States will have at least 300,- 
000,000 bushels of new wheat to sell this 
year, and, oktaining 30 cents a bushel 
more for it than a year ago, they will be 
better off than a year ago, or than al- 
most any year for the past six years, by 
at least $90,000,000. This money they 
will get, and will have with which to pay 
for the necessaries and even the luxuries 
of life. 

There may be added to the above sum 
a@t least $30,000,000 better returns than 
usual that the farmers will get for the 
old wheat they had on hand at the time 
the rise began. Merchants are feeling 
better all over the country, being fully 
@ware that prosperity to the farmers 
means prosperity to everybody.

bank clearings report is found in the

Ginghams have advanced \c., while the 
cotton mills are starting up and jobbers 
in woolen goods getting higher 
prices for spring delivery. There have 
been a large number of resumptions 
among iron and steél concerns this week, 
bessemer pig is 25 cents higher, and the 
outlook is forimprovement. Sugar, cot- 
ton print cloths wool and petroleum are 
firm and unchanged, while coffee, almost 
alone among the staples, is lower than 
last week. 

There are 221 business failures reported 
throughout the United States this week, 
against 214, last week, 264a year ago, and 
190 two years ago, 291 three years ago, 
and as contrasted with 456 in the third 
week of August, 1593. 

Exports of wheat (flour included as 
wheat) from both coasts of the United 
States and Montreal this week are the 
largest in any week since September, 
1893, amounting to 5,218,000 bushels this 
week. Exports of Indian corn this week 
are also exceptionally heavy, the larg- 
est since the third week in April this 
year, amounting to 3,929,035 bushels. 

The second quarter of this year showed 
slcw but fairly satisfactory progress in 
net railway earnings. Gross receipts, 
which at the end of the first quarter 
showed a loss from a year ago, improved 
sufficiently to show a fractional gain at 
the end of the six months period, while 
net carnings more distinctly improved 
in percentage of gains.

DANEBALL TRAINING. 


LOOSE HABITS; IRREGULAR MEALS 


Umpires In Evidence—A Season of Scandal- 


ous Discord on the Field—Hurst and His 
Characteristics and Misfortunes—What 
May Be Expected of Various Clubs, 


The goldfields of Klondike thus far have 
not tempted any National league ball 
player to desert his profession. These 
baseball stars love gold just as much as 
the ordinary run of humanity, but they 
have a small Klondike among themselves 
year by year, and they get their gold 
with none of the great hardsbips which 
the Alaska fortune seeker must enoounter. 
Just imagine one of these $400 per month, 
Pullman car traveling, $3 a day hotel 
grubbers giving up such a “‘graft’’ for the 
uncertainties of Klondike! 

Speaking of ball players at hotels isa 
reminder that there is one experiment 
which has not yet been tried by any man- 
ager, and when it is applied there is sure 
to be interesting results. It is an unde- 
niable fact that half the players while ‘ton 
the road”’ eaé their breakfast at the hotels 
from half past 9 till 10 o’clock. At that 
late hour they are naturally hungry and 
spare not the viands ndmed on the menu 
card. In most of the cities they must 
start for the grounds at half past 2, 
which makes it necessary for them to be 
in the dining room for lunch not later 
than half past 1. In reality most of them 
arein line when the dining room doors 
open. Therefore about 8 or 844 hours is 
the time between these two matutinal 
meals which precede the game. ‘This ir- 
regularity must surely affect the stomach. 
The stomach is the regulator of vision. 
No man has a correct vision whose stom- 
ach is not in good condition. So it is evi- 
dent that this squeezing together of two 
meals each day before a game affects the 
eyes of the player, and as his eyes are half 
his stock in trade it affects his playing 
adversely. It one great renson why 
teams on the road play less successfully 
than they do at home. 

Ball playing is largely an athlete’s work. 
The star must train and get into form. 
Why not make him stay in form? Think 
of a prizefighter eating breakfast at 10 
o’clock, alunch at land then going into 
the ring to meet his opponent! I men- 
tioned this irregularity of players in get- 
ting up to breakfast to a manager of a 
certain League club lately. His reply was, 
“They are called at 8 o’clock.’’ There lies 
the trouble. The 8 o’clock call doesn’t do 
the whole work, and the lax management 
lets t that.

In no year since baseball became a pro- 
fessional game has there been so much 
discord on fhe field between umpires, 
players and spectators as there has this 
year. Hurst was assaulted by a mob in 
Pittsburg, and had a fist fight with Catch- 
er Peitz in Cincinnati. Sheridan was 
knocked down on the diamond by Hawley 
at Pittsburg and egged in another city. 
Kennedy the Brooklyn pitcher, hurled a 
ball at Umpire O’Day’s head. Wolf, a 
local umpire in Louisville, was struck 
twive by Parke Wilson’s fist during a 
wrangle over a forfeited game. And the 
slight punching in the ribs, pulling, haul- 
ing and pushing which all of them, ex- 
cept Lynch, received from time to time 
have been so common that they were con- 
sidered unworthy of record by reporters. 

But the climax came with the arrest of 
Hurst in Cincinnati on Aug. 4—in Cin- 
cinnati, which city seems to be the storm 
eenter for all the trouble. A decision 
which Hurst made did not please some of 
the spectators. One of them, who had just 
drained a glass of beer, hurled the empty 
glass at Hurst. It rolled to his feet. 
Very foolishly the umpire picked it up and 
sent it back whence it came.

The 
umpire was then attacked by the crowd, 
but the police managed to get him to the 
police station, where he was placed under 
bonds to answer the charge of assault and 
battery.

February, it becomes extremely funny.

THE PIONEER OF FEMALE RIDERS, 


Difficulties of Conquering Social Prejudices. 
Secrets of Speed Production as Told by 
a Champion—What to Do With Old 
Chains—Stevens and His Record. 


There is an insatiable desire for the 
chainless wheel, in spite of the fact that 
all the leading chain patterns are much 
nearer perfection than things mechanical 
usually are. The latest and apparently 
the simplest chainless device is a larg. 


CHAINLESS BALL BEARING GEAR, 
wheel conveying the power from the pedal 
wheel to the rear axle. Ball bearings are 
provided to overcome friction as far as 
possible, and it is claimed that the new 
scheme has none of the dangerous delicacy 
peculiar to other chainless devices 

Speaking of chains, some cyclists who 
are riding wheels of the 1896 mode 
cannot understand why it is that their 
bicycles go so much harder this year 
than they did last.

AUTHORITATIVE EXPLANATION OF 
MARCONI’S WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


His Discoveries Not So Important or Or- 
iginal as at First Supposed and Not 
Likely to Soon Supersede the Morse 


System. 


Somewhat exaggerated and slightly 
fnaccurate accounts of Mr. Marconi’s 
experiments in wireless telegraphy have 
been given to the public within the last 
few months. The more authoritafive 
utterances of Mr. Preece, chief elec- 
trician of the British postal service, 
now show that the young Italian’s dis- 
coveries are not so important and orig- 
inal as has been supposed. The prac- 
tical usefulness of Marconi’s invention, 
so far as can be seen at present, will be 
comparatively limited. It is neverthe- 
less true that he has gone further than 
any one else in solving the question 
how to telegraph between two points 
not connected with wires. 

In an address delivered in London 
Mr. Preece made it perfectly clear that 
the kind of energy which Mr. Marconi 
employs is the electro magnetic wave,

or Hertzian wave, which is thrown off 
sidewise from a metallic conductor 


| when an electric current in the latter is 


interrupted with very great frequency. 
No new form of radiance has been dis- 
covered. Marconi’s generator or trans- 
mitter is really a piece of apparatus de- 
vised by Professor Righi and is only a 
modified form of Hertz’s radiator. Two 
brass balls, A and B, are fitted tightly 
into the ends of a cylinder containing 
vaseline (which is a good insulator). 
Directly opposite and almost in contact 
with each of these large spheres are two 
small brass balls, and the latter are 
made the terminals of the secondary cir- 
cuit of a powerful induction coil, C. A 
storage battery or other source of elec- 
tricity, E, is placed in the primary cir- 
cuit, which also contains an ordinary 
Morse key, K. The turns of fine wire 
composing the secondary coil are so 
much more numerous than those of the 
primary that the current induced in the 
former has a very high voltage or pene- 
@ating power. It would leap an air gap 
of at least six inches. So long as the 
key is open nothing happens, but when 
it is closed and the primary circuit is 
complete the secondary begins sparking 
with amazing rapidity, and a set of 
electro magnetic waves, about 250,000,- 
000 per second, are thrown out sidewise 
from an imaginary. line connecting the 
centers of the big spheres, let us say at 
D. The zigzag line which Mr. Preece 
has drawn on the underside of the 
cylinder is not intended to represent a 
wire, but the series of invisible electro 
magnetic waves. 

The most original part of Mr. Mar- 
coni’s apparatus is his receiver, or re- 
lay. While it works on the same princi- 
ple as Hertz’s resonator it introduces a 
new feature. It is something more than 
a mere ring, carefully ‘‘tuned’’ to re- 
spond to vibrations of a certain fre- 
quency. Ina sealed glass tube an inch 
and a half long and perhaps a quarter 
of aninchin diameter he inserts two 
cylindrical bits of silver, separated at 
their bases by half a millimeter, or 
about one-fiftieth of an inch. The outer 
ends of the silver ‘‘pole pieces’’ are con- 
nected with wires that pierce the glass. 
The tube is made airtight, and a high 
vacuum is created within it. But be- 
fore these last two steps are taken the 
space between the butt ends of the sil- 
ver pieces is filled with a mixture of 
fine nickel and silver filings, to which 
a trace of mercury has been added. 

Now, if a “local’’ battery, B, such 
as is used in every country telegraph 
office, be connected with the apparatus, 
and an attempt be made to send a cur- 
rent through the latter, there will be 
no success unless the tube should be 
exposed sidewise to the electro mag- 
netic waves sent off by Mr. Marconi’s 
transmitter. Except at such times the 
filings act like an insulutor. The tiny 
particles lie in disorder, or ‘*higgledy 
Piggledy,’’ as Mr. Preece says. But 
when they come within the influence of

the Hertzian waves they are ‘‘polar- 
ized’’ or arranged in order. They stick 
to each other, form a chain, and con- 
duct the current. Consequently if an 
ordinary telegraphic “‘sounder,’”’ §S, is 
Placed in the local circuit, it will be 
actuated only when the nickel silver 
filings are polarized by the electro mag- 
netic waves. In other words, it will re- 
peat with accuracy the signals given by 
means of the key connected with the 
transmitter. 

Two thin metallic wings, WW, are 
attached tothe apparatus, By trimming 


instrument is attuned to the transmit- 
ter. If a crowbar is dropped on a pave- 
ment, it will ring out a certain note. 
Vary the amount of metal in it, and 
you change the note. 

When an induction coil powerful 
enough to give a 6 inch spark is used 
with the transmitter, Marconi’s receiver 
will pick up the waves at a distance of 
four miles. But for greater distances a 
coil capable of giving a still longer 
spark is required. Thus far the new 
wireless system has been used only to 
cover intervals of eight miles. A coil 
capable of sending farther than this 
would be very costly—far more so than 
eight or ten miles of wire. Hence Mar- 
coni’s method is not likely to displace | 
Morse’s for general service. It seems to 
be best suited to secret communication 
in time of war, to fog signaling or to 
telegraphing to lightships or islands 
lying several miles off shore.—New 
York Tribune. 


NEW STEEL DISCOVERED. 


Said to Contain About Twenty-five or 
Twenty Per Cent of Nickel. 

The manufacture of nickel steel will 
probably be revolutionized by a new 
process just invented in Pittsburg. A 
company has already been formed by 
well known local capitalists, and the 
new product will shortly be turned out 
in large quantities. 

The new steel was invented by W. J. 
Williams, a well known steel worker. 
No patents have been taken out by the 
inventor, as he feared his secret would 
thus be learned by others and endless 
litigation might result. Careful analyses 
were made of the finished product by 
chemists, but they were unable to dis- 
cover how the steel was made or the 
proportions of the different materials, 
as many of the substances had been 
changed by the furnace’s heat. 

It is claimed that the new steel con- 
tains from 25 to 80 percent of nickel 
to the steel. Heretofore not more than 
from 3 to 4 percent of nickel to the 
steel has been obtained by those engaged 
in the manufacture of it. The tests 
made showed that the Williams steel 
increased in strength and hardness to 
the point where 18 per cent of nickel 
was used, and from point to 25 and 30 
per cent each addition of nickel made 
the product softer. This variation in 
the softness or hardness, they claim, is 
no disadvantage, as the steel will thus 
become suited to various purposes. 

They claim that with the new steel 
knives may be made just as hard as 
now, With the additional advantage 
that they will never rust. The softer 
steel will be used for the spokes for bi- 
cycles, and a large trade is expected to 
be developed on this class of work. 

The advantage gained by the new 
steel is that much less steel than ordi- 
nary can be used and yet have much 
greater strength.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


A Great Engineering Scheme. 

One of the most important electrical 
engineering schemes on record, by 
which power is to be conducted from 
Santa Ana to Los Angeles, a distance of 
80 miles, under a pressure of 83,000 
volts, is now in process of consumma- 
tion. It is proposed to deliver electrical 
energy equivalent to 4,000 horsepower 
in the car house at Los Angeles. The 
power station is in Santa Ana canyon, 
12 miles from Redlands and 80 miles 
from the point of development. The 
current will be generated at 1,000 volts 
and transformed up to 88,000. The 
power is derived from the water of the 
Santa Ana river, which is to be di- 
rected from the stream by a canal, 
flume and tannel work along the side 
of the canyon to a point where it sud- 
denly drops through 2,200 feet of pipe, 
a& distance of 750 feet, to the water 
wheels. —Electrical Réview. 


Aluminium Coated Sheets, 

A middle west galvanized iron manu- 
facturing company is producing steel 
sheets, coated with aluminium, which, 
it is claimed, are superior to and more 
durable than galvanized iron, tin plate 
or planished iron for many purposes for 
which those materials are now gener- 
ally used. The special advantages of 
the aluminium coated sheets are stated 
to be that they can be worked and 
seamed without peeling, the coating 
adhering absolutely to the sheet, can be 
easily soldered, will resist the aetion of 
sulphurous g :ses, and can be heated to 
a red heat without destroying the coat- 
ing. Moreover, they can, when desired, 
be polished to a luster equal to bur- 
nished silver or nickel.— Popular Sci- 
ence News.

Charcoal thread used as filaments in 
electric lamps’ costs about $12,000 a 
pound, but an authority states that 
gallium is vastly more expensive than 
the carbon filament, 1% grains of it be- 
ing worth $25, or about $100,000 per 
pound.

John Andersen, ‘Steward, Was the 
Fiend Aboard the Pecker, 


Admits Killing Captain and 
Mate Sanders. 


Murderer Then Took Charge of Ship and 
Ordered Her Fired. 


Boston, Aug. 23.—The latest account 
reaching the United States from Bahla, 
Brazil, says that United States Consul 
McDaniel of that place, by a preliminary 
examination, has obtained the following 
facts in relation to the tragedy on board 
the American schooner Olive Pecker: 

The ringleader of the mutiny was John 
Andersen, a Swede, but a naturalized 
American citizen, the steward of the 
Olive Pecker. 

Andersen claims that he killed Captain 
Whitman justifiably, the harsh and over- 
bearing conduct of his superior officer 
provoking him to commit the deed. 

Sanders, the mate, attempted to save 
the life of the captain, and Andersen, to 
save his own life, was also forced to kill 
the mate. 

The remainder of the crew do not ap- 
pear to have made any attempt, or at 
best only a feeble one, to protect the 
lives of their officers. 

Andersen is very reticent, and has de- 
clined to give the particulars of the cap- 
tain’s harsh treatment, or the particular 
acts which led up to the killing. 

After Captain Whitman and Mate 
Sanders had been killed Andersen ap- 
pears to have taken complete control of 
the vessel and to have intimidated the 
five other members of the crew. 

According to their stories Andersen 
suggested the firing of the vessel, evi- 
dently with the hope that the fire would 
conceal all traces of the crime, and that 
it would be believed the vessel had 
foundered and the captain and mate 
had been washed overboard. 

The crew were to represent them- 
selves as survivors, and to pretend they 
had escaped in the smal! boats. 

The vessel was accordingly fired and 
the crew took to the boats about 120 
miles from the Brazilian coast. 

They drew lots as to the way they were 
to divide themselves up in the two boats, 
the five members of the crew being anx- 
fous to have the authorities here believe 
that none of them was desirous to be 
Andersen's shipmate. 

The lot fell to John Lind, seaman, a 
Swede, the four others, William Hos- 
burgh, engineer, Juan Dios Barriel 
Gumierrez, Andrew March and Martin 
Barstad, sailors, going in the other boat. 

When these four men reached the 
Brazilian coast they immediately went 
before the authorities and united in a 
statement regarding the crime, placing 
all the Wiame on Andersen and repre- 
senting that they had no complicity in 
the affair, but it is not quite clear why 
they were unable to protect the lives of 
their captain and mate. 

Andersen and Lind attempted to ship 
on two "Jorwegian vessels in Port Bahi., 
but a description of the men and been 
given to the Brazilian authorities and 
they were promptly arrested. 

When visited by the American consul 
Andersen freely admitted having killed 
the captain and mate, but claimed th.t 
he was justified, but it is believed Lina 
was his accomplice. 

The entire crew are now prisoners in 
the house of correction, and are being 
held there until the arrival of an Ameri- 
can war vessel to convey them to the 
United States. No merchant steamer ts 
willing to take the prisoners, who will be 
held in confinement until the government 
sends after them. 

Consul McDaniel expresses great sat- 
isfaction at the co-operation given him 
by the Brazillian authorities and the 
promptness with which they arrested the 
alleged murderers, 

Hosburgh, the engineer, is an English- 
man, Gumierrez is a Spaniard, March ts 
an Englishman and Barstad is a Nor- 
Wegian. Andersen is believed to be the 
only naturalized American. 

Consul McDaniel has received no {n- 
structions from the state department 
regarding the disposition of the prison- 
ers and does not know when a naval 
vessel will be sent to take them to the 
United States.

STRIKE SITUATION. 


| woew's Developments Awaited With Interest. 
Today’s Conference. 

Pittsburg. Aug. 23.—Developments in 
the coal miners’ strike situation in the 
Pittsburg district will be watched with 
unusual interest this week. Both sides 
were apparently at rest, but it has de- 
veloped that at the conference today 
there will probably bea disruption. By 
many it is believed that M. D. Ratchford, 
the national president of the mimers 
organization, will not be present, It 
| 4s claimed that he will stick to his or- 
iginal assertion that he will not agree 
to arbitrate unless al the states involved 
are represented. It is a well known 
fact that the operators of other states 
will not join the local operators in the 
local movement for arbitration. it 
Ratchford is obdurate the conference will 
be useless. From a reliable source it 
was learned that if the operators start 
any mines on the lines laid down, other 
mines will also be started by the miners, 

It is proposed to select operators who 
are not represented at the conference 
and who are friendly to the miners. 
They will be given permission to mine 
coal at the rate demanded, and the coat 
stored. By this means it is expected 
to get a fund from the union miners 
that happen to be working, and with 
this fund pay the expenses of a fight 
against Imported labor. The miners’ 
Cfiicials are making arrangements to 
have a fund on hand to send foreign 
labor home just as fast as it arrives. 
With mines operated under the juris- 
diction of the labor leaders, and with 
operators who are friendly and reap @ 
profit, they hope to have avaltlable 
large fund. This plan has been out- 
lined and will be submitted to the na- 
tional officers if the conference proves 
a failure. 

Religious services were held in several 
|} of the miners’ camps yesterday, and 
|} all were largely attended, but not with- 
| standing the religious spirit pervading 
| the camps, a conflict between workers 
| and strikers took place in the afternoon, 
during which three strikers were badly 
| hurt, but none are in a serious condi-

PLURALITY YOTE. 


A Section of Election Laws Which 
May Overrule the Majority. 


Section twenty-five of the Massachusetts 
election laws has obtained prominence 
within the past few days, because of the 
fact that it revolutionizes nominating con- 
ventions of the past and may give the 
nominations to the party who receives the 
highest number of votes which may not 
necessarily be a majority. 

Section 25, Chap. 530, Acts of '97 reads 
as follows: 


‘At any political convention except 
a convention for the nomination of 
State officers on motion of any delegate 
which receives the support of one- 
fourth of the delegates present, the 
nomina‘ion of any candidate shall be 
made by roll call in the following man- 
ner. The clerk or secretary of the con- 
vention shall call the roll of the towns 
and cities in an alphabetical order, or 
of wards in a city in numerical order, 
and each delegate shall as his name is 
called state in the hearing of the con- 
vention the name of the candidate for 
whom he desires to vote, and the per- 
son receiving the largest number of 
votes on such roll call shall be the can- 
didate of the convention.” 


One contention is that the term ‘state 
officer’? applies to councillor, senator and 
representative, as well as to governor and 
the rest who are nominated at the state 
convention. 

If this isso, the old majority rule still 
holds except in county or congressiopal 
nominating conventions. If not, when 
Quincy meets to nominate her represen- 
tative candidates the two who receive the 
largest poll may be the nominees. No 
“‘necessary for a choice”? this year; no 
long drawn out contest for a majority, with 
one or two votes lacking unti} finally some 
one changes allegiance and gives some 
leading candidate the nomination; one 
ballot and allis settled, if only a quarter 
of the voters present demand a nomination 
by ro!l call. 

But it is not at our Representative con- 
vention that the delegates have the greatest 
contests. The greatest fight in this 
vicinity was at the senatorial convention 
which nominated Hon, John F, Merrill 
for his first term, when over 100 ballots 
were taken. Had a plurality vote been 
sufficient the nomination would have 
gone elsewhere, as Mr. Merrill was not a 
leading candidate at the start. 

This new law may play an important 
part in some of Quincy’s municipal con- 
ventions when there are three or more 
candidates in the field. Any two wards of 
the city will be strong enough at the Re- 
publican convention to ask a roll call. 
In aconvention of 74 delegates, as last 
year, itis possibe that 20 delegates may 
make the nomination if the others are 
scattered. For instance with five candi- 
dates in the field one might receive 20, 
ancther 19, a third 15, a fourth 11, and 
the last 9. The one receiving the 20 votes 
would be nominated.

President Faure of France Warmly 
Received In Russia,

Czar and Grand Duke Met Him 
at Cronstadt.

Enthusiastically Greeted on All Sides by Mili- 
tary and Civilians. 


®t. Petersburg, Aug. 24.—President 
Felix Faure of France is now an hon- 
ored guest at Peterhoff castle, Emperor 
Nicholas’ city residence. The president 
and suite arrived yesterday and the re- 
ception given him was most enthusiastic, 
All classes, nobles, peasants, soldiers, 
sajlors and civilmns joined in giving a 
hearty welcome to the visitor. Theczar 
first greeted President Faure on the royal 
yacht Alexandria. Their meeting was 
most cordial, warm embraces being in 
dulged in as soon as Mr. Faure stepped 
on the Alexandria's deck. 

Contrary to Russia’s custom the people 
were allowed to enter the park and te 
line the route followed by President 
Faure and the other high personages. 

The czar emerged from the palace, en 
tered a carriage drawn by two gray 
horses and drove to the landing stage. 
His majesty wore the uniform of a cap- 
tain in the Russian navy, with the rib- 
bon of the Legion of Honor on his breast. 

Grouped at the landing stage were the 
high court dignitaries and the Russian 
minister for foreign affairs, Count 
Muravieff; the French ambassador to 
Russia, Count Lannen de Montebello; 
General Boisdoffro, chief of the French 
genem! staff, who is to repiace the 
Count de Montebello at St. Petersburg, 
and Baron von Moronheim, the Russian 
ambassador to France. 


CZAR NICHOLAS IL 
The Grand Duke Alexis went alongside 
the Pothuau, on board of which was the 


‘French president, and welcomed the 
latter to Russia in the name of the czar. 

A large fleet of pleasure steamers had 
by that time assembled in the roads, and 
the most intense enthusiasm was mani- 
fested when Grand Duke Alexis and 
President Faure left the Pothuau and 
Froceeded to the Alexandria. The czar 
awaited the president at the top of the 
Alexandria’s gangway,and the moment 
M. Faure set foot on the deck of the im- 
perial yacht warm embraces were ex- 
changed between the czar and presi- 
dent, which were the signal for a storm 
of cheering, the waving of handker- 
chiefs and other marks of popular and 
enthusiastic delight. The sailors manned 
ship at the same time and gave the regu- 
lation cheers for the czar and his guest. 

The Czar’s Compliment, 

When the Alexandria arrived at the 
landing stage the high court dignitaries 
were again grouped to receive the czar 
and his guest. President Faure was 
dressed in a frock coat and wore the in- 
signia of the Grand Collar of the Order 
of St. Andrew, which decoration was 
presented to him by the czar in June, 
1895. Out of compliment to his guest, 
the czar also wore the same order. When 
the imperial yacht was safely moored 
alongside the jetty the French president 
was the first to land, and the band of the 
imperial guard struck up the ‘‘Marseil- 
laise.” The czar followed M. Faure 
ashore and immediately presented his 
guest to the Grand Dukes Vladimir 
Cyril, Beris, Andrew, Paul, Constantine, 
Nicholas, Peter, Michael, George and 
Sergius. 

A procession of 12 victorias and four 
landaus was then formed. The czar 
and President Faure were seated in the 
first carriage and the four carriages fol- 
lowing were occupied by the grand 
dukes. M. Hanotaux and Count Mura- 
vieff were seated in the sixth carriage 
and the remaining vehicles were occu- 
pied by high court personages, the am- 
bassadors present and others. 

The guard of honor, which was fur- 
nished by the Red Cossacks, saluted, 
and the procession then slowly drove to 
the Peterhoff palace, situated about 800 
yards distant. 

The route to the palace was lined with 
troops and behind the soldiers were 
massed enthusiastic crowds of people, 
who were frantic in their acclamations, 
which were re-doubled when the proces- 
Bion having passed, the hedges of soldiers 
no longer separated the people. Several 
bouquets of flowers were thrown into 
the imperial carriage while the latter 
was on its way from the landing stage 
te the palace. 

Upon arriving at the Peterhofft palace 
the czar presented President Faure to 
the various court officials and then re- 
entering the victoria, his majesty drove 
alone to the Alexandria palace, the resi- 
dence of the czarina. A few minutes 
later President Faure emerged from the 
Peterhoff palace, accompanied by Gen- 
eral Bilderling, and drove to the Alex- 
endria palace in order to offer his hom- 
age to the eczarina. 

A private luncheon followed in the 
white hall of the Peterhoft palace, which 
was beautifully decorated. M. Faure 
sat on the right of Emperor Nicholas. 
There were 34 guests, including M. Hano- 
taux, the French foreign minister. Dur- 
ing the afternoon the French president 
visited the Russian grand dukes, 

In the evening a state banquet was 
given President Faure by the czar.

The 
use of antitoxin for this disease is of quite 
recent origin.

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SEWER REGULATIONS 


Deposit of Estimated Cost Required 


before Connection. 


Rules and regulations as to entering the 
sewer will soon be necessary in this city, 
and it will facilitate matters if such rules 
are soon adopted. The sewer department 
of Hyde Park has recently framed regu- 
lations which are quits lengthy. 

At the outset those desiring to connect 
are informed that a deposit of the esti- 
mated cost is required before commence- 
ment of work. Then construction of 
private sewers must be made under the 
direction of the board or their agents, and 
only after permit. 

No cesspool either directly or indirectly 
shall be connected with or drained by a 
sewer. Grease traps may be required, If 
vitrified pipe is used it shall be from five 
to six inches in interior diameter; if of 
iron, four to five inches, 

The bottom of cellars or basement cllear 
of buildings hereafter constructed shall be 
at such an elevation that the private sewer 
therefrom shall have a fall of at least one 
in twenty to the crown of the common 
sewer. 

The applicant must pay all the costs of 
connection including a!) labor and material, 
The estimated cost shall be reached 
by taking the sum of $25 as a basis, which 
shall be held and considered as the average 
cost of constructing the particular sewer 
from the common sewer to the street con- 
nection of the estate of the applicant, and 
adding thereto) the estimate cost of the 
actual construction of the private sewer 
from street line to house connection. Vio- 
lators of the rules are liable to a penalty 
of $20. 


Street Watering Assessments. 


The street watering assessment in 


| Watertown is nearly double that of Quincy, 


being three and three-fourths cents a foot, 
against two and two-tenths in this city; 
but here the city pays one half, so that 
street watering costs more in Quincy than 
in Watertown. 

Property holders in Watertown are much 
exercised over the tax assessed upon their 
land this year for the first time. Hereto- 
fore oply a small part of the streets of the 
town has been watered during the dusty 
days in summer, and the town paid the 
bill. This yearthe town voted to water 
the principal streets and to assess the cost 
upon the abutters, It was supposed that 
the assessment would not be more than 
two cents per running foot of frontage. 
When the assessors figured the amount of 
territory watered and the frontage of lands 
abutting, they made the assessments 3% 
cents a foot, and the assessments made 
upon land owners vary from seventy- 
five cents to $130, Those who own large 
tracts of unoccupied land, bordering on the 
main streets, and who are holding them for 
building purposes, are especially comp! tin- 
ing at the excessive charge for st eet sprink- 
ling which, they argue, is not the slightest 
benefit to them. Some say they will not 
pay the assessment unless compelled to by 
the courts, while others stata that they in- 
tend to pay the tax under protest. One 
point made by these people isthat a large 
part of the street watering is done by the 
permanett members of the fire department, 
and that those whose property abut on 
such streets watered should not be assessed 
and then be csl'ed upon to pay their share 
to maintain the fire department. 

Readville Today.

KLONDIKE IMPOSTS. 


UNJUST RESTRICTIONS PLACED BY 
CANADA ON GOLD MINING. 
Such a Fiscal Scheme May Kesult In an 
American Uitlanders’ Protest—The At- 
tempt to Enforce This Policy May Cause 

® Revolution, 


According to a telegram from Ot- 
tawa the Dominion government has de- 
termined to submit American gold dig- 
gers in Canadian territory to treatment 
even more vexatious and oppressive 
than was originally proposed. Should 
it attempt to carry out the regulations 
which have been issued it will provoke 
upon the part of American uitlanders 
in the Klondike district an uprising 
similar to that which was planned by 
the English uitlanders at Johannesburg, 
and which the Jameson raid was intend- 
ed to promote. 

If the Ottawa authorities had set 
about deliberately to exasperate an 
American community beyond the bonds 
of endurance, they could bave hit upon 
no means more certain to attain their 
end than the complex worrying, grind- 
ing scheme of confiscation and taxation 
which has actually been devised. That 
no fiscal scheme so galling and so merci- 
less was ever before put forward bya 
professedly liberal government we may 
safely affirm when we consider the cir- 
cumstances under which it is to be ap- 
ae and the extraordinary hardships 

nd dangers which have to be faced by 
the hunters of gold amid the rigors and 
privations of an arctic winter. 

The features of the scheme are four, 
and it is hard to say which is the more 
unreasonable, harsh and obnoxious. We 
observe, in the first place, that if a 
| miner should happen to arrive in the 
Yukon goldfields penniless he could not 
| locate a claim, no matter how promis- 
ing might be the surface indications de- 
| tected by him. Iv his own interest he 
will not wish to disclose the richness of 
his find until he has registered a claim, 
| but this he cannot do except on the 
payment of $15, a sum which, upon the 
bypothesis, he does not possess. 

We will suppose, however, that a 
miner has managed to raise the $15 
needed to pay the registration fee, but 
has had the ill luck to find the surface 
indications imperfectly sustained in the 
| subsoil, so that during his first year he 
is barely able to procure food and lodg- 
| ing from the proceeds of his diggings. 
| Then he is confronted by the second re 
quirement of the Dominion government, 
which orders bim either to puy an an- 
nual assessment of $100 or to renounce 
his claim, though it might well happen 
| that the next year’s digging in another 
| portion of the claim would disclose a 
| large amount of treasure. Again, we 
will assume that the gross yield of a 
| given claim during a year was $1,000, 
out of which, after the registration fee 
and annual assessment demanded by the 
government were deducted, there wowd 
remain $885. Every penny of that

Here again it 
is obvious that, if men had been em- 
ployed to work it on wages at the rate 
of $10 or $15 per day, the exaction of a 
20 per cent royalty on the gross yield 
would amount practically to a confisca- 
tion of the net profit. 

Even in the exceptional cases where 
from $50,000 to $100,000 might be ex- 
tracted in a single year the demand for 
a 20 per cent royalty would be felt to 
be excessive and tyrannical on the part 


lutely nothing to facilitate the workings 
of the Yukon goldfields. There never 
was a more barefaced attempt to reap 
where one has not sown than this of the 
Ottawa authorities. It was American 
miners that discovered gold in the 
Klondike district. It is through Amer- 


| ican seaports, Juneau and St. Michael’s, 


that the northward immigration has 
since poured in and that supplies are for- 
warded. Absolutely nothing was done 
by the Canadian authorities for the 
maintenance of law and order in the 
gold bearing region until the hope of 
grabbing a part of the precious harvest 
caused them to dispatch thither 25 
mounted policemen, a force which pres- 
ently is to be quadrupled. 

Now, if we bear in mind the num- 
bers of the treasure seekers that have 
gone northward from San Francisco and 
Seattle since the gold fever began, we 
can see that several thousand able bod- 
ied and adventurous men, almost all of 
them in the prime of life, will be assem- 
bled at the Klondike during the ap- 
proaching winter. A community so em- 
inently and almost exclusively virile 
abundantly able to make laws 
for itself and to uphold peace and order, 
but it is absurd to suppose that 100 po- 
licemen can coerce it into submission to 
oppressive laws made by outsiders. The 
work of ascertaining the gross outcome 
of every claim, which is the condition 
precedent to the intake of a 20 per cent 
royalty, would require the vigilant and 
incessant serivces of hundreds of police- 
men, and hundreds of others would be 
needed to form a cordon around the dis- 


trict so as to prevent a miner who had 
‘struck it rich’’ from escaping with his 
dust and nuggets into the neighboring 
American territory. 

The truth is that under any probable 
circumstances the collection of the pro- 
posed 20 per cent royalty would prove 
impracticable, and any attempt to col- 
lect itin the state of things that will 
exist this winter at Klondike is likely 
to occasion disturbances of a grave char- 

acter. Should the 110 policemen whom 
|the Dominion government expects to 
have at its disposal in the district un- 
dertake to use force for the purpose of 
securing the assessments and royalties 
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prescribed by law we should not be 
surprised to hear that they bad been 
quietly made prisoners and disarmed, 
and either shipped back to Canada or 
allowed to g on parole. 

There is still another feature of the 
plan to squeeze the Klondike devised at 
Ottawa which in theory may look well 
enongh, but which in practice will be 
likely to cause a good deal of troable. 
We refer to the regulation that in all 
placer grounds every alternate claim is 
to be reserved for the government, which 
will sell or work it for the benefit of 
the revenue of the Dominion. This is 
to revert to Spanish traditions with a 
vengeance. The inevitable effect of such 
a law, could it be put in force, would 
be to deter miners of every nationality, 
including Canadians themselves, from 
seeking to discover any more placers in 
Canadian territory. <All the efforts of 
the gold hunters now gathered at Klon- 
dike, or on their way thither, would, 
as soon as that district is exhausted, be 
directed to finding similar deposits 
within the American boundaries. No 
miner, while equally tempting and un- 
restricted parts of the Yukon region are 
open to him, will look for placers in a 
section where half of the gold bearing 
soil laid open by his labors must be set 
apart for a rapacious government. How 
this regulation is to be applied to the 
Klondike or to other placers in Canadian 
territory which are already under the 
spade we are not told. 

It is certain that an attempt to con- 
fiscate one-half of the claims which the 
Klondike miners are now working 
would be apt to cause a revolution. The 
miners would probably meet and declare 
their independence of the Dominion 
government, after which they would, 
no doubt, express a desire for the an- 
nexation of the territory, thus pro- 
claimed antonomous, to the United 
States. That, it will be remembered, is 
precisely what the English uitlanders 
at Johannesburg intended to do and 
what the British parliament and gov- 
ernment have virtually approved by re- 
fusing to punish Mr. Rhodes for trying 
to further it.—New York Sun. 


OIL FOR WAR VESSELS. 


Bystem Which Will Increase Speed and 
Save Fuel, 

Judge M. A. Chipman recently went 
to Washington to file patent applica- 
tions and interest proper government 
officials in inventions by Frank M. Reed 
of Anderson, Ind., which have been 
completed, tested practically and found 
to be capable of revolutionizing the 
handling of war vessels at sea. 

The inventions carry out to perfec- 
tion the idea originated by Russia in 
using oil instead of coal for a fuel for 
war vessels. Reed’s invention covers a 
system of oil burning which would 
make it possible for a vessel like the 
Indiana to carry enough fuel to last on 
atrip around the world. The system 
is gas generation from oil. The gas is 
generated by an atomizing plan, is 
smokeless and capable of a tenth more 
heat than the Russians get, or 88 per 
cent more heat than the government is 
now getting from coal. 

Instead of 80 stokers, which are now 
necessary on a great war vessel, one 
man could handle all of the valves. 

Another one of the inventions covers 
a storage tank that is absolutely bullet 
and shell proof. The cost of the equip- 
ment is very small and would be paid 
for in a month or soin the saving of 
fuel. —Exchange. 


Colleges Selling Diplomas, 

Dr. S. C. A. Rubey of Clinton, secre- 
tary of the Kansas state dental examin- 
ing board, and Dr. H. S. Lowry of 
Kausas City, a member of the board, 
examined Kansas City dental colleges 
the other day. The result was a con- 
ference with Prosecutor Lowe, who will 
institute proceedings in a few weeks to 
have the charters of two of the institu- 
tions revoked. Criminal proceedings 
may also be instituted against the offi- 
cials of these colleges. The colleges in 
question have been selling diplomas, 
Dr. Rubey says, for what they would 
bring, and in many instances have sold 
them to persons outside the city who 
have never been inside the colleges. 

‘They have been grinding out di- 
plomas for almost any price,’’ said Dr. 
Rubey, ‘‘and I have positive evidence 
that in some instances diplomas have 
been sold to persons who have never 
been in Kansas City. We intend to 
prosecute them as frauds and to have 
their charters revoked.’’—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 


Dr. James Charles’ Airship. 

Dr. James Charles of Richmond, Ind., 
who for 20 years has been making a 
study of aerial navigation, and who for 
a year past has been working on plans 
for an airship, on a recent day an- 
nounced that he had them completed. 

They were exhibited in connection 
with a model of the ship to all who 
cared to call to see them, and much in- 
terest was taken inthe matter. Dr. 
Charles’ ship is much like that of Pro- 
fessor Langley, but it improves on it 
in some radical features. The propel- 
ling power will be steam or electricity, 
and the ship will be about 80 feet long 
and designed to carry half a dozen 
people. 

A stock company will be organized 
for its manufacture. If it proves to be 
a success, one of the first trips will be 
to the Alaskan goldfields.

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SLAUGHTER IN AFGHAN 


Fort Ali-Musjid Abandoned by the 
Loyal Afridis Troops. 


Three Hundred of Garrison 
Were Killed. 


—_———— 


Pathan Tribe Gives Out Ridiculous Terms) 
For Peace, 


London, Aug. 25.—A special dispatch 
from Bombay says there is an uncon- 
firmed rumor in circulation there that 
the Afridis have attacked Fort All- 
Musjid with great determination. The 
garrison made a sortie in full force, en- 
deavoring to disperse them, but met with 
a desperate resistance and lost 300 killed. 
The remnant of the garrison then aban- 
doned the post and made its way to the 
station on the Lowragt. 

The garrison at Fort Ali-Musjid was 
composed of Afridis, with Afridi offi- 
cers. If, as one report says, they died 
fighting desperately, it may be regarded 
as proof that the continued loyalty of 
the Afridis in the Indian army. 

The attack was led by Mir Bashir of 
Tirah, the high plateau which is the sum- 
mer headquarters of the Afridis and the 
Orakzis. 

Mir Bashir is a well known frontier 
chief. In 1880, during a period of similar 
discontent, he proclaimed himself king 
of Tirah and began to raise and drill an 
army. But he became unpopular through 
his imposition of taxes and his influence 
gradually melted away. 

A Simla dispatch, dated Tuesday even- 
ing, says: 

The Afridis have not ventured upon 
active hostilities today, but remained in 
the hills about Khaibar, where for the 
present they are practically safe from 
attack. 

Notoriously the vainest of the Pathan 
tribes, they had the audacity to sng- 
gest the terms under which they woula 
agree to disperse to theirhomes. These 
were the withdrawal of the troops from 
Swat and from the Samana range, the 
Surrender of all the Afridi women liv- 
ing within our border and the revision 
of the salt hegulations. They do not 
seem to realize that their rising must 
inevitably lead to a complete breaking 
down of their power as the dominant 
clan on the Peshawur frontier, 


Woodford’s Delicate Mission, 

London, Aug. 25.—The Paris corres- 
pondent of The Daily Mailsays: "™The 
conference between United States Min- 
ister Woodford, Ambassador Porter ané 
Ambassador White has failed to ar- 
rive at any definite decision.

Much de- 
pends, therefore, upon Spain's attitude 
and upon the amount of support she re- 
ceive from Europe. On both these points 
the reports of Ambassador White ano 
Ambassador Porter were unfavorable te 
the American case. The Spanish gov- 
ernment is forced by public opinion te 
continue the policy of Canovas and the 
sentiment of both France and Germany 
is decidedly hostile to American inter- 
ference. Under these circumstances i! 
is probable that until Minister Wood- 
ford is able to feel his way more clearly 
an American policy would be watered 
down to the maintenance to the claim: 
of American citizens in Cuba, set off by 
Spain's claims with regard to filibuster- 
ing.’

one of the recognized Quay leaders in 
eastern Pennsylvania, as the candidate 
for city treasurer. Colonel McMichae) 
sald yesterday that he entered the cone 
test only because the friendship of al) 
factions united upon him to perfect the 
Republican harmony which puts Sen- 
ators Quay and Penrose in what is re- 
garded as undisputed control of the Re- 
publican state organization. All the 
newspapers, Republican, Democratic and 
Independent make complimentary com- 
ment upon Colonel McMichaels selec- 
tion, referring in eulogistic terms to his 
career in politics and in active journal- 
ism. 


Hypnotism Unrecognized In Law. 

San Francisco, Aug. 25.—The state su- 
preme court has affirmed the judgment 
of guilty of murder in the first degree 
found against J. E. Banks, who killed 
Mrs. Harriet Stiles and J. B. Borden at 
Ocean Side, San Diego county, on Sept 
6, 1885. The case was appealed on the 
points that the evidence was circum- 
stantial and that the lower court erred 
in refusing to allow a hypnotist to te;- 
tify that he hypnotized the defendant 
after the murder and that the latter de- 
nied the crime when under the hypnotic 
spell. Commissioner Searles, whose 
opinion was affirmed by the court, said 
that the law did not recognize hypnotism 
In passing on the case the supreme court 
nereed, but Justice McFarland said that 
he did not quite agree as to the attItude 
of the law toward hypnotism. It could 
not be considered in this case, though it 
might in others. 


Silver Dollar Worth Forty Cents. 

New York, Aug. 25.—Bar silver made 
new low records again yesterday, both 
in this city and in London. The price 
declined abroad to 23 7-8d. per ounce, 
a loss of 1-4 of a penney. Commercial 
bars sold here at 51 1-2 cents an ounce, 
a fall of 3-4 of a cents, and assay bars 
were quoted nominally at 51 5-8@651 8-4.

This was 
the second attempt on the president’s 
life, the former being made by a crazy 
student named Revecca. The last mail 
advices received here showed that tha 
revolution had broken out afresh, the 
peace dé from the insurgents 
having given up the hope of securing 
peace and withdrew to Argentina. Fur- 
ther agitation was occasioned by the re- 
ports that the government receipts had 
shrunk $1,600,000 during the year asa 
result of the revolution. The last issue 
of the Montevideo Times received here 
states that the president remained away 
from the state house in evident fear of 
his life. At the same time a “colorado” 
or junta of those Beeking to overthrow 
the government had established active 
operations at the capital. The assas- 
sination of the president doubtless brings 
the country to a revolutionary 
which been long impending.

Lime For Clover, 


For a good many years past there has 
been a general complaint among farmers 
in the older states that it was impossi- 
ble to get a catch of clover as freely as 
in olden times. Some have attributed 
this to a lack of potash in the soil, and 
there is no doubt that light applications 
of potash have stimulated a growth of 
clover where it would fail otherwise, 
but it seems to be now a settled fact 
that the failure is more often caused by 
acidity of the soil that can be remedied 
by a moderate application of lime. 
Clover catches more freely in a lime- 
stone soil, and those farmers who have 
applied 10 or 15 bushels of lime to the 
acre have no trouble in growing an 
abundance of clover annually. We all 
know how freely it comes in wherever 
wood ashes are spread or even where 
there has been a little fire of brush in 
the field, and it is probably as much 
from the lime that is in these ashes as 
from the potash that the soil is made 
receptive to the clover plant.—J. H. 
Hale in Hartford Courant.

COALING A BIG SHIP. 


Crude Methods Employed Which Make It | 
a Slow and Expensive Job, | 
All the ships of the transatlantic lines 
are coaled by practically the same crude | 
method. Burges of about 850 tons ca- |} 
pacity are brought alongside of the ship, | 
booms are rigged, and, by tackle control- | 
led by a donkey engine, steel buckets are 
by four men | 
with shovels and hoisted to a projecting | 
platform, where two men dump the bucket 
and shovel the coal into the porthole. It 
is then taken by other men and stowed | 
Five and a 


tally by count of the buckets is the only 
record to show how much coal the steamer 


In coaling the steamship St. Paul of the 
American line 48 men are employed inside 
the ship. The average amount of coal 
bunkered is 3,000 tons. The time required 
to unload and stow is about 40 hours, and 
the total average cost of the work is $1,000, 
These figures, varying only with the coal 
consumption of the ship, will apply to the | 
vessels of other transatlantic lines. 

Effort to reduce this expense has been 
productive of many ingenious mechanical 
devices, and the inquiry is often raised 
why none of these is in general use. The 
answer is given in the statement by a rep- 
resentative of one of the transatlantic 
lines, ‘‘We have had many offers to deliver 
coal to our steamers at the rate of any- 
where from 50 to 500 tons per hour, but | 
what is the use when we cannot take care 
of it inside any faster than we do now?”’ 
In a modern ship fuel must be stored | 
wherever room can be found that is not 
required or available for other purposes, 
Coal cannot be received on board faster 
than it can be stored away in the bunkers, 
which, in the case of a modern liner, is at 
the rate of about 134 tons per man per 
hour. 

More primitive methods prevail in ports | 
of less importance than those at either end 
of the Atlantic lines. In the West Indies | 
coaling is almost exclusively done by negro 
women, who pour in a ceaseless stream 
over the gangplanks, each carrying about 
100 pounds of coalin a basket poised on 
her head 

In Mediterranean ports the work is done 
by men instead of women, but for the 
most part with the same primitive imple 
ments, shovel and basket.—S. Howard 
Sinith in Cassier’s Magazine.

Plant Culture by Amateurs, 


“Amateur florists should study the 
habits of the plants in their collections in 
order to give the special care needed by 
each variety,’’ writes Eben B. Rexford in 
The Ladies’ Home Journal. ‘Not only 
does this advice apply pertinently to wa- 
tering, but to the position in the window. 
Your plant window may bea southern one 
which will admit a great deal of sunshine. 
This will exactly suit geraniums, helio-| 
tropes, roses and plants of that class, but 
begonias, primroses and many other plants 
adapted to house culture are not particu- 
larly fond of strong sunshine—in fact, are | 
often injured by full exposure to it. It is 
possible to find out exactly what course to | 
pursue and to effect a compromise between 
two classes of plants without a/| 
change of windows. Find out what plants 
like partial shade and give them positions 
in the rear of the sun loving plants. In 
this way the plants which require sunshine 
will not be robbed of it, and those which 
do not require sunshine will not be harmed 
by having an excess of it.’’

A Braintree Boy Who Has Been a) 
Captive. 

A dispatch to the Globe from New 
York reports that Ernest Maden, a boy of 
15, the son of a livery stable keeper of 
Dyer’s hill, South Braintree, Mass., was 
rescued by Capt. Schmittberger and the 
detectives uf the West 47th street station 
from a band of gypsies, with whom he 
had been travelling seven or eight weeks. 

The gypsy and his wife in whose com- 
pany the boy was found are locked up as 
suspicious persons. Whether or not a 
charge of kidnapping will be sustained is 
doubtful. Capt. Schmittberger says he 
will probably make it against them. 

Capt. Schmittberger was told since the 
arrest that a boy, who was supposed to be 
the son of wealthy parents, was held cap- 
tive by a band of gypsies. The boy, the 
captain’s informant said, was compelled to 
do all sorts of housework, to mind the 
gypsy’s baby and was not allowed his free- 
dom. The boy, it was said, was shame- 
fully ill-treated, and had been kidnapped 
somewhere up in the state. It was also 
said that he was being held for a ransom. 

The man and wife of the camp were 
arrested and will be arraigned for kid- 
napping but they say they did not kidnap 
the boy. He was such a nice little boy 
that we took a liking to him, and when he 
told us that he was going to New York we 
told him that we were bound there too, 
and that he might come along and mind 
the baby. And he did. He said his father 
had been dead five years and his mother 
ten.” 

Gilman Maden, father of the Ernest 
Maden was seen at his home, Dyer’s hill, 
Braintree, Thursday night. He said that | 
his son Ernest was always an unruly child, 
and that four years ago, when the boy was 
11 years old, he had him commiited to 
the state reformatory for being an unruly 
and stubborn child. 

Officer Benjamin Loring got Ernest a 
home with a farmer at Chicopee Falls, but 
he ran away from there and came home t9 
South Braintree, haying been gone a little | 
over a year. Ernest was next given a| 
home in Colebrook, Conn., bnt ran away 
from there last spring. He came back to} 
South Braintree, after awhile, and told 
some of his young friends and neighbors 
that he was obliged to do a man’s work 
and it was too hard on him. 

Officer Davis of Fall River took the boy 
back again to Co’ebrook, and he remained 
there until six months ago. The state 
officers have been looking for him since, 
and have been to Braintree in search of 
him. 

Mr. Maden says that Ernest will not 
remain at home, and it would be useles for 
him to take him back, He will probably 
be returned to the state reformatory. 

People in South Braintree who are fa- | 
miliar with the case have much sympathy 
for Ernest. They say he was not treated 
as aboy should be at bome. His father 
married again when Ernest was quite 
young, and after that the trouble with the 
boy began. Mr. Maden at one time worked 
at Kane’s livery stable, and afterward for 
the Old Colony road. He is out of work 
al present,

Success of Prince Luigis Expedition=--Fixes 
Altitude and Other Questions. 

Victoria, B. C., Aug. 27.—The expedi- 
tion of Prince Luigi of Savoy to the sum- 
mit of Mount St. Elias has fixed finally 
the altitude of the mount at 18,120 feet. 
The expedition has also answered defi- 
nitely questions asked by scientists as 
to whether or not St. Elias was at one 
time a great volcano. 

There is not the slightest indication otf 
volcanic actionanywhere. Anew glacier 
was discovered by the explorers from 
the eminence of Mount St. Elias, between 
the Augusta mountains and Great Logan 
It takes its course, apparently, to the 
sea, and was named by the prince, “Co 
lombo.” 

Advancing up these glaciers and mor- 
aines took 39 days. 

At Pinnacle pass was found the first 
evidence of Russell's expedition in 1891, 
in the shape of a tent bottom and a 
rusty fork. et 

The divide connecting Mount St. Elias 
and Mount Newton was 8000 feet high. 
The Americans raised the Stars and 
Stripes over the camp there and Prince 
Luigi and his party cheered for the flag. 

At 1 o’clock on the morning of July 31, 
they commenced the ascent of the great 
mountain, For 11 hours the upward 
climb was made, and at exactly five 
minutes before 12 the summit of St. Elias 
was beneath the feet of the explorers. 

There was neither wind nor fog and 
only 20 below freezing. The prince 
planted the Italian flag on the topmost 
peak and photographed it. He then 
took a picture of the American and Ital- 
ian flags. The prince does not con 
sider the ascent difficult, except for the 
last few hundred feet, which is a mass 


of solid ice

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FROM KHYBER PASS. 


Fort Lund-Kotal Taken by Afridis After a) 
Hard Battle. 

Simla, Aug. 27.—The Afridis attacked 
Fort Lundi-Kotal Tuesday. The gar- 
rison held its own unttl 10 o’clock Wed- 
nesday morning, when, after sharp fight- 
ing, in which the native commander of 
the garrison was killed while pana pie 
his men, the enemy snes an entrance. 

he fight was continued fo fe 
ean tbe fortification by the Khyber | 
rifies in the towers at the angles of the | 
fort, which was strongly built of stone. | 
The Afridis lost heavily before they cap- 
tured the place. They looted the fort, | 
capturing a quantity of supplies, and} 
then burned the structure. The fact 
that no news has been received of the 
fate of the garrison leads to the belief 
here that they succeeded in making 
terms before they surrendered. 

The news is confirmed here that the 
Orakzais bave risen and cut the tele-| 
graphie communications with all of the) 
garrisons and posts of Kurran valley. 

A message from the queen to the} 
viceroy was read as follows: 

“I am grieved at the loss of my brave 
officers and men. I trust that the 
wounded are doing well. It is most 
gratifying to me to see how well my 
troops have behaved. The conduct of 
all my troops has been admirable.”’ 

The message was read at all the par- 
ades of the troops at the front and was 
received with cheers and enthusiasm. 

The success of the Afridis in closing 
Khyber pass compels a reconsideration 
of the whole border question. Under the 
existing agreement the Afridis in return 
for liberal subsidies undertook to keep 
the pass open to furnish men for the 
Khyber rifles and to resist attacks with- 
put our ald. 

The demands upon the military re- 
sources for Tochi, Malakand, Kohat, 
etc., prevented sending a force to meet 
the sudden raid on the pass. The pun- 
ishment of this breach of faith of the 
Afridis is justified, while it is absolutely 
necessary for the future safety of the 
frontier that they be dispersed and dis- 
armed. No such success as they have 
temporarily gained has ever before been | 
recorded on the northest border. The 
government is bound in common pru- 
dence to mobilize a force at Peshawur 
strong enough to traverse the whole 
country south and the Khyber pass from | 
end to end.

Last of the Old School. 

The French artist M. Francois Louis

MAILS TO THE KLONDIKE. 


Carriers Will Make Two Trips Per Month 
to Dawson City. i 

The postoffice department at Wasb- | 
ington recently received from Mr. Coul- 
ter, deputy postmaster general for} 
Canada, a proposal for the carrying of 
mails between Dyea, Dawson City and | 
Circle City, which was accepted by the | 
departmenf, and the Canadian postoffice 
was so notified. The offer of the Cana 
dian government is to establish a post- 
office at Dawson City, appoint a post- 
master, and make it an international 
exchange office. They then agree to 
carry all tha mails of the United States, 
one trip a month, from Dawson City to 
Dyea, the United States agreeing in re- 
turn to carry al] the Canada mails from 
Victoria, B. C., to Dyea. The postoffice 
department is to pay the Canadian post- 
office the sum which it asked from 
Canada if the United States was to 
provide for the transportation of the 
mails. 

This is regarded as an exceptionally 
fair proposal. It will give the United 
States two mails a month to Dawson 
City, as there is already a monthly con- 
tract in force rnvning from Dyea to 
Circle City via Dawson City. 

Up to this time, while the mail for 
Dyea from Circle City passed through 
Dawson City, there being no exchange 
Office there, the pouches were kept 
closed and no wail could be distributed, 
nor could apy mail be added. The es- 
tablishment of an exchange office there 
will change all this. —Exchange.

Perfumes. 

A new process for extracting the per- 
fume of flowers has been devised by M. 
J. Passy. He steeps the flowers in wa- 
ter, which is drawn off when charged 
With perfume and fresh water substi- 
tuted.

& long time, and their life is further 
prolonged by the use of a saline solution 
such as the tissues of the plants call for. 
The charged water is then evaporated 
by the use of ether.

THE OLD FIND IN INDIANA TRACED TO 
ITS SOURCE. 


Ingenious Theory of an Ancient Gold Bear- 
ing Glacier From the Klondike Region. 
Brown County, Ind., Has Been Success- 
fully Worked For the Past Sixty Years. 


News comes from Bean Blossom, 
Ind., that great activity has marked the 
recept operations in Brown county’s 
goldfields. Itis also added that at no 
time in the past bas such success rée- 
warded the labors of miners. Two men 
from Georgetown washed out quite a 
quantity along the banks of Salt creek, 


and a party from Brownstown, the | 


county seat, are going to organize a 
company to buy up all the gold land 
and put in new machinery for the rapid 


and economical separation of the gold | 


from dust and gravel. The gold beater 
at Bean Blossom has more work than 
he can do and thinks of securing help 
from Indianapolis or 
Every one in Brown county, north of 
Weed Patch hill, seems to think the 
day of jubilee has come. 


Sounds like a vagary, does it not? | 


The idea of gold in Indiana! And Bean 
Blossom, Salt creek, Weed Patch hill 
—they can be nothing but fancied crea- 
tions of some imaginative writer. Yet 
these names are all mentioned in your 
atlas. Brown county lies south of In- 
dianapolis and is cut across from east 
to west by a range of hills, the only 
considerable elevation between Canada 
and Kentucky. Bean Blossom is the 
name of a postoffice and town ‘‘north 
of the ridge,’’ and there is a gold beat- 
er with a long established business in 
the place. Salt creek does flow down 
the north country, near the foot of the 
ridge, and Weed Patch hill is the high- 
est peak in the range. 

And there is gold in Brown county. 
Of this there is no room for question. 
More than oue state geologist of Indiana 
has taken note of the fact, and Geolo- 
gist Owen, with others, has recorded 
bis opinion that the gold came down 
from the north in the glacial age and 
was deposited here to the north of the 
ridge in that period—perhaps centuries 
in duration—while the glacier, caught 
and lodged against the range of hills, 
melted at the bottom and deposited the 
soil it had dragged loose in the north- 
west country. 

There is no easily discoverable gold 
south of the ridge. There is none any- 
where else in Indiana or any of the 
region roundabout. The glacier which 
hid its treasures against this Brown 
county ridge no doubt bad lost its last 
yellow dust before it reached the hills 
of Kentucky and Tennessee. Of course 
in every acre of ground it is probable 
some trace of gold may be found by 
chemistry. There isa trace of each min- 
eral in all the minerals. But this Brown 
county soil—nérth of the ridge—is real- 
ly so rich that a man may readily earn 
from $1 to $2 a day mining. 

In the light of the “recent northern 
discoveries it is curious to reflect that 
doubtless the glacier which made this 
Salt creek deposit must have gripped 
in its icy hands the original Klondike 
claim and have slowly carried it from 
the tributaries of the Yukon to the 
tributaries of the Wabash. There is 
no gold bearing quartz ‘‘north of the 
ridge,’’ nor anywhere nearer than Col- 
orado. 
tered flakes of free gold through the 
dark gravelly soil.

ical surveys of the British possessions 
along the Klondyke, has been recalled by 
the government for consultation as to 
important matters affecting the new 
@2ld fields, and he is now en route to 
Ottowa. via San Francisco. He will 
make a report embodying suggestions 
for new mining laws, soverning the sale 
of liquor and taking wood for fuel, etc. 
He made a census of the new fields and 
finds 23 claims produced $826,000, and 
says that $70,000 is no exaggerated esti- 
inate of the amount that will be produced 
by 180 claims on bonanza, Hunkers and 
El Dorado in three years. 

Thomas Magee, a well known real 
estate man of this city, who ts en route 
to the Klondyke gold fields with a party 
of San Franciscians, writes from Lake 
Bennett, B. C., under date of Aug. 15, 
confirming previous reports of the ter- 
rible conditions of the White pass trail 
from Skaguay, and relating the almost 
insurmountable difficulties to be en- 
countered by the gold hunters who prefer 
that route to the more formidable Chil- 
koot pass. He and his party left Ska- 
fuay on Aug. 10 with nine burros, and 
during the four and one-half days con- 
sumed in making the trip of 40 miles 
to Lake Bennett, met with innumerable 
adventures. 

Twenty-five times some of their pack 
animals were bogged up, necessitating 
not only the unpacking of each load, 
but also the lifting of the animals bodily 
from the mire. Another trouble was 
the narrowness of the trail in places, 
Which necessitated the unpacking of the 
burros and the transporting of the sup- 
plies by hand over these spots. 

The Magee party took a boat up from 
San Francisco in sections, but was com- 
pelled to leave it at the beach at Skaguay, 


| as it was utterly impossible to carry it 


over the trail. At the head of Lake 
Bennett, however, they found a firm of 
boat builders, who charged no more for 
g00d boats than would be paid in San 
Francisco ($140). 

Mr. Magee thinks that the majority of 
the crowd now at Skaguay and Dyea 
will have to abandon all hope of getting 
{nto the Yukon country this year, and is 
certain that the late comers have no 
chance of dving so.

NOTABLE REUNION. 


President McKinley Will Attend Meeting of H's 
Old Regiment. 

Fremont, O., Aug. 30.—The first and 
second days of September will have noted 
events here, at both of which President 
McKinley will be in attendance, Sept.1 
occurs the wedding of Ensign Smith and 
Miss Hayes, the daughter of the ex- 
president, and on Sept. 2 occurs the re- 
union of the regiment in which Hayes 
and McKinley served during the war. 

The Twenty-third Ohio regiment 
claims the distinction of having among 
its officers more men who attained high 
positions during and after the war than 
any other regiment in the United States— 
E. B. Hayes and William McKinley; one 
reached the effice of United States sena- 
tor and associate justic of the supreme 
court of the United States—Stanley 
Matthews. Its first colonel, W. S. Ros- 
crans, was appointed brigadier general 
in the regular army before his regiment 
reached the field. The next in com- 
mand, E. P. Scammon, was afterward 
made major general of volunteers, and 
Was equally successful in business life. 
The fourth colonel, James M. Comly, was 
mustered out with the regiment and af- 
terwards was known as a distinguished 
journalist. Lieutenant Colone: Russell 
Hastings, now a resident of the Ber- 
muda islands, is known as a successful 
man of business in Ohio since the war. 
Captain G. B. Giddings was appointed 
major in the United States army. Lieu- 
tenant B. P. Kennédy was later lieuten- 
ant governor of Ohio and also a member 
of co;jgress. 

President McKinley rose from the 
ranks to second lieutenant Feb. 7, 1864, 
and to captain July 25, 1864, and was 
afterward breveted major. 

The regiment saw severe and trying 
service in the mountains of West Vir- 
ginia and participated honorably in the 
engagements of South Mountain and 
Antietam in 1862. It was especially con- 
spicuous at the celebrated battle of Cedar 
Creek Oct. 19, 1864, when Sheridan made 
his ride to Winchester. 


Paris His Kiondyke. 

New York, Aug. 30.—Dr. Thomas W. 
Evans, the famous American dentist 
who for the past 40 years has been the 
dental operator in Paris of most of the 
crowned heads of Europe and many 
celebrities, returned to this country yes- 
terday. He came over with the body of 
his wife, which is to be interred in Wood- 
land cemetery, Philadelphia. Dr. Evans 
is now 75 years of age, and is worth $35,- 
000,000. About $5,000,000 of the property 
is in New York ecity-real estate, the re- 
mainder in Paris and elsewhere. This 
fortune has been gathered since Dr. 
Evans first went to Paris from Phila- 
delphia in the forties. During the em- 
pire of Napoleon IIl his fame as a den- 
tist was world wide. In that capacity 
he served Napoleon, the Empress Eu- 
genie and all the monarchs of Europe, 
except Queen Victoria and the present 
Sultan of Turkey. Victoria's children 
and the present Czar of Russia, when 
children, were his patients. Dr. Evans 
has orders and decorations innumerable. 
It was In his carriage that the Empress 
Eugenie escaped from Paris after the 
battle of Sedan. The wife of Dr. Evans 
died on June 17 last at their residence in 
Paris. 

World's Harvest Estimate, 

Buda-Pesth, Aug. 30.—The munistry 
of agriculture has issued its annual esti- 
mate in which it describes the world’s 
harvest as extraordinary light. The 
total yield of wheat is placed at 573,760,- 
000 metric hundred weight, while the 
present annual requirements are esti- 
mated at 655,150,000 metrie hundred 
weight. It is calculated that for 1897 
and 1898 there will be a shortage of 50,- 
800,000 hundred weight. The stocks re- 
maining on hand from 1896 are approx!- 
mately estimated at somewhere between 
88,000,000 and 45,000,000. The total supply 
for the year reckoning both the present 
stocks and the harvest is estimated at 
from 610,000,000 to 651,000,000 metric hun- 
dred weight. 

Massachusetts Benefit In Pern, 

Lima, Peru, Aug. 30.—The collapse of 
the Massachusetts Benefit Life associa- 
tion of Boston is regarded here as dis- 
astrous. The only security that the 
policy holders here have is 30,000 sols 
local gurantee and this is scarcely suf- 
ficent to cover 25 per cent of the liabil- 
ities. 


Disorderly Meeting at Paris, 

Pails, Aug. 30.—A disorderly meeting 
of 6000 members of the Revolutionary 
Socialists was held here yesterday. 
Many of the speakers denounced the 
policy of Premier Meline and urged com- 
munal control of the wheat and brea? 
trade.

Buffalo, Aug. 30.—An Erie passenger 
train, while going at the rate of 65 miles 
pn hour, struck a wagon containing five 
people at a crossing just outside of the 
city limits last night. Melville H. Valen- 
tine was instantly killed and M. C. 
Weider, Mrs. Weider, Eddie Weider, 4 
years old, and George Cole, were all se- 
verely injured. Mrs. Weider and George 
Cole may die. The party started to 
cross the tracks just after a freight train 
had passed. They did not hear or see 
the passenger train coming In an opposite

President Bryant Entertains—Some- 


thing About the New Retreat. 


President Bryant of the City Council 
entertained in a royal manner fourteen 
members of the Sportmen’s clab of Wol- 
laston, on Saturday afternoon, at his new 
shooting box, which is located on the 
shores of the beautiful Whitman’s pond 
in Weymouth. 

The shooting box is built on a point of 
land which jats into the water from the 
Lovell’s Corner shore, commanding an 
unobstructed view of the whole pond, 
This sheet of water, which is one of the 
largest in the county, is a famous resort 
for wild geese and other water fowl when 
they are on their semi-annual migrations. 
For years this pond has been gunned by 
strangers as well as by natives. President 
Bryant is an ardent sportsman. Recently 
he has obtained control by purchase and 
Jease of a large part of the land which 
surrounds this pond. 

It is upon this land that the ledge is 
located from which the stone for the 
ashler work of the new Weymouth High 
school is being taken. The ledge is over 
400 feet long, 300 feet wide and indications 
are that a fiue front of 75 feet deep can be 
worked. The stone is not light enough to 
dazzle the eye nor dark and gloomy. It 
works well and is apparently susceptible of 
a high finish. 

Ooe of the curious ledge formations on 
this property is a huge bowlder appro- 
priately called ‘‘ House Rock.” It is of 
granite formation and of about the siz2 of 
an ordinary two anda half story dwelling 
house. Through its centre is a cleft about 
eighteen inches wide, thirty feet high and 
extending through the rocks for a distance 
of something like 65 feet, terminating ina 
sort of a well. Access to the top of the 
rock is gained by some scrabbling and bard 
climbing on the part of the tyro who is 
taking the 331 degree, as each member of 
Sportsmen’s club had to do op Saturday. 

The shooting box itself is a picturesque, 
low studded, one story building 30 feet by 
14 fect in size, stained a moss green to 
harmonize with the surrounding foliage.

THROUGH TREACHERY 


The Capture of Fort Lundi-Kotal 
Was Accomplished, 


Khyber Rifles Belonged to 
Hill Towns. 


Gates Were Opened From Inside and Garrison 
Laid Down Arms. 


Simla, Aug. 30.—A strong column of 
native troops and the royal Irish regl- 
ment, with four guns, under command 
of Colonel Richardson, has started for 
the relief of the Kurum valley fort and 
another force has been sent to the as- 
sistance of the Shimwar garrison. 

It has developed that the capture of 
Fort Lundi-Kotal was accomplished 
through treachery, and that the original 
reports that a fight lasting two hours 
took place within the walls of the fort is 
unfounded. The 350 Khyber rifles who 
were stationed there belonged to vari- 
ous clans and included a number of men 
from the Peshawur valley. 

After fighting for a desultory nature 
some of the Shinaris dropped from the 
walls and fled to their homes. The 
Afridis on the walls soon began to ex- 
change greetings with the besiegers of 
the fort, whereupon the gates were 
opened from the inside and the enemy 
poured in. Some of the defenders fled 
and others remained and fraternized 
with the besiegers. The Peshawuris 
were disarmed. Six of them were held 
as prisoners and the remainder, to the 
number of 50, were allowed to go free. 

It was this news which led to the dis- 
arming of a portion of th® garrison at 
Jamrud. It is believed that the Khyber 

tifles garrisoning the forts in the Khy- 
ber pass have acted in a similar manner. 


EAST INDIAN REBELLION. 


Attack on Shimwari Repulsed--Afridis Quarrel- 
ing Among Themselves. 

Bombay, Aug. 30.—Little fresh news 
has been received here from the fron- 
tier. An attack has been made on Shim- 
wari, in the Samana range, but the at- 
tacking was repulsed, losing five 
killed and many wounded. Thereiscon- 
siderable excitement among the tribes 
along the Bolan route to Quetta, and the 
telegraph wires have again been cut. 
It is reported that the tribesmen aré 
gathering near the Ziaret sanitarium, 
and much anxiety is felt regarding the 
safety of the ladies and children there, 
as the railway officials are asking for 
qmilitary protection for their property. 
If the route is considered safe the ladies 
and children at the sanitarium will be 
brought away, but otherwise troops will 
be sent from Quetta to protect them. 

The column under Colonel Gordon, 
which was dispatched to the Samana dis 
trict yesterday, is composed entirely bs 
native troops, and is fully equipper 
with medical commissariat and trans- 
port services. It has orders to force the 
Kehat pass if necessary. 

Rumors are current tending to throw 
Goubts upon the genuineness of the 
Ameer’s reply to the viceroy of India 
regarding the complicity of Afghan sub- 
jects in the uprising. 

The disarming of the Khyber rifles, 
which formed a part of the garrison at 
Jamrud, was a complete surprise, but 
the orders were obeyed without any 
trouble. 

Much individual firing into the camp 
at Jamrud has taken place, as many as 
100 stray shots having been fired at the 
outpostsinasingle night. Someof these 
shots were fired at so short a range that 
three native officers, who were on watch, 
were killed. It speaks well for the dis- 
cipiline and obedience maintained in the 
camp that not a single shot was fired in 
reply. The hot weather is extremely 
trying, but the health and spirits of the 
troops are good. Fears are expressed 
of the fall of Eustam, northwest of Mar- 
dan, the whole district being in the hands 
of the enemy. 

General Wodehouse has 
Mardan to Rustam, where the force 
which now amounts to 2000 men, with 
two guns, will be strengthened. 

Confirmation has been received of the 
rumors that the Afridis are quarrelling 
among themselves over the division ot 
the booty taken from the captured forts. 
Only about 500 of them have been left to 
guard the Khyber pass, the others hay- 
ing dispersed to seek supplies of pro- 
visions. This is probably the reason for 
the cessation of hostilities. 

The general idea here is that if further 
delay occurs in punishing the Afridis, 
for which purpose at least 20,000 men are 
required, there will be a general uprising 
on an enormous scale, extending from 
Orakzailand to Zaimukht, beyond 
Kuram and into Wariristan, despite the 
presence of the British ffd force in the 
Tochi valley, east of Rustam. Between 
Buner and the Indus the tribes appear 
to be disinclined to jofn the rebellion.

Paris, Aug. 30.—The city is growing 
into a frenzy of enthusiasm over the wel- 
come to be extended to President Faure 
on his return tomorrow from his visit to 
Russia. All the principal streets and 
buildings are d€corated with flags and 
bunting. A group of tradesmen held a 
meeting and resolved to erect a grand- 
stand and a triumphal arch, and com- 
mittees are busy in all quarters of the 
city. All the vehicles seen on the streets 
on the day of the president's return will 
be decorated with the tri-color, and 
there will be a gratis performance of 
“Don Juan” at the opera and free per- 
formances at the various theaters. Al] 
the cafes and wine shops will be per- 
mitted to remain open all night and out- 
door balls will be held in every square.

Chinese Smuggling. 

Washington, Aug. 30.—The treasury 
department is conducting an investiga- 
tion of charges that Chinese are being 
smuggled into the United States at Port 
Townsend. The reports upon which the 
investigation is based were received 
here about a week ago, and Assistant 
Secretary Howell immediately ordered 
Special Agent Cullom to proceed to Port 
Townsend. The report indicated that 
the Chinese had made use of forged cer- 
tificates, but no charges were made 
against the customs officials at Port 
Townsend, except by implication. Ow- 
ing to the friction that has been caused 
between officials of the treasury depart- 
ment and the department of justice over 
the methods of enforcing the Chinese ex- 
clusion acts, the s@cretary of the treas- 
ury and the attorney general will this 
week issue a joint circular to immigra- 
tion inspectors and United States at- 
torneys and marshals, instructing them 
in the future not to arrest Chinese whose 
papers give them prima facie right to ad- 
mission until they reach their ultimate 
destinations in the United States, Here- 
tofore they have been arrested as soon 
as they crossed the border, and when 
taken before United States commission- 
ers were frequently discharged despite 
the protests of the inspectors. Itis be- 
Neved that if they are not arrested until 
they reach their destination the chances 
of collusion magistrates and 
those interested in getting Chinamen 
illegally into the country will be reduced 
to a minimum.

By Kerosene Route. 

Tampa, Fla., Aug. 30.—Marie, the 14- 
year-old daughter of Mrs. Frances Valdez 
of Port Tampa City, went into the kitchen 
to starta fire yesterday afternoon. She 
poured on kerosene and instantly there 
was a deafening explosion, followed by 
the girl's agonizing cries as she ran from 
the room on fire. Mrs. Valdez at once 
went to her daughter’s assistance. While 
she was attempting to extinguish the 
flames her own clothes caught fire and 
the two ran screaming from the house. 
Both were burned toacrisp. The house 
caught fire from the flames and was de- 
stroyed. A small boy was burned in the 
house. His body has not been recovered. 
The fire spread rapidly, and five houses 
owned by the Plant Inv@stment com- 
pany were burned, there being no fire 
protection. The department from Port 
Tampa turned out, but could do no good, 
there being no water. 


Murderer Confesses. 

Charleston Aug. 30.—Christopher 
Slack, now serving a term in the peni- 
tentiary for burglary, has confessed that 
@bout two years ago he and about halfa 
dozen others met a pedlar, John Wise- 
man, on the road and killed him fer his 
money, getting in all $85 in cash and 
other valuables. They burned the flesh 
off the bones and then buried them. 
Slack made the confession under the im- 
pression that the murder was about to 
get out and he would be hany=d. He 
turned state’s evidence to save himself. 
Officers have gone up the river to arrest 
the persons named by Slack as accom- 
plices. 


Cisneros Case. 

Havana, Aug. 30.—It is asserted here 
that it was the intention of Captain Gen- 
eral Weyler, as the result of quiet and 
friendly influence on the part of Consul 
General Lee, to issue an order dismis- 
sing the case of Evangelina Cossio Cis- 
neros in a short time, but in view of the 
Publcity given the case and the many 
contradictory assertions made in regard 
to it the captain general has decided to 
postpone action for the present. The 
military commander of the Isle of Pines 
recently stated that many of the state- 
ments made with reference to Senorita 
Cisneros were without foundation, and 
that, so faras he could judge, no extreme 
sentence would be imposed upon her. 


Miners’ Families Starving. 

Nasonville, O., Aug. 30.—The destitu- 
tion among miners here is very great. 
Mayor Buckley says 1260 persons, the en- 
tire mining population of the town, have 
absolutely nothing to eat, and 100 of 
these are sick. In this immediate vi- 
tinity there are 7000 destitute people, a 
large number of whom re children. 
j.ocal charity has helped them till its 
means are gone. Gardens supplied the 
wants of these people until recently, 
but that resource is now exhausted. Re- 
lief committees have been appointed for 
the entire district, but they are powerless 
on account of the lack of supplies. A 
ritizens special committee is exerting 
itself to secure temporary relief, 

Greek Question. 

Athens, Aug. 30.—The government is 
waiting the result of the appeal made 
to the. chamber of deputies last Monday 
for a vote of confidence before replying 
to the note of the powers. Some ap- 
prehension is felt that a cabinet crisis 
may occur, but should a vote be obtained 
the government will indicate its readi- 
ness to appropriate the tobacco and 
stamp revenues as a gurantee for an 
Indemnity loan, and it readiness also to 
agree to the appointment of the ministers 


of the powers in Athens alone to con- 
trol the revenues.

Henry H. Faxon Injured by the 


Sewer Construction. 


Mention has been made in the LEDGER 
of wells running dry during the con- 
struction of the sewer on the Newcomb 
street extension, and now it seems that 
Henry H. Faxon will claim damages 
for loss of water at the wells and too much 
water upon his lands. He has written 
letters to Mayor Adams, Commissioner 
Knowlton, and also to the Board of Sewer 
Commissioners, reading as follows : 

Quincy, Aug. 30, 1897. 
To the Commissioners, Quincy, 
Mass. 

GENTLEMEN: This is to notify you 
that for any damages arising from the 
| pumping of water upon my land, in the 
| construction of the sewer, and indirectly 
| draining the wells upon my estates in that 
| vicinity, I shall hold the city responsible. 

] Respectfully yours, 
Henry H. Faxon. 

An investigation shows that severs! wells 
have run dry, which were never dry before, 
and some of these are a long distance from 
the work on the sewer, those at the old 
Spear farm at the corner of Canal and 
Brackett streets, at the residence of Mr. 
Cook on Canal street, and at the Wheble 
estate on Field street. 

The work on the Newcomb street exter- 
sion is practically completed, but an engine 
is still at work night and day near the 
foot of Faxon avenue. It has been pump- 
ing from 600 to 800 gallons per minute, as 
much as the average da‘ly consumption of 
the entire city during some months last 
year, as shown by the Water Department 
figures. 

Most of this water when pumped flows 
upon the low lands cf Mr. Faxon off Cod- 
dington street and he cl.ims the meadow 
is damaged, and the culvert under Codding- 

| ton street has been blocked, and it is possi- 
b'e there may be ip winter good skating on 
** the ditches ’’ as years ago. 

Mr. Faxon says that damages have been 
recovered under similar circumstances in 
other cities, and does not seem to worry 
over what has been done. If the water 
coms back into the wells his claim cannot, 
however, be very large. 

Engineer Branch when seen in regard to 
whether it was the custom for cities when 

| building sewers to pay damages because of 
ihe drying up wells and for pumping water 
onto property, said that there was a legal 
point as to whether or no. cities were 
liable, but it was a fact that there were 
cases where damages had been paid, and 
cases where damages had not ben paid.

A Question Raised as to Street 
Railway Location. 


There is a difference of opinion between 
certain members of the City Council and 
the street railway as to just what the 
words, ‘* To point of connection,” as used 
in the locations granted by the selectmen 
in 1888 and now being built upon by the 
street railway means. 

In that grant the votein relation to the 
line through Squantum, Farrington street, 
ete. reads: ‘*Thence along Squantum street 
to point of connection upon Hancock 
street.”” 

At that time the tracks on Hancock 
street opposite Squantum street were on 
the west side of the street. Since then 
the location has been changed and the 
opinion of certain members of the Council 
is that the street railway have a right to 
connect with the side of Hancock street 
at, the above point but have no right to go 
to the centre of Hancock street to connect 
the tracks, 

If this is true then there is a few feet 
over which the railroad can not build with- 
out the Council vote to grant the location 
over this point. 

On the other hand the railroad claims 
that inasmuch as the original grant reads 
to point of connection on Hancovk street 
but does not state whether that point of 
connection sha!l be on the west or east 
side, or the centre of the street at this 
point, they have aright to build to their 
location in the centre of the street. 

It is purely a technical point, but will, if 
possible, be used by those opposed to the 
Wollaston loop to prevent the railroad from 
connecting the two lines. 

The City Solicitor will probably be called 
upon to give his opinion upon this point,

BAD BRITISH BREAD. 


| ¥EAVY LOAVES NOT THE FAULT OF 
AMERICAN FLOUR. 


We Will Feed England In Spite of Eng- 
lish Criticism—The Lancet’s Argument 
Against Foreign Foods Will Not Affect 
the Sale of Our Wheat. 


The task or privilege of feeding Eng- 
land during the next 12 months will 
| fall, as is already widely known, chief- 
\ly upon America. The Russian wheat 
crop isa failure, and export of grain 
has been forbidden by the czar. The 
|market for the enormous superfluous 
yield of American cereals is thus pro- 
vided by one of nature’s fortunate com- 
pensations, and all concerned are hap- 
py or should be. It is curious that just 
at this moment a new warning or argu- 
ment against the use of foreign grown 
food should be put forward by that ac- 
knowledged authority upon all ques- 
tions affecting the physical well being 
of man, The Lancet. Its assertion 
amounts to this—that the healthiest 
food for any people is the product of its 
local or native soil. 

The average ignorant layman is no 
doubt of the impression that wheat is 
wheat and beef is beef the world over. 
Far from it, says a correspondent of 
| The Lancet, whose views are indorsed 
by the editor of the great organ of med- 
ical science in an interesting article. It 
is, of course, well understood that cli- 
matic conditions have a great deal to 
do with the suitability of food, The ap- 
petite for fat in the arctic and for fruit 
in the tropics affords the commonest ex- 
ample. 

“‘The same principle,”’ the editor of 
The Lancet points out, ‘‘is illustrated 
even in the comparatively narrow range 
of climatic conditions in this country. 
Who bas the same inclination to eata 
large, underdone, juicy steak in the 
broiling days of our short summer as in 
winter? We rather have recourse to sal- 
ads, fruits, vegetables, and if to meat 
at all it is in sparing quantity and gen- 
erally cold. But, as an agricultural cor- 
respondent has most ably and p¢ rtinent- 
ly pointed out to us in a recent very in- 
teresting communication, the subject 
may be pushed a step further and con- 
sidered from a point of view which in 
its general bearings on the question of 
food supply is of unquestionable impor- 
jtance. As he has obs¢ rved, the same 
plant varies in its feeding properties 
when grown at a different altitude or 


! on a particular soil or in a different cli- 


mate. In other words, the nutritive 
value of a plant or its fruit, be it seed 
or leaf, is influenced by soil and climate. 
Herbage composed of grasses and clo- 
vers—i. @., pasture—has a marked in- 
fluence upon the health, development 
and early maturity of sheep and cattle 
according to geographical position and 
geological character of the soil. Thus 
‘storeland’ and ‘feeding land’ are terms 
used to express the relative character of 
the soil, and, as our correspondent, who 
is a farmer, points out, these varying 
conditions have a wel! known influence 
in altering or modifying the type and 
character of breed or pedigree. Is ita 
design in nature, he asks, that plants 
growing in any particular country shall 
be more suitable food for animals in 
that particular country than foreign 
food or that grown in a different coun- 
try? As an illustration, linseed or flax- 
seed produced in one country is full of 
oil, and in another the proportion of oil 
is distinctly less. A sample of seed in 
one country, again, is rich in mucus, 
while in another it contains very little 
mucilage, the difference in this respect 
in Russia, Indian and English seeds be- 
ing considerable. Again, he asks, does 
Assam tea afford a more healthful bev- 
erage to the Chinaman than Indian tea? 
Yet the character of the two decoctions 
made from these respective teas is quite 
different. 

“To come nearer home and to touch 
upon the economic side of the question 
as closely affecting our own agricultural 
interests, is English wheat made into 
bread a better food for the people in 
this country than bread made from for- 
eign flour? The baker selects foreign 
flour because the resulting loaf is light- 
er, and the flour will take up more 
water, and asack will yielda greater 
number of loaves than an English sack. 
There could hardly be opened up for 
discussion a more interesting phase of 
the subject, and our correspondent has 
written very pertinently upon a very 
important question. It is just possible, 
on studying and reflecting upon the is- 
sues he has raised, that another rational 
and powerful argument in fayor of the 
consumption of home grown food may 
be found.”’ 

The Lancet’s argument may be ‘‘ra- 
tional and powerful,’’ but I do not be- 
lieve it will diminish the sale of Ameri- 
can wheat in England by a single bush- 
el during the coming autumn and win- 
ter. The point incidentally brought out 
that foreign flour will yield more bread, 
weight for weight, than English flour 
is quite potent enough to decide the 
question in every bakery in England. If 
The Lancet would devote itself to an 
agitation of the question how to make 
bread with any flour, it might accom- 
plish a great and glorious reform in 
this baker ridden country. If a more 
discouraging, unappetizing object can 
be produced asa product of the culinary 
art than the English ‘household loaf,”” 
as it is called, I have failed to discover 
it.—London Cor. New York Sun.

Labor Conference. 

St. Louis, Aug. 31.—The conference of 
abor leaders which began here yester- 
day had a busy day, and the end is in 
sight. What the conference has ac- 
complishtd, if anything, isin doubt. It 
is not believed that the leaders have at- 
tained any definite result, and, in fact, 
the president of one of the national or- 
ganizations said last night that the 
failure of the conference was a foregone 
conclusion. Mr. Ratchford’s plan of 
petitioning President McKinley to con- 
vene congress in extra session to enact 
measures providing for the settlement 
of the present labor difficulties or, as 


he put it “To define the rights of cit- 
izens, if any,’ did not meet with the 
approval he had hoped for, and it is 


not believed that the idea will be incor- 
porated in the platform. 


Speedy English Rider. 

London, Aug. 31.—The bicycle race for 
the gold vase which was begun at Cat- 
ford on Saturday, when A. E. Walters 
heat Stocks by one mile in six hours’ 
riding, continued last evening. Last 
night Walters did the first 33 miles in 1 
hour 3 min. 58 3-5 seconds, still breaking 
the world’s record, and repeatedly lap- 
ping Stocks. Walters covered 60 miles 
and 770 yards in 2 hours and 88 miles 905 
yardsin3 hours. This ended the second 
stage of the competition. The score for 
the nine hours was: Walters, 251 miles 
and 1685 yards; Stocks, 246 miles and 220 
yards. Walters did not stop at the end 
of the nine hours, but continued riding 
in an attempt to break the record for 100 
miles, which he succeeded in doing, cov- 
ering the distance in 3 hours 25 min.

A KNOTTY QUESTION. 


i] 
Section 22 In Tariff Gives Treasury 
Department Great Concern, 


It Involves a 10 Per Cent 
Discriminating Duty. 


Problem Arises From Slight Change In Lan- 
guage of Former Laws. 


Washington, Aug. 31.—The startling 
news is given out that a far more im- 
portant and irksome task devolves upon 
the United States attorney general than 
that of deciding in regard to a dis- 
criminating duty on goods conveyed 
merely through adjoining countries Mto 
the United States. It is whether such 
10 per cent duty shall, by the terms of 
the new tariff, be laid upon imported 
goods brought in foreign vessels to 
American ports in cases where no ex- 
pressed treaty stipulations exist to de- 
termine the matter. The consequences 
dependent upon Mr. McKenna’s decision 
on this particular question, it will be 
readily seen from the subjoined account, 
are of almost thrilling interest to the 
world of trade. 

This other question has almost escaped 
public notice, but it is giving the treasury 
great concern. It was referred to the 
attorney general by Secretary Gage for 
interpretation along with the other fea- 
tures of section 22 which are in con- 
troversey. It involves the question of 
whether the discriminating duty of 10 
per cent does not apply to all goods im- 
ported in foreign landing at 
United States ports, which are not ex- 
empt from discriminating tonnage taxes 
by express treaty stipulations. 

The question arises from the language 
of previous provisions in section 22, 
which, if made intentionally, would seem 
to indicate that it was designed to dis- 
criminate against three-fourths of all the 
big trans-Atlantic and trans-Pacific 
steamship companies as welt as many 
South American lines. 

In all previous laws the section cor- 
responding to section 22 of the new law, 
after providing for the 10 per cent dis- 
criminating duty on goods imported in 
vessels not flying the United States flag, 
provides that this discriminating duty 
shall not apply to goods Wares or mer- 
chandise which shall be imported in ves- 
sels not of the United States, entitled at 
the time of such importation “by treaty 
or act of to be entered in 
ports of the United States on the pay- 

ment of the duties as shall be 
then payable on goods, ete. imported in 
vessels of the United States 

The new law omits “acts 
and 
make it read not exempt by 
convention.” 

It is in pursuance of an act of con- 
gress 4228) that presidents in 
the past have by proclamation exempted 
the vessels of many countries from this 
discriminating duty. The question now 
before the 
the omission of the words “act of con- 
gress’ does not repeal section 4228. If 
{t dogs it will strike a tremendous blow 
at all foreign lines now exempt by pres- 
idential prox and confine the 
exemption strictly to the vessels of coun- 
tries with which we have treaties grant- 
ing such exemptions,

treaties covering this specific subject, 
are: Sweden, Germany, Austria ,Bra- 
zil, Denmark, Italy, Greece, Chill, Ar- 
gentina, Hati, Hawaii, Holland, Russia 
and Turkey. Several of these count- 
ries have no merchant marine sailing to 


American ports, 
The countries now enjoying exemp- 
tion from the discriminating duties, 


either wholly or in part, under the proc- 


lamations issued in pursuance of sec- 
tion 4228 of the revised statutes, are: 
Great Britain, France, Spain, Portugal, 
Japan, Nicaragua and Mexico. Of 
course the largest class of vessels which 
might be affected are the English lines 
which come to the United States, not 
only from British ports, but from the 
Oriental countries, as India, South 
America, and in fact from every coun- 
try on the globe. 

If British should be thrown 
back on their treaty exemptions, which 
are contained in the treaty of Wash- 
ington, the goods of all British vessels 
sailing from the ports, except the ter- 
ritorial possessions in Europe, would 
have to pay the additional 10 per cent 
tax. More than that, all goods shipped 
in vessels not the products or manu- 
factures of Great Britain's European 
poss ions, even though shipped from 
English, Scotch or Irish ports, would 
be subject to the discriminating duty, as 
the treaty gives exemption only to such 
goods. 

An adverse decision would, therefore, 
sffect the Cunard, Anchor, Arrow, 
Trans-Atlantic and other trans-Atlantic 
lines to that extent, the French line, 
the Phelps line, running to Mediter- 
ranean ports; the two Portugese freight 
lines (except products of Portugal), 
several of the South American lines, 
Including what are known as the Green 
line of steamers; the Japanese, the Can- 
adian Pacific and the Oriental and Occi- 
dent steamers on the Pacific, besides 
hundreds of tramp steamers. 

A curious question would arise in the 
case of the French lines were an ad- 
verse decision rendered. Before Gen- 
eral Grant issued his proclamation, ex- 
empting the cargoes of French vessels 
by our treaty with France, they paid 
a discriminating duty of $3.75 per ton, 
end cargoes imported into France by 
vessels of the United States paid a dis- 
triminating duty of 20 francs per ton. 
If section 4228 is repealed, then the ques- 
tion would arise as to whether a 10 per 
cent discriminating duty should be im- 
posed or the $3.75 per ton provided for 
by the treaty. 

Should the attorney general decide 
that section 4228 is repealed by the new 
law, of course the steamers of the sey- 
eral lines plying between the United 
States and foreign ports, which might 
be affected, could escape injury by a 
change of nationality and flag to that 
of Belgium or Holland or some other 


country whose treaty gives them full 
exemption.
